clamours *^ for that which no man felt the want 
** of, and with care for freedom, which has never 
^* been in danger ?" Sjprings k from a due 
fcnfc of tliat proud principle within us>. which 
points at the right which every honcft indivi- 
dual has to rank with the loftieft of the Ipecics,. 
when mcafurcd by the ftancfard of nature ? — or 
from that fa^5lK)U3 and difcontented fpirit^ 
which prompts the worll of mankind to trouble 
the repofe, and plunder the pofltflTions of the 
bcit ? Comes it from true patriotifm, or from 
that party rage, which ** robs it of its good 
name ?'' It proceeds from all thefc. But with 
refpctH: to KqiMlUy^ on the literal idea, as the 
mob arc encouraged for reafons they cannot 
penetrate^ to conceive it, was there ever fueh a 
day-dream ? To make the abfurdity more egre- 
gious, yet more pahteable, it is called natnral 
equality! Prepoflcrousasfalfe! What, dear friend, 
in nature is equal ? Survey her produftions : 
from the firft to the laft^ from the moft gigantic 
to the moft minute, as well in animals as man> 
what is there which llie has not created 
UNEC^UAL, even by exprefs order of the Creator ? 
And by that very inequalily intending to promote 
the wi^fdom, force and felicity of the whole ? 
Amongft the fillies of the fea, and the fowls oif 
the air, and the bcafts of the field, the grand

lihe of fobordination, drawn by nature, goes on* 
Would you give to the linpct the wing of the 
taglc, or to the turnfpit the fpced of the gre- 
hound ? To what end ? Would not nature, by that 
exchange, be violated in her general laws, and 
lieould the beings themfelves be the better for 
it ? Am I told, that all thefe creatures were 
put under die fubjeftion of man, and that he> 
as the lord of all below, can have naturally no 
fuperior but the God that gave him lifci * The 
iil^ument reds then, it feems, ori the natural 
equality of buman creaturesi Fallacious again. 
For of' all the beings in the fcalc of the uni- 
ypffc, man,— if we except his origin, concern- 
ing the equality of which he has no more right 
to *bc proud, than the Worm that devours his 
.carcafe,— -Is the rnoft fubjeft to the laws of 
oaitural ;/»-e.quality* The point Which places 
j^ at (he top of the creation is certainly his 
fOMl^ for his body, whether a oiafterpiccc of 
jb(^ui:y, or a ttv^fs of .deformity, is alike cor- 
ruptible, and rather an objcdt of humiiiation 
i^n of trluniph* But, were you difpoled to 
felc6i:, from the divcrfifted worjcs of nature, any 
fpecimen of her wonderful variety and irregu- 
J^rity^ could yoM fix op any thing fo proper xf> 
4ifpl^y that irregularity, that variety^ as the 
ftiWTiftn mind ? So far from there being hereiiji 
an univerfri eqy^jility, there is xjiot^ing fo /wi^r- 
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qual arriongft all the performances of Creatiort* 
The ftrength of the lion \% not more remote 
from the feeble nefs of the gnat, nor the fwift-^ 
neis of the rein-deer from the tardinefs of the 
fnr.fl, than the diftance betwcfen the power and 
\vcakncf3, velocity and flownefs of men's fouls 
and iinderftandings. Nature, by uncontroul- 
able laws, has cftablifhed, that to one man 
fhoiild be given an head to plan^ govern, and 
command ; to another, hands to toil and obey. 
Innumerable arc the gradations, from thofe 
who ^ide the helm of the ftate, to thofe who 
regulate the fteerage of a fimple fkifF, from 
the nobleit architeft to the moft ordinary ar- 
tificer. The harmonies of civil fociety arc 
carried on by the joint afliftance of all thefe 
in their proper places ; take them out of which, 
and tranfpofc them, put one into the fta- 
rion of another ; and, in fhorr, jumble them 
together, on the plea of natural equality, ac- 
cording to thd^ new fyftem, and what rcfults 
from all this ? What becomes of civil fociety, 
and of the world ? Doth not fuch a farce 
upon the decent fubordinations and arrange- 
ments of nature, fill it with difcords, difordcrs, 
and death ? Look into the page of ancient 
antials, and into the more fanguinary hiftory 
of modern times — what do they exhibit but 
a tifTue of abfurdity, horror^ and blood ? 
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Can it be fuppofcd, that were thcfc ?.t Icngtl^ 
to fubfidc, by the cftablinimtnt of Rcpubli- 
canifm on die ruins of Monarcliv, that the 
happincfs of mankind, which ought to be the 
aim and end of all governments, would be the 
effcft ? Let the toiling hand govern, and the, 
projefting head obey. Would not confufion 
be indeed confounded ? Or fliall all men have 
an equal fharc in the ^diredion of human 
affairs ? Shall there be no governors, no 
goverjfXcd ? Shall familiesj fociccies, dates, and 
empires be without an head i Shall all be 
common right, and common fcUowfliip ? The 
comet, my friend, were it " to rufli lawleft 
through the void," would not trail fo much 
mifchief in its courfe, as fuch a number of 
licentious orbits out of their proper fpheres. 
The wolves and tygers of the forefts acknow- 
ledge, it is true, no fuperior^ and they fome- 
times troop, in grim aflfociation and fell banditti, 
to lay wade the countiles through which they 
pafs } they arp, it mull be owned, notable re- 
publicans, and arc unanimous to dcftroy what- 
ever they meet widi 5 but they dcftroy each 
Qther alfo ; and arc bad examples of the fuc- 
cefs of an univerfal republic, inftituted on the 
levelling principle. The wolves and tygcrs of 
)}uman kind, if fufFcrcd to roam through the 
vildcmcfs of life, without any check on paf- 
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rtons more fierce and fatal than any bcftial 
appetite — or, if controuled only by thofc laws 
which arc inftitutcd by what are called patriots^ 
only becaufe they avowedly differ from and 
oppofc any order in a creation that is fuftained 
by order only — would foon make the univerfe 
more intolerable to its inhabitants, than any 
abufc which power has yet introduced into the 
govcnuiicnt of the world ; and the mofl: dif- 
loyal being would again call our, like the frogs 
in the fable, for a king \ and rather than any 
longer be left to the anarchy of being delivered 
over to themftrlves, would pray for one tyrant* 
fuppofing no honeft prince would then accept 
of themi in exchange for an univcrfe of dcf- 
pots. 

But farther, . how egregioufiy abfurd, my 
friend, is this new doftrine ? Are not all 
)argc bodies of men compelled to have gover^ 
nors and chiefs ? And do not thefe imply com- 
mand and obedience ? and do not thefe argue 
in their very name and nature, authority arid 
fubjedlion ? What arc the Admirals, Generals, 
Colonels, Captains, and Subalterns of the prefeht 
French armies, but heads ? What are the foldrers 
and failors they govern or direft, but fubordi- 
natc members ? In what confifts the difference 
^ctwix? thefe and former coi^imanders, whether 

jninifterial 
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miniftcrial or military ? Alas, nothing but 
•^* the whiftlings of a name." Call it Ariftocracy;- 
and the gentleft government becomes tyranny : 
give it the name of Democracy j and there is 
no flavery too hard to be endured. Nay, the 
very men who are fuch (ticklers for. equality, 
who have even fought aad bled for it, continue 
to this very hour to make the proudeft 
diflinftions amongfl: men, even in a ftate of 
mutual captivity. The firft thing that (truck 
me in my vifit to Wcyzcl, a celebrated town, 
us you know, of We(tphalia, was the feeing 
a number of Republican French officers^ 
(prifoners) walking on the parade attended 
by thciT /ervanis. Two of the(e latter were 
receiving the orders of their maftcrs, with their 
heads uncovered, and their bodies bent in a 
very unrepublican manner. What ! in a ftate 
of common calamity, are thefe nice diftinftions 
to be made, thought I? are brother prifoncrs 
(o keep up this lofcy di(Ferencc ? Are tho(e who 
Juve levelled the earth, fo foon unmindful of 
jheir leading maxim ? " All men are equal !'* 
Qne of the fupcriors (I thought there were to 
be no fupcriors) grew angry, chid his domeftic, 
and fent him from his prefence. Could the 
oki con(titution — could defpotifm do more ! I 
l^w j^c obedient (lave with the moft fervile 
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ihrug of his country, and of his condition, ^ 
(Unking awoy. So much for confraternity. 

. My friend, a flcilful ufe of words, fubfti* 
tuting ona for another, as time and circum- 
ftances may require, will apparently change the 
nature of things : but real liberty and flavery 
tre the fame beautiful and bitter potions, deno- 
minate tlicm what you will, and the tyrant is 
not Idli an oppreflbr, for altering his name to 
that of a friend to freedom : indeed, fome of 
the word enemies that freedom ever had in all 
ages and countries, have aflumed this facrcd 
charafter. 

Point out to me the Defpot, that lias not 
called himfelf a lover of his people, and of his 
country. I have, within a few years, been an 
cye-witacfs to no lafs thiin two formidable in- 
fuiTctStione, clFedcd, under this fpecious made, 
in the little Republic, on the verge of which, \ 
am now writing, I am far from being fure, that 
I ihall not be fpcdator of a ^ third : though one 
would have thought either of the two former 
might have written on the hearts of the people, 
the WISDOM Of CONTENT, in chara(5t<rs of blood. 
That which raged in 1787, is fo well and faith- 
fully written, by an EngUlh author, who calls 

• The' third has come to pftffl. 
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his work an hiftory of the late Dutch Revolu- 
tion, that I fliall not only refer, but recomnteM 
you to a perufal of it. A few of the miferablc 
particulars, I fliall give you on the authority of 
perfonal knowledge. But not till I again re* 
fume the pen to aflure you, amidft the ftorm 
of contending nations-—*' the wrecks of matter,'? 
and the almoft ** crulh of worlds/' I am* 
affcdtionately, yours. 



LETTER LVIJ. 

TO TH£ «AM£. 



Vv E talk much, and with much 
rcafon, of the wild exccffes of our Englifli 
mobs, my dear friend. Their fanguinary 
difpofition has been compared to that of our 
Englirti bull-dogs, which are faid to be in- 
iktiate of blood, when they have once drawn it 
from the objcfts of their attack. Our Britifli 
infurreftions are, nd doubt, marked like others, 
by fome of the prominent features of rebellion 
in all countries, devaftation, flames, and un- 
timely death. But I did not know, how great 
an enemy man could be to man } nor had I a 
clcai- idea to what an extent human being* 
could go in the deftruftion of ope another, 

although 
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although I am not unread in the bloody ftory of 
my own country) till I began to contemplate the 
more dreadful annals of others. The fix years 
that have elapfed fince I beheld in Holland the 
demon of civil fury aflfociated with party mad* 
nefs» far from having abated the memory of 
their dire efFeds, are felt, methinks, widi a 
ftfongcr horror, from having obfcrvcd fimiUr 
outrages in other quarters of the agitated globe* 
Unhappy Holland ! while one party were at-^ 
tempdng to deftroy thee and themfclves by fire 
and fword, rapine and flaughtcr, the other were 
wreaking vengeance againft thy bcft, faircft, 
and mod innocent poffcflions— upon thy wives 
and children. 
« 

While one fide, I fay, my friend, were thus 
outraging all order, decency, and compaflion, 
the other manifefted no Icfs fury. The party 
4>f the Stadtholder, and that of the patriots 
^ttt alike infefted with the poifon of the 
times. It reached the bofoms even of the 
gentler fcx : as an inftance of which, pardon 
me, if I make your nature recoil, even as mine 
xiid on the day my flowing eyes bore tcftimony 
fo it. A party of patriots had taken, and 
iciilediin the town of Bois-lc-duc, one of the 
.Prince's adherentSt who had been aftivc in the 
Caafe of the Stadtholder. Hi3 defeat wa£, 

therefore, 
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thefeforc, a kind of triumph ^ a groiipc of 
people foon gathered roond the body, yet ilnig* 
gling betwixt life and death. Amongft the 
reft, were two women who had been fctchii^g 
^^ter from the public fountains. One of thcfc 
no fooncr underftood her caufe of the mob 
toUcfting, than (he poured out about two thirds 
of the water from her pail, which (he placed 
under the wounds of the murdered citizen, 
^hofc blood was thus mingled with the waccT) 
when pledging the furrounding populace, (he 
exclaimed, as (he drank with more than favagc 
fury, *' May rivers of this flow through the 
ftrects till our enemies arc vanqui(hed !" And to 
fuch a pitch of enthufwfm was thw carried, 
that, as one more example, I muft inform you, 
i»io:her patriot quarrelled' with the beautiful 
rainbow, and (hot at it, becau(e the orange 
tnihgled in its hues : this was nearly as mad 
ahd irreverent as the drefling up the figure <^ 
the Virgin Mary with a red bonnet, and writing 
under the €rofs of our Saviour, ** The man Jt&m^ 
the ei-devant Redeemer of the world," 

Ail comments of the moralift, my friend^ 
ife loft, and all efFufions of the peaceful lover 
fef mankind abforbed^on occafions like thefe: 
for breaches of this fort in nations, like oki 
^d incurably Wounds, though they are often 

ikinncd 
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flcinncd over, conceal an unfubducd venom, 
which gathers ftrength and virulence, and then 
again breaks out. Private families, we know, 
may, after " fomc imminent and deadly 
breach," reunite from policy, or principle, or 
from fome reliques of afFc^^Hon : but even this 
is a patched up accommodation ; and after a 
violent open rupture, whether in empires, or 
the little domeftic common-wealths that form 
them, the whole hiftory of mankind furnifh few 
examples where the parties have lincerely for- 
given one another. Many mondis after the 
Prince's party had been reiniiated in its privi- 
leges, and the patriot faftion not only yielded 
to authority, but appeared to have forgot its 
animofity, I had but too many illuftrations of 
this remark. On the breaking out of the 
rebellion in other countries, I again hpard the 
voice of fcdition, and the more than murmur^ 
of difafFcdlion in various parts of thefc dif- 
united ftatcs. Sacred be the love of rational 
liberty ! But the fever of freedom is ^ wild- 
fire that is more dcfolating than any other con-: 
tagion : that of Conftantinople is not fo fud- 
dcnly imbibed, nor does it travel with unim- 
paired venom fo far or lb faft. It is a peft 
(hat ieizes didant nations, and (Irikes with the 
rapidity, and. the force of lightning. Even 
wjKn Holland fccmcd to have got the bpttcr of 
•. '. this 
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this political plague, its poifons were under- 
mining her conftitutioni and like thofe Hres 
yrl^ich are. burning in the bowels of the earth> 
unfeen, are inwardly confuming its entrails, and 
making their way to the furface. I was in 
Holland when flie was prccifcly in this fitua- 
tion, prepared for her fecond (hock, and wait- 
ing only for the fignal of her ixpatriated fire^ 
hrands (the banidied Dutch patriots then 
forming a part of the French army), to give the 
explofion. Breda was taken, Gorcum was 
inundated, and the cannonade of Williamftadt 
thundered to the very fea, and prepared the 
patriots of the provinces for the reception of 
their exiled friends. 

In my way to Ilelvcotnulce, in order to em- 
bark for England, every countenance I looked 
into carried the marks of fear, loyalty, ambi- 
tion, or revolt. Notwithftanding the cauHoos 
jcabufy natural to power, and all the vigilance 
of the magiftrates, little knots of people Were 
to be obferved gathered together, in corners of 
the ftreet, and in bye-places, where it was 
thought the eye of authority would not pene- 
trate. My wandering fteps, which fo often 
led me into unfrequented places, and thereby, 
as you have fcen, made me tread upon many 
a fccrct, led me to the haunts of thcfc Dutch

firft view of an intruder— the fudden altera- 
tion from an awtful €0 a earelefs air as the 
faid intruder approaches ; the tones varied 
from ahnoft indiftind whifpers, and porten- 
tous meetings, to louder accents i now walking 
on> now (lopping a little, as if engaged in 
ordinary converfacion, the fiibjedt of which, 
while you have an eye on there, is changed as 
often as their pofitions. I took notice, while 
I paufed at Helveotfhrice, that as their friends 
on the other fide of the water, that is to fay^ 
the etiemics of their country, were more rapid 
in their advances, while their very fires were 
in fight, and the j>atriots, on the Helveot 
fide, wcFe almoft opening their arms to receive 
ihcm, thele fecret meetings were Icfs vifible- 
It is a crifls at which the mind of a confpiracy 
is made up, the component parts perfeftly 
tinderftandini; their plains, lie in wait to put 
them in execution j aflumlng, in the ' mean 
time, the mafk of well diflfcmbled loyalty i 
fot, i!fange as it may fccm, vice, when fwelled 
to its beigbt^ and juft about to ihcw itfelf, 
borrows the femblancc of its oppofite virtue^ 
in the robes of whidh it is then moft afikju- 
^us to cover itfelf. Thus, drunkenn^fs aflfefts 
ttempefance, incontinence chaftityy avarice gc-

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With recorded horrors in the bloody hiftory ol 
his own country ; but all this was but thtf 
Jhadow of the difaftcr, which the cxcurflon 
alluded to^ has brought clofer under his ejpe^ 
and yet clofer to his heart. 

Dcfccnding by degrees, in a ftep that re- 
ceded in proportion as the enemy advanced, I 
found myfelf almoft imperceptibly once more 
in FloUand, whofe armies, ftill freezing upon 
the banks of the Maife and Lower Rhine, m\A, 
perhaps again have recourfe to the afllftancc 
of her great water-dog^ to whom Ihc hai more 
than once owed the falvation of her Republic j

incrcafc of ferocity proportioned to augmen- 
tation of force ?

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JbaH' be adincated with fimplc hiftofical truths 
for neither romance nor feble, in their wildcfty 
warmeft colourings^ could, can^ or has ever 
reached them;

alluded tO| has brought clofer under his ejpe^ 
and yet clofer to his heart, 

Defcendfng by degreesi in a ftep that re- 
ceded in proportion as the enemy advanced, I 
found myfclf almoft imperceptibly once more 
in Holland, whofe armies, ftill freezing upon 
the banks of the Maife and Lower Rhine, mul!:, 
perhaps, again have recourfe to the afllftance 
of her great waier-dog^ to whom Ihe has more 
tlian once owed the falvation of her Republic j 
and indeed this fturdy guardian ought to do 
infinite good, fmce he cannot be let loofe upon 
the enemies of the ftate without abundant 
inifchief-T.an inundation of the country being, 
next to captivity and its confequences, the 
greateft evil. Would you belif*ve, afirer all 
which has happened (inre my former vifit 
to the United States, after all the faithfUl 
traditions of horror, blDodlhcd, pillage, and 
blafphcmy, which have been phucd before 
them, that I ftntl again here the felf llimc fpirit 
of difaffedtlon grown more gigantic, and with 
increafe of ferocity proportioned, to augmen- 
tation of force i For the diluffeftion of more 
arbitrary States, of France Jierfelf, for inftance,

I cw more cafily allow and accounts but one 
would have thought that a Rcpublick, — attached 
as is that of Holland lo all thofe things which 
the French people now moft hold in fconij 
perfon^ property^ life and religion; and with 
the bleeding teilimonies of rapine^ devafla- 
tion and death before their eyes>— one would 
have thought^ I fay> that in fuch a country^ 
amoQgft fuch a people> who have much to lofe 
and nothing to gainj the fury of party^ by 
Miiach they have fo often unmercifully fuffered^ 
and are fuffcring at this moment in every limb 
and artery of the Republickj might have been 
moderated, if not deftroyed. Surely the defpe- 
iMion of liberty, like that of love, baffles all 
Xfafoning, and mocks at all fober laws. Even 
tlu; richeft merchants of the United Provincest 
iQien who muft, on the very principles of 
equality, at leaft, divide the labours and gains of 
life, with thofe inrho fubfift only by an oppofite 
fet of principles, which levels idlenefs and 
iAduftry--*even fuch men pant for the complete 
triumph of the common enemy, and are ready 
tQ iacrifice, not only their fortunes, but their 
fimiilies~to what } to falfe ideas of freedom, 
aod to revenge. What could they acquire } 
the gratification of an ancient grudge. What 
iMift they lofe ?

The hurry and agitation of publick affairs 
have led me to fome anticipations ; the crou^ 
ing incidents of the moment ; the now gather- 
ing, now difperfing ftorms of war, have made 
me break in upon my rcferves prematurely; 
'and thai to the negleft of many a more 
padfick and fmiling fcene. To thefe I fliall 
^tum with a fatisfaflion that, I flatter 
myfelf, you will fhare, as it will, for a 
While, fufpend every more turbulent fubjcft, 
^d empower me to condu(5t you gradually 
^cng, till you almoft forget we are approach- 
ing fcenes of devaftation. By fuch means, 
too, I (hall rather break the blow upon your 
ieclings than take them by furprize : nay, more, 
as our paths to the feats of war lie through 
(bme of the moft charming parts of Weftphalian 
Pruffia, I ftiall cyen ^rew thofc paths with 
powers. 

I am now ?gain addrefling you from Nime-

You have, in rccolkftion, I truft, my re- 
marks on the Dutch theatre, when the ghoft 
,of Hamlet ftalked upon the ftage of Hollan4> 
during the flague fain On ^ re-vifuation f>[ 
that celebrated town fome days ago, I fowd 
fXi^t a troop of German adofs had l^een perrr 
piU^ed to take. pofTefTion of the playl^ouPsb 
fituatcd in the Cafuary-ftreet, which the French 
Cpmcdians (conyidcd qf Jacobinifm, as I iq- 
j^prmed you), had evacuated. The firft piec<j, 
pit the rcprcfentation of which I attended, wap 
called, I think. The Robber j ih whichj^ 
amongft fcveral very fine-wrought, and as fipp 
a^flcd, fcencs, was one turning upon an cycnt {g 
prepoftcrous, tftat I muft relate it to you, Thf 
hero of the performance is a young man, who» 
IP the firft inftanpe, robs his own father, and> 
eloping from his paternal houfe, carries his 
plunder to a dcfperatc banditti, who have their 
haunt? in a deep foreft, and with fuch affooiatcs 
he fliarcs the plunder and thp crimes, Notwith- 

ftanding 



ftanding his companions have had itrength 
enough over the virtues of his youth to extin- 
guifli his fenfe of duty to an aged and almoft 
hclplefs parent — and one of the tendcreft that 
ever bore the name — and even to make him 
forego the endearing fociety of a lady to whom 
he was powerfully attached, they had not force 
of fedudkicn fufficient to eradicate, entirely, the 
vital principle of nature and confcience, which, 
at various periods, broke forth in fighs of re- 
jnorfe, and blulhes of Ihamc. The *' cunning 
of the fcene" affords many difplays of thefc, 
and in the lucid returns of his heavily fmitten 
heart, he refcues that very parent, and that very 
much-loved, though deferted, miftVefs, from 
the barbarity and machinations of an cider 
brother; This brother is, alfo, by his means, 
and by the moft equitable laws of humaa 
life, as well as of the drama, brought to 
jufl: punifhmcnt ; and, by arrangements no lels 
proper, the father is reftored to the frecdoift 
and honours which his eldeft fon had ravilhed 
from him, and the young lady is prcfervcci 
from violation. By fuch means, the parties, 
long divided by the vices, are brought together 
by the virtups of this heroic robber. Forgive- 
nefs of the father, and of the miftrefs, arc 
matters of courfe, and the reconciliatory fcenes, 
which exhibit thefe, arc as naturally fuftained 
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as .tfae incidents by which they are brought, 
about, are artfully contrived. Every tlaog '%% 
in the faireft way of being fettled to the, 
latiftfaAion of the charaflers and of the au- 
dience, I never witnefied the denouement of a 
tragedy more comfortably arranged for the 
Idlings. But the author was of a different 
opimon, for in the moment that you arc about 
to congratulate this good ending of as bad a 
beginning, the poet flarts a difliculty, which I 
(^ceive neither nature or reafoi:^ fuggefled to 
him. The almoft converted robber, even 
vhsle fupported on the one hand by the love 
of a &ther> and on the other, by that of aa 
adored millrefs, finds out, that having ytoor/t 
to live and die with his forrft companions, he 
cannot violate his oath ; and that, even if he 
could, his delicacy would not fuffcr him to 
carry pollution into the arms of an innocent 
woman. 

Now, if you approve of this ^roke of delicacy^ 
I could wilh to ftop at it ; but, as a faitliful^ 
narrator, I muft proceed to inform you, that 
our delicate hero by no means contents himfelf 
with this declaration j but while his hand is 
joined by a parent to that of a miftrefs, who 
covers it with tears of joy, and kiffes of love, . 
he literally 

" Throwi it Hkt r noiA)me weed away !•• 
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obfervihg that» although he feels it impoffible 
to maiTf the lady himfelf, he cannot enduifte 
the thought of her living for another. This 
new misfortune links the father to the ground, 
upon which he is left to die on one fide of xiit 
ftage, while the lady (lands flatue-ftruck with 
grief on the other. Neither of thefe objefta go 
to the heart of our hero. On the contrary, 
he inthriates that there is no way left to pacify 
his fears on this curious point of delicacy^ but 
d\t deadi of this beloved miftrefs. Hereupon 
thd poet makes her obligingly take the hint by 
throwing iierfclf into an attitude to receive the 
blow from the hand of her lover; who^ how* 
ever, rather hefitatcs about it, upon which the 
lady prcfents her beautiful bofom — all heroines 
you know mufl be beautiful — to any of die 
robbers ; none of whom can be found to 

" Scar that whiter fkin of her's 
" Than monumental alabafler.**

When men, who live by pillage and murder, 
arc thus tender-hearted, I am juftified in apply- 
ing the quotation; though, I fhould confld)6r 
myfelf as having a fufficient fain£bion on the 
determined laws of the drama, to enrol amongft 
their unities, thofe of heroifhi and perfonal 
beauty.

fhe'Ruffians, however, all unflieakh'tfidr 
fMrbnU> and might, perhapls, have becnwrbught 
u]pdn to tut ih twain the filken bonds df 
humanity, that held them a rtioment uplifted, 
had not the hcra come forth in all the might 
of his delicacy, in the ' fliape of » ranty (loud 
and vehement as ever pierc'd " the t?LX% of the 
groundlings)," to afTcrt hii folc and exclufivc 
claim to the aflaflTmation. Saying which, and 
It great deal more, he takes the woman of his 
heart, gently in his armsj then buries his 
dagger gently in her breaft, then fupports her 
gently as flie finks on the earth, where, gently 
placing her on the fide oppofite that of his 
dead father, on whofe body by the bye, dying 
or dead, he never beflows a glance^ and then 
gently embracing his robber-friends, he ftalks 
off to kill himfelf at a more convenient frafon: 
and thus concludes this gentle piece of bufinefs : 
of which if any thing coulJ add to the abfurdity. 
It would be the circumftance of having juft 
before found himfelf wholly incapable of dab- 
bing his worthlcfs brodicr, becaufe, though 
ftained with the fouloft offences againft his dear 
father and dearer miftreft, he Was,- forlboth, a 
good for nothing — brother I If this is not 
rtjfining upon refinement^ and out-fentimcntizing 
/entimentalityy the deuce is in \t\ Few of my 
leaders but mufl allow this was carrying the

pftTVjif. this^is the German method of fcttlirtg)

..But the truth is, this is not the German mod^ 
any more than it is ours, asl have fhewn, and 
fhall Hill ibew, in various inftances. It is the ■ 
aft and, deed folely of the author of this dram(^ 
"who has. therein not only put his heroine to • 
death. for his own amufemcnt, but has com^ 
nxitted an aflaflination upon a much greater . 
€barajjter> even Nature herjelfy and this is ont 
example,, out of an hundred, that has made 
me wifh, gentlemen, who have the life and 
dea^h ,of. tlieir charaftcrs, as dramatick 
writers, in their hands, would be a little left 
lavifh of human, at leaft of poetical blood, 
without fhewing caufe in the courts of reajon^ 
natifre^ zvA cotijcience. Not that I mean to 
attajch this drain upon dramatick or natural laws, 
to the produftions' of the German poets in 
geileral. They .very frequently write, and aft, 
with, the mod accurate knowledge of the, human 
heart, and feldom fail to find their way to it, 
whe^x thqir purpofe is to intereft its aiFe^ions.

It was, properly fpeaking, a gah play, being 
reprefented in honour of the Prince Stadtholdcr^s 
birth-day, one of the few very occafional events 
which bring a fufRcient number of people to 
fill the Hague theatre 5 for, although It is not 
larger than Colman's in the Hay market, there 
is rarely audience enough to pay for the few 
pounds of candle beftowed to illumine the 
gloom i and, doubtlcfs, this is one reafon why 
there is not more light thrown upon the* 
audience of the Hague, On this great occafibn, 
howTVcr, there were about half as many lamps 
ftuck over the Stadtholder*s box as would 
have adorned ,the board of his Brttannick 
Majcfty's corn«»cutter on the 4th of June ; and 
even the under tier of fconces, that ufirally 
ftand unoccupied, were filled with v^x \ In a 
word, I beheld the aftonilhing circumftancc of 
a Dutch theatre tro^cvi:^; and, inftead of " th 
i^arfy aaomi cf emfty hxfSy'' I found myfelf 
amongft the flower and fafhion of the Hague. 

After being watted for by the adors and the' 
auditnce the decent time, that i$> jult long 

enough 



mll1g^i t»,yif^k^' Mpexpe6tation to the proper 
pjj^di^^ without ftraiqing its ^ringSj his Serene 
Highnds and his auguft partner made their ap^ 
pearance i the firft in a modeil fuit of (lightly* 
ornamented blue broad cloth, the laft^ according 
tp the etiquette in thefe cafes mad<; and pro-, 
vidtd, glittering in whife filyer tiffue. Brunf^ 
wick's cldcft hope was fhining at tlicir fide, 
and his Duchcfs attended the graceful and lovely 
Princcfs Hereditary in the ftage-box, decorated,, 
fcr that night only, to receive them. 

But, alas ! all this wa$ but the gay dlfguifc 
of concealed anxiety i or rather, it was bu( 
the trapping and incun^brance of a comfortlef^ 
fituation, too mighty for difguifcs. Three day^ 
and nights previqus to this theatrical exhibi-* 
tion of tbemfelves, had the Prince, PrincefS| 
and train been made the illuflrious victims of 
this anniverfary martyrdom ; and every mo- 
ment that was not devoted to the beixdings, 
bowings, and other pliabilities of the court, 
was feized upon by the camp j for it was the 
time when atbove a thouflind foldicrs were pre- 
paring to counterbalance the devaftations of the 
laft campaign in Flanders. The Stadtholdcr is 
indefatigable in his military duties j and thefe, 
happening to fall at the period when he was to 
receive the compliments of the nobility and 
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gentry, on gaining the forty-fixth year of hU 
fige, you will not wonder to hear that he 
brought to the play houfe a weary head, and, 
perhaps, an aching heart; the more cf]Kcially 
SIS it was faid an heavy piece of publick news 
had been received from the frontiers, which it 
was nccefTary to hufli up in his own mind, and 
in that of his auguH: partner in diftrefs left it 
flionld check the ardour of the troops about to 
f;il;e their departure. There is, you know, a 
cfifis in fplendid, as well as other mifery, at 
which the opprelTcd fpirits and faculties take 
refuge in flccp. It appeared to be cxaftly this 
crifis, when the party above-mentioned gained 
the theatre j for fcarcc had the natal falutations 
been received and acknowledged, than a deep 
deep fell upon both their HighnefTes, and upon 
the Prince ofBrnnfwick. Never did I fee three 
illufliiousjx'rronfigcs lb oddly dilpofed of. They, 
funk fubducd into a comfortable nap, as if it, 
had been a preconcerted thing to rclrcfb them* 
felvcs nt the theatre with a doisr of this fort| 
find which, to fay the truth, they flood fadly irt 
need of. It fcems they had been exhaufling 
thetnfelves in public affairs and crrcmonicS| 
from five in the morning to midnight of the 
preceding day. liut that the anodyne was very 
powerful, niiiy be gathered from their enjoying 
It, almoll unbroken, through the three Ipng adls 
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of a German opera, fpun to the lengtli of as 
many German miles. Once, indeed, his Serene 
Highncfs opened half an eye, and call it, in a 
dizzy way, firft at the fleepingPrinccfs, then at 
the fnoring Duke, as if to explore the caufc 
that roufed him ; but, perceiving it was only 
the crafli of inftrumcnts, in a general chorus 
by wa/ q( finaU to the fccond aft, he again 
bid adieu to. unwelcome rccolleftions, in the 
oblivious arms of that power which is very 
juftly called the kind '^ re (lore r of nature.** I 
could not help a rcfleftion on the different allot- 
rncnts of human kind, as I faw the mod illuf- 
triious of the audience the only parts of it which 
were unable to enjoy either the harmony or the 
plcafantry of the entertainment, and altoge- 
ther infenfiblc to the furrounding fplendours,, 
Wc rave about, and we are bleeding at every 
pore, and fermenting in every vein, for Kquiility^ 
my dear friend j we are hearing perpetually of 
the neceflity of bringing the p )or on a level, 
yrith the rich, nobles with peafants, and kings 
with beggars — ah, God of them all, with how 
little rcafon ! with how little recolleftion of tlie 
hiftory of human CBuditions! The word and the 
moft unhappy is probably that which winds up, 

* 

the climax ! and fo on of the ferics : Iince it is. 
moft likely the houfclefs beggar, who eats his. 
jnorfcl of alms under a hedge of thorns, when 
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jhc rude hand of winter has torn off* every fhcU 
tering leafi in remembrance of ^he day that 
brought into the world the brat which he 
buckles to his back^ has a more exquiflte relifh 
of that morfeli and is more foothed by the grar 
tulations of his weather-beaten companionS| 
than thjc Prince and Princefs of the Republick 
of Holland, flceping amidft the felicitations of 
a theatre, or, in truth, any prince or princefs 
in thcfc times. Equality ! alas, were all men 
reduced to a level like ihis, how foon would 
thofc who, till then perhaps, without being con- 
fcious of it, had experienced the bleffings of an 
humble (late, wifli again for the refuge and 
diftinftion of poverty. Whofoever has looked 
on the fatigues, weight, and peril of the ele- 
vations amongft mankind, mud know thisi 
and it is ftrange there fhould be found any one 
fo unrcalbnablc as to envy the exalted this gild- 
ing of their care and mifery. As to the emi- 
nent examples in quellion, happy to fee them 
enjoy this temporary refpite, I regretted the fall 
of the curtain which awakened and difmifled 
them to new fatigues. 

Whatever might be their fate for the reft of 
th«it night, to new fatigues the Stadtholder, at 
leaft, was dcflined the fuccecding morning. 
The troops which had coft him fomuch trouble 

to 
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to make ready, were to march at eight o'clock. 
Without ufmg literary privileges, which allow 
authors to blot out the fun, or command him 
to fend forth his moft effulgent beam (having, 

* you know, a charter from Parnaflus to do as wc 
pleafe with the elements), I. aflurc you, in the 
profe (implicit/ of truth, that, really

. Nay more, thofe clouds, very foori after the 
Stadtholder reached the parade, broke on his 
imlheltcred head ; for the indifpcnfible cere- 
momes of a field-day were to be exchanged, and 
)iis Serene Krghnefs (princes not counting 
itmongft their prerogatives the liberty of con- 
trolling th6 (kics to their purpofe) got a duck- 

* ing more fevere than that I have recorded in a 
former letter One would again be kd to think 
that *^ there was more in rhefc matters than 
fhilofophy can find out:" for really had the 
douds been in combination againfl him, they 
could not have fpouted down a more inaufpi- 
cious torrent. It was not, however, of fuffi- 
cient vehemence to damp his martial attention : 
neither had it the force to chill publick curio- 
lity: confequently it was fet at defiance by 
powers ftronger than either curiofity, or martial 
ardour. Never, on any public gccafion, did I 
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fee fuch a colleftion of human beings. Ever/ 
paflion of the heart, and every feeling of nature, 
were here met together. In the form cither of 
patriots, princes, men^ wives, miftreffcs, chil- 
dren, officers^ or foldicrs, you might have ob- 
fcrved hate, allegiance, love, hope, and defpair. 
You might have remarked alfo a few fmilcs of 
hcroifm^ aniidll many bitter tears of apprehen- 
fion. The difullers of the laft campaign were 
.had in ^Av^^/V/^q^ remembrance j and there were 
thofe amongft the difaHc^lcd inhabitants, who 
exclaimed, ** See what a brave fliew of fellows 
arc waiting ort/crs to manh to the Jh ambles /** * 

Infidious whifpcrings of this kind had been 
in circulation for fome time, and feveral dc- 
fcrtions had taken place in confequcnce ; up- 
wards of twenty on the night immediately pre* 
ceding tlieir march. Nor was this the word : a 
difpiriting kind of alarm pervaded the foldiery, 

* Alas ! this exclamntion has fince proved, in Tome in* 
ftance, To late as the 15th and i6th of April lafl, but too 
prophetic ; and, although the military entrc of the young 
Imperial Monarch has been marked with glory, one cannot 
but regret its having been marked with fo much of the 
blood of his allies. Many of the very men whom the 
Author beheld that day leaving their country, have bade 
it an eternal adieu. It is the fate of war : but one ihrlnks 
from the thought ; and I widi I had nor feen them all 
alive. It is wcaknefs, perhaps ; but, furcly, it is a weak* 
nefs we arc all born to. 

who 
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iirho performed their military preparations with 
relu£bant delay. I had noticed many of them 
(landing, the day before their departure, by the 
fide of their baggage waggons, as if they were 
taking a furvey of their hcarfes, filling them 
with their bedsj &c. as if they prefagcd they 
would prove their beds of death. Others were 
following thefe vehicles with all their marching 
apparatus, not with eyes that anticipated vic- 
tory, btit with downcaft looksi and folc'mn 
ftcps, to dirge-like meafure, as if they were 
moving after the coffin of a comrade ; and the 
beat of the drum, that afts fo wonderfully upon 
the ffiirits in certain moments, now fcemed to 
found in their ears the dead march. 

Examples of every kind are known to be 
contagious ; in no inftance, perhaps, m6re 
than in their influence upon our hopes ind 
fears: courage and cowardice are comrfidnii- 
cated in a moment: they are even trar.sfefred 
with eleftric rapidity from one man to another j 
the bofom of the brave, catching an unwonted 
apprehenfion, and the bread of the daftard, 
glowing with even an unnatural ardour, as the 
poifonous breath of difaflTeftion, or the exhila- 
rating powers of loyalty, are difFufed amongft 
them. It is a lamentable thing when private 
houfes or publick empires are fct againft them- 
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feiv^i. Scitcs tre only large families^ united b/ 
the rame lawsi and bound by the fame incereft< 
I'he connexions of die neareft ties in privace 
life are fcafce more clofe, nor ought they to be 
more facred. As the welfare of man and wife, 
fo the profperity of nations, my friend, is de- 
ftroyed by dilunion \ and,

tJnforCunately for the well being of thefe Unihd 
iS/rt/^/,— which, by the bye, is, and has long 
been a mifnomer,— the two parties that are dif- 
mcnibcring it arc in perpetual counter aftion. 
While the one is diligently labouring to knit 
the Provinces togedier, the other^ perhap 
more induftrious, for mifchief is a very aftire 
power, works day and night, though working 
often under-ground, to render that honeft dili-* 
gence inetfeflual: and vigilant malignity wtU 
always be more or lefs fuccefsfuL 

On this important morning, howcvctf the 
Stadtholdcr rallied the half-feduced energies of 
his foldicrsi he iiiluted them Hrfl generally^ 
then particularly ; he complimented, and with 
great juAice, their martial appearance^ cheered 
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cherti with a Prince's fmfle, diftfHntttd fmongft* 
thcrn a !Prmcc*s bounty, bcftowed, WiA well- 
tinted Jadd^efs, a Prihce's eulqgy on their Jcnown 
ralour, &c. &c.

He nianifefte3,by many little attentions, that he 
conlidefed them as the faithful defenders of the 
Republick, and, in fhoft^ put in motion every 
wheel of a good General, a good-natured Prince, 
and a good man. His deportment had a vifible 
effcifl on the troops, into whofe countenances 
there came, as if by refledion^ a fudden and 
promifmg brightnefs : the morning itfelf began 
to look more cheerfully, and the officers with 
their men duly equipped, from the orange 
branches in their hats, to the neat knapfack at 
their backs, took their march through the 
ftr^ets leading to Schedam — their firft day*s 
march-^accompanied to the outer gate of the 
town by tens of thoufands of fpeftators. 

If fome few of thofe thoufands heaved a fin- 
cere figh of loyalty for the return of the troops, 
viftorious and uninjured i how many, fecretly, 
or, to fay the truth, openly, <lefired^arvd hoped, 
they might be vanquiftied and cut to pieces! 
How ftrange docs this feem, how unnatural 
does it found ! 
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*' It it not as if this mouth

With rcfpcft to the Hollanders, the liberty' 
to fay and do what they like, in defiance of all 
inhibited things, and, as ufual, with the more 
eager audacity, becaufe forbidderi, is * their' s ; 
and as to their being taxed, do they confider that 
they live in a country made by induftry in de- 
fpight of nature, who intended it to be only one 
of her enormous bogs, while the anceftors of 
this grumbling but hard-working hive, fet 
*' doggedly to it,'* as Dr. Johnfon fays, to 
make it into produftive land, and a more pro - 
duftive water ? a pile of ftupendous art, from 
one end to the other, and not to be kept iit 
repair without extraordinary taxation ? Do 
they grudge this ? Would they let the edifice 
run to ruins, and be buried amongfl them ^ 
Would they heap up their moneyrbags to fink 
them with themfelves more profoundly in the 
returning bog? Will the French, or their 
native patriots, mend either their country or

Here then let us bid a long, and probably a 
laft, adieu, to the United Provinces, on which 
we have bcftowed rhore liberal obfcrvation than 
they have been wont to receive, but not more 
than they have dcfcrved, as the moft cuiious 
and aftonilhing efforts of a patient, powerful, 
and vigilant people ; A like farewell to Guel* 
derlamj, for whofe profpcrity I fhall have a 
warm wifli, were it only for the fake of the op- 
portunity it gives oilofmg one's way^ and finding 
the Man of the Foreft. Bieflcd be every leaf of 
every tree which comes under the axe of that 
rnan ! And bieflcd be you, my friend ! aye, and 
ye, my readers ! — Weftphalia invites ; but I 
cannot quit one country, and take you into 
another, without fcparating them and their in- 
habitants by a paufe in our correfpondence.

icives. The charming Duchy of Clc vcs, and ** all 
that it inherits/* rcfcmbles the moft beautiful 
unaflTuming parts of England. You have fcarce 
reached the firft Pruflian town, which is mid- 
way betwixt Nimeguen and Clevcs, the name 
of which is Cuylcnberg, ere your native country 
prefles on your heart : you feem to be carried, 
by fomc magician, into the midft of its alluring 
fcencry : its whited cottages, comfortable farmsi 
:ind cultured grounds, arc all within your vie#^ 
' Tou arc ftruck at almoft every ftep with tKe 
fimilitude. It is the agreeable and beautiful^ 
but not the fublimc of nature. There is no- 
thing of hill or vale, water or wood, to afto- 
ftUh the traveller j but there arc numbers of 
objefts always frefh and always charming, arid 
p. profpcft of great abundance. I am fpcak- 
)ng here of die Duchy of Cleves in a circum- 
ference of its beft poireflions, a coup d'ml of 
more than fifty miles 5 for, on a clear day, 
vour eye can travel to this extent, if it takei 
fight fi-om any of the delightful little eminences 
near the town of Cleves : particularly fitwn 
a mount in the wood which gives you the 
command of half a dozen noble avenues, each 
a mile in length, at the end of which youf 
view is bounded by the prettieft towns in the 
Circle of Weftphalia, and Province of Gii^l-

Thii fine wood 
ii fenced round with the old Knglilli looliing 
park-paling, thatched, a it were, wlthgreyitjbft, 
iswlth ««, and, as with un, theehnfflnc'h, green- 
fineh, goldfinch, and •* all the other finehes of 
the grove,*' ai the Cride fiys, are feen peek- ' 
Jftgflt it on a fme fpring morning to buihl the, 
outworks of their neft?*, 1 have haunted thli ' 
tvot)d at all times and feafoni, and trufi, there=-' 
Um^ you will be pleafed with both a fuuimer 
and winter aerount of it. There fl])pear« to 
be fomethinp retnarkable in the foliage of Weft- 
phftlla, to he obferved In the moft dreary 
months. With Uh, even in our mod extended 
foreftii, the trcei and btifltes are ahnod (tripped 
of their withered foliage, \t\ Great ^B4'itain 
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land in Holland* autumn fcarce leaves a trace 
tehind her when the " furly winter," as oui: 
poet of nature beautifully calls him, " with his 
ruffian train,*' has ufurpcd her empire. It is 
far othcrwife in Weltphalia : The underwood, 
not only of the enduring oaks, but of all 
other forts of more tender fhrub wood, fcarcely 
fuftain the lofs of a leaf; a general ruffet, fuch 
as we fee in the Englifh groves, when they put 
on their November robes, covers whole acres 
till the end of March, when it is moft likely 
nature is arrayed in her fpring drcfs in Great - 
Britain. Refpcfting the trees of foreft growth^ 
they arc here, as in the general roads of France, 
and in the avenues that lead to pur an- 
tique man (ions of England, planted in the 
ftraight line, but their regularity as to height 
and extent gives them one appearance, at the 
prefent moment Angular and agreeable. Three 
or four days of rain, with the intervals of a dry. 
fouthern air, have given them fuch an univerfal 
blu(h, that (though nothing like a leaf is to be 
feen in alleys of fcvcral thoufand trees, cut into 
different roads at right angles, and is fimply the 
cfFeft of a fwcU amongfl the buds) you have 
the promffc, that the very next funny day will 
hrjoert Shakfpeare's much-criticifcd expreffion, 
making the green oi^ie red^ by majcing the red 
Q^z green \ for on cropping one of thefc bloom- .

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Sfig twigSi ftnd prefllng the budi with yom 
finger, you perc^^ive them burfting into mkm

Eight and forty hours of geaial weather (a 
changes thefe glowing branches, that the eyt 
regalcH in a profpeA of that tender verdure, 
which, in vegetable, as in human, ltfe> gives 
(he freilincfs and complexional delicacy which 
belongs only to the moll early youth of nature % 
ik fweet to behold, and, alas ! ib foon de- 
ftroyed ; Neither the broad foliage of a mort' 
advanced Spring, nor the rich expanfion and 
colouring of confirmed Summer, offer any thing 
fo pure. There are, you know, the /amt 
changes, produ£)iive of the fame effedls, iatht* 
progrefs of life, in the feveral ilages of il# 
Spring, Summer, and Autumn. 

Suffer me nt)w to carry you about Clevcs 
I^nd. Imagine that you fire feated on one of 
the riKVic benclics, in a retired part of its deli- 
cious wood, while I recount to you the obfcrva* 
tions of ftfveral tours in its nci(^hbourhood« 

The town of Clevcs in itfclf has nothing to 
recommend it, but the cxccfllve beauty of ita 
fituation. It is a large, ilraggling, ill-paved 
place> widi many good houfcs, and more bad«

It 18, however, the capital of the Duchy, and 
under the domination of his Pruflfian niajefty« 
Though fo near to Holland, and with fuch an 
example of ncatnefs before their eyes, the inha- 
bitants of Cleves by no means deign to follow 
it On the contrary, they are in their houfes, 
ftreets, and not unfrcquendy in their perfons, 
the moft difgufting contrails :— -but of thefc 
difagreeable matters hereafter. 

As I reached the environs of the town, the 
firft day my afFeftions were very Angularly 
intcrcfted : Indeed, I know not when they have 
been more powerfully called forth, where the 
objedbs of their fympathy were taken not from 
die human fpecies^ but from the animal world. 
About a mile from the Weftern-gate, I per- 
ceived a man and boy bufied in doing fomething 
to the moil beautiful ox I ever beheld : as I 
came nearer I found they were adorning it with 
a great variety of fanciful ornaments ; a large 
collar of yew branches, tied with ribbon, and 
wreathed with other evergreens, were thrown 
over its neck : painted papers, on which were 
drawn herds, flocks, and (hepherds, and folded 
into large beau knots, were fiked, I am afraid> 
finned with large corkers to its (kin, in various 
parts of the body: bunches of the fame were 
tied to the tail^ braided into the mane^ and 
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the brcwi wrre h«ng with ^ garland df holly# 
of which there wa^ a twill faftenrdby red fillet- 
ing even to the horm, on the tips of which were 
ftuekhttle May-bufhe» in blogm. 

My attention wa^ prefently calkd off from 
tbisi by the bleat of a fheep and m lamb: 
thofe creaHiff «> were bound to an hedge in a 
corner of the lUme eholofurc. They were 
drefled t\nt]y In the tjifl^ of the oic, with thift 
variation in the lamb, a eollar of fcveral early 
fpring flowers of the: field, and fome twigs of 
hawthorn, in btid, and which, betwixt fport and 
earneft, it was trying to get into its mouths 
On afking the cmk oi all this finery, I was tol4 
it was upon aceotint of its being ^jour-dn-fitif 
andalfo the df<y before that of the greateft beeft 
mutton, and lamb market, in the whole year I 

And pray, friend, ffiid I, where is the necef- 
fityof dreffmgthe animals in that manner? 

*Tis otir ciiftom, Sir, replies the man driving 
the ox towards the town, and the boy with the 
(heep and lamb, now unbound, following his ex* 
ample* 

I hail not time for more interrogatorief# 
being wholly taken up with the anticb of the 

lambj 



lamb^ which frolicking fometimcs with its mo* 
thcr, and fometimcs with the boy, and fome- 
timcs even with its own fhadow, brought (6 
clofe, under my eye, and fo near indeed to my 
very heart, the fine lines of Mr. Pope, that I 
repeated them over and over. Every image of 
his defcription had its immediate illuftration 
in the objcfts before me : 
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The Iamb, thy riot dooms to bleed today. 
Had he thy rcafon, would he ikip and play f 
'* Pleased to the laft, he crops the flow*ry food, 
" And licks the hand jufl raisM to flied his blood !*' 

We gained Cleves as I pronounced for the 
tenth time, that impreflive verfc which gives 
the moral of the former ftanza— - 

* *' O blindnefs to the future! iiWj^ given." 

The animals were led, or rathei* driveni 
through the principal ftreets, literally for a 
fiewy it being the praftice of Weftphalia for 
the butchers to exhibit their meat alive the day 
preceding the flaughtcr. I pretend to queftion 
neither the ufe nor the neceffity of all thisi 
nor by any means to ftretch pity or feeling be- 
yond their bound, I only obferve to you, that 
my affedions followed thefe creatures in their 
funeral proccflion through the town of Cleves^ 
and could not leave them till on turning a nar- 
row lane, I faw, wich a kind of emotion you

will eafily giicfs, the door of the place dcftincd 
for their dcftruftion ; it being a prafticcin this 
country to flaughter tlicir meat, and a very 
filthy one it is,* in the open ftrcct j the pave- 
ments and kennels of which are (lained and 
running with blood. 

I will carry you no farther into this little 
adventure than juft to note, that being the 
next day obliged to pafs the end of the ilreet, 
where I took leave of my poor dumb com- 
panions, I obfcrvcd not only fevcral parts of 
them hang upon hooks at the butcher's (hop, 
but fcveral of the ornaments. Even the flowers 
that were wreathed about tlie face of the lamb 
were now croudcd into its mouth, and fpotted 
widi its harmlefs blood. Poor little fellow, faiJ 
I, diou wcrt yederday the mcrricd of the 
frifliing tribe ! Would I never had met thee ! 

If, in die courfe of die week, it was my lot 
to eat any part of thelc animals, at the tables 
where I dien vifitctl, as it mod probably was 
the cafe, confider/)^6r human nature^ and forgive 
me! I am not prc()ofl7;rous enough to advifc a 
being, who is made up of appetites to abftaia 
from the gratification i)i'(\.\c\\ as are nccelTary to 
cxiftence, but while we yield to the ftern laws 
of our mortality, l(*t us not, you, I am furc,

will 
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will not, fpurn all fort ot feeling, like the man, 
who, ^n feeing fome lambs at fport in a mea- 
dow, exclaimed,-—" Ah, ye dear, innocent, 
beautiful creatures, would to heaven I had a 
joint of ye to-day for dinner, with nice fpinnage 
and butter!*' 

A very different fentiment fprung up in my 
mind as I furveyed the amputated limbs of thcfc 
my late affociates. You remember what the 
heart-melting Otway fays on the fubjeft : 

'^ Lead) lead me like a tame lamb to facrifice^ 
«' Thus in his fatal garlands, fine and pleas'd 
** The wanton (kips and plays——— 
" Trots by th* inticing, flattering, pricftefs fide, 
•« And much tranfported with his little pride, 
«< Forgets his dear companions of the plain, 
<' Till, by her bound, he's on the altar lain 
« And then too hardly bleats. 

Never can this afTcfting paflage be more 
touchingly illuftrated than in the • cafe of my 
lamb of Wcftphalia. 

The flieep of this very beautiful country, 
however, are not fo well looking, nor fo excel- 
lent, in point of food, as might be expected 
from the rich abundance of their pafturagc, and 
the purity of their air. They are longer in the 
vifagc, body, and legs than ours : Their fleeces 
are more ragged and dirty. How diflTerent in 
colour and countenance from the fair flocks 
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(gleaned In our firft Iheaf, that climb the moim- 
uin»j ftnd fri/k along tht* vttlleys of our Cum- 
bria! A (beep \n Wales U rtMy an inferrlUnp; 
being I you fee it« mild face peep unexptctrdly 
from the ftHlire of a rock, in the midll of an 
f normoua pile of ruinous ftones j or you have 
H full length view m it repcjreji acrh^* mouth of 4 
fine natural cave i or you obkrve it looking 
down upon you from a ftupenilous ridge of rocks, 
on the extreme vergeof which it ftt\w to hang, 
tin you feel fomethioR like an apprehcnfion it 
(hould tumble into the yule briow and be ilef- 
troyed: but, even while ycmr fymputhy is thu9 
engaged in its wtlfjire, the wanton crrdture, 
wiUl as the wind that bleaches it, and itMuuntit; 
as the fpt)t« on which it feeds, will bouml from 
the di'//y precipice where l( flood, to iin hright 
yet u)ore fraifiil, and projecting itb nri k be- 
yond where you imagine it pollible inv \t to 
keep the due e(piilil>riun^ will crop the herlwgo 
that veget^ues au)ongll the flony ruin.^ or ttio 
jlower that u)ttkes its lliniy bed in the rocks i 
and will continue to climb auil tlefiend places^ 
(he perpenilicular ol which makes yoiu' eyea 
ake, and your head giililyi but the C^ambrian 
(heep takes Its pajfihttf amongfl thele apparent 
dangers, with In much eafe ami gaiety, thai 
you are foon ctmvincetl it is rather an object uf 

f nvy than gf tumpaillon, 
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Now in Weftphalia, and in moft other parts 
of Pruflia and Germany, thefc aninials, after 
they have outlived the frolicks of lambhood, 
have lefs of this playfulncfs, and, indeed, be- 
come very foon a fet -of ferious, ruminating, 
ragged, folemn creatures. 

The dog that guards them, however, is gene- 
rally a very pleafant fellow. He is taught to 
dance, and has many other laughable humours 
and accomplilhments ; but in his bufinifs is 
indefatigable. Wholly unlike the curs of Eng- 
land, where the apathy of the mafter feems con- 
tagious, and where, even when foUowihg their 
flock, both appear to he walking in their Jkep ; 
the (hepherd dogs of this country are like fo 
many perpetual motions. If the* ihepherd 
wiflies to have them driven from one part of 
pafturagc to another, to divide, to congregate, 
or to conduft them to their fold, his dog begins 
.his offijce, which is performed in the following 
manner. He runs round them in a circle, or 
rather thret parts of a circle, leaving the fourth 
part open for their paflage, and he barks all 
the time. If any ftraggler loiters by the way, 
he enlarges his round, till it includes the wan- 
derer, who is brought up with the reft. He 
does his work in two equal fpaces of ground, 
running from right to left, and from left to 

.js 4 right. 
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right* It is truly a curious operation, and not 
a little fatiguing^ fince it fometimes continues 
•an hour together, without a moment's refpitc 
from barking and running. But, like many 
othersi it is, for the moft part, labour in vain. 
The Iheep arc fo much in the habit of hearing 
this eternal yclper, that fo far from attending 
to his cries, I qucftion whether they hear his 
voice, like thofc pcrfons who live within the 
found of bells. At any rate, they pay no re- 
gard to it; for, while he is in full cry, the fheep 
Hep as leifurely as if he was fix feet under 
ground; even the ox I have mentioned in a 
former part of this letter, and my poor lamb, 
round whom he galloped in the fame way, 
heeded him not. The firft turned him as it 
were, into contempt, and the lafl: into ridicule, 
looking at him, without fear, while his mouth 
was wide open, and, full of anticks., joining 
him in his race. So that I begin to think our 
Englifli fhephcrd's cur docs the bufinefs more 
cfFeftually. 

While I am upon the fubjeft of the canine 
race, of which you know I am a i)rofcflcd 
friend and admirer, let me not forget to inform 
you of an excellent cuflom prevalent in Hol- 
land, and in Weftphalia, refpeding thofc 
nmtn^U in the dog-days, namely, the law 

which 
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which ena^s their being (hut up during the 
fultry fcafon. The appearance of a dog of any 
kind in the ilreets at fuch times is punifhed 
withjuft feverity. Now, as canine mddnefs, 
perhaps the mod lamentable diftemper incident 
to human kind, is very rarely heard of in the 
various parts of the Continent that arc the 
objeds of our contemplation, we muft impute it 
principally «to the caution here defcribed. 
*' Go, and do likewife," is an admonition wor- 
thy the adoption of the people of England, 
who fuffi^r deplorable inftances of diftradion 
and death, arifing from die want of fome regu- 
lation on this fubjed.

OlEVES may be enrolled amongft the 
watering places, but as thofe waters contain 
nothing to diftinguilh them from a thoufand 
others, whofe bafis is fteel, with a certain mix- 
ture of ialts and fulphur, I know you will eafily 
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dilpcnfe with a dcfcription of them. Neither 
will I take up your time by a detail of the 
dinner or tea parties in the very wood I have 
now placed you. Thefe Ibrt of accounts re- 
femblc the pivStures which were ccnfured for 
being, though vaftly pretty, all alike. Water- 
drinking, or dipping places have, in them- 
fclves, but one charadtcr, and a dcfcription of 
any, will, like Mr. Garrick's prolojrues, fervc 
5is well for one place as another. If you turn 
to any book of travels, through any part of 
modern F.urope, for mineral or fait water, (to 
fave trouble look in the index) and take that 
which comes firft to hand— no matter for the 
^country— -you will have a dcfcription in point, 
for what has been faid and done on thefe occa- 
fions, fince water-diving and drinking came 
into fiilhion j the fame talkings, walkings in- 
trigtics,. divorces, matches made, and matches 
broken, covert whifpers, and open fcandaJs, 
and all the old ftory of little and great confpira- 
cies, fince the paffions firft came into public. 
There is not left a remark, gencraify fpeaking, 
on thefe fubjcfts, worth a fingle wheat-car. 
So we will pafs them by without gleaning, juft 
notin*^ one or two particular habits of plcafure 
that obtain in the neighbourhood of the Cleves 
Wood. 
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It is the prafticc for the Clcvclandcrs to 
crowd on a fine Sunday to fomc very good tea^ 
drinking houfcs, fitijatc in the park, to Ice tum- 
bling boys and girls, and dancing dogs, and 
learned pigs, and poultry. The Ipcftators 
place themfelvcs in extenfive alcoves, open at 
both ends : they almoft all are to be leen in the 
bottefi weather, drinking the boU:Ji tea, with 
a dozen, and often two dozen, red-hot tea-urns 
under their very nofcs. By way of auxiliary to 
this heat, the men all fmoke, and take alternately 
a fup of tea, a (lice of bread, or cake, and a 
whifFof tobacco. The married women fnuff 
in proportion ; the fpinftcrs, born and educated 
amidft fire and fmoke, difpcrfc the clouds 
with which their lovers and parents thus en- 
velope them : fighs of tcndernels, and whifFs of ' 
the bcft Virginia are puffed forth and mingle 
in the fame breath, and the young, lady melts 
in the midft of them. I do afTure you a kitching 
fire in the dog-days is " dew-dropping cool- 
nefs" to the being enclofed in this long green 
oveui and, what with the fcalding water, on the 
one hand, and of the burning fires on the 
Other, aftrangcrfinds himfelf almoft fufFocatcd* 
The firft time that 1 myfclf was Ituck betwixt 
this Scylla and Charybdis, I feelingly faw the 
force of cuftom, which reconciled the moft 
dclicjite young wojncn (for, in point of form 

and 
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iiid ftAttire, WcftphftHa has many fuch to boaft) 
to this hideous prafticc. They feem as coUetfted 
Airing this double attack as GeneralifTimos of 
an army in the heat of adion. After ftaying 
till I was almod boiled on one fide> and ftnoke^ 
dried on the other, I fought my cfcape in the 
wood, the mod beautiful paths of which, as well 
pi^lick as private, where nature breathed the 
fweeteft air, difplayed the moft enchanting 
fudrures, and fung the fongs of gratitude and 
joy among her branches, were comparatively 
defcncd. I am forry to fay that all the con* 
certs, focicties, clubs» and other focial meetings> 
are deformed by thofe infuflferable (umigationsi 
with which every houfe, (hop, and even every 
garden, is infefted. 

* 

It Is thought to be falutary. Had it been 
confined to Holland, I might have poflibly 
come into this notion, as a correftor of bad air i 
but when I found it laid all Germany in fimfke 
0nI 0fi^Sy and thereby fpread over countries 
•* where every breeze is health,'* I fet it down as 
a vile cuftom that feeks to hide its filthinefs in a 
weak apology. 

I cannot but reckon it lefs excufeable than 
the ftoves amongft women— a practice not lefs 
univerfal, but which the dampnefs of the 

air. 
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air» in the Provinces of Holland> ma/ rcndcf 
neccffary. It is attended alfo by worfc confe-* 
quences ; for there is nothing fo rare amongft 
the Dutch^ PruITians, or Germans, as a good iefi 
of teedi : and as boys accullom themfeives to 
the ufe of a pipe almoit as foon as they can fiU^ 
hold, and light it, their teeth are difcoloured 
at a time of life when the youth of other coun« 
tries are alike pure in mind and perfon. This 
defed is the more obvious in the German jroung 
men, becaufe, the females of the fame age are 
remarkable for exhibiting rows of that pearly 
whitenefs, which, in Europe, at lead, has been 
ufually thought fgch a conftituent in perfonal 
beauty. The ladies, however, of l^ruffia and 
Germany, being in the habit of feeing a couple 
of black ranges in the mouths of their lovers 
and hufbands, and to receive a whiff of fmoke 
in their faces almoft every time they allbciate> 
or are fpoken to by the oppofite fex, — for im- 
mediately before and after, and fometimes sU 
meals they fmoke, — do not feem to feel the con- 
traft. 

I particularly remember to have been prefent 
at this very town of Clcves, when, amongft 
other company, were two young people, who 
had been given out as paifionately fond of one 
another. The lady was playing at her forte 
piano, her lover holding a pipe in one of the 

filthieft 
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filchieft mouths I rver faw, and accompanying 
her in a very pretty German air. This air 
fhcwed the lady's fine rows of ivory to advan- 
tage, while it expofcd her Corydon's ebony no 
Ids to view, and, at the end of the fong, a fly 
and quiet obferver might perceive that the com-^ 
pany were fo well pleafed with the performers, 
and the performers with them/elves, that, not 
contented with the general acclamation of their 
friends, they fealed the private applaufe they 
beftowed upon one another with fo clofe an ap- 
proach of faces, that, though their confcious fa- 
risfaftion was not exprcfled and fealed in a kifs 
beard (or hardly fcen) it certainly was in a kifs 
felt. No one who had been a fpeftator of this 
fccne, would have agreed with the father of the 
fair-faced Dcfdemona, in calling the love fhe 
manifcfted for the moor, unnatural. She had, 
like the pretty Clevelander, looked away the 
fable hue of Othello, and, fince fhe could not 
find his mind in his vifage, difcovered his vifage 
in his mind. Poetry, and, efpecially, the poetry 
of Shakfpeare, which can do every thing, can, 
of courfe, do this 5 but nothing, except that 
cuftom, which the fame immortal bard informs 
us 

** Can make the flinty and flee! couch of war

or 
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or, what is yet even ftronger than cuftom, 
all-commanding love, could make a junftion 
of the whiteft and blacked, faircft and fouleft 
teeth, a matter of delight ! 

Before I take you from this fair wood into 
the town of Cleves, I muft prepare you for a 
few other cuftoms which you will meet with 
there, and in other parts of the Duchy ; and, 
indeed, in moft places of Germany, 

Expeft, in the firft place, to find the inha- 
bitants here, as in Holland, too civil by half: 
The courtefy of hat-pulling prevails in Weft- 
phalia to a degree really painful. It is a fettled 
point for all natives to make bows to ftrangers 
of almoft every defcription j fo that a traveller 
has little more to do in the confiderable towns 
than to cover and uncover his head. Indeed, 
the hats themfelves fufficiently Ihew the preva- 
lence of the cuftom, being all of them fqueczcd 
into a long roll, as compadt as a polonie, on the 
take-off fide, with the continual gripe of ci- 
vility^ In one of my firft excurfions into this 
country, I took part of a carriage with a young 
man juft come from the Independent States of 
America, and glowing with all the unreftrained 
fpirit of his country. His objcftions went to 
almoft every thing he heard or faw in monar- 
' 2 chies : 
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chic» ; thty bcgiin with the h'^ud *ind dcfccmleil 
iQ flie kn ( fiii* he iidrhcr riHUirccI ihc uf\'* 
covrring of the onr, nor the Ikxibility of 
thr othrr. I honoiir'd thi?» unhnir of hU 
prindplrs, hut wiflicd t<> make thrin rclujc 
g litrle to the cuftomb of u <:ou/itry. I bcgiiii 
with tlie affair of the lut, which he fworc fltould 
be invrtnately fixed on hij* head in hi* {iaiTagcf 
throiigit I (olland \ addi/tg, that he looked 
upon obeifitnce to every body, without diilinc- 
tion, af* a (li viHfy below the (hp;niiy of uian'ft 
nature. I^t me ad vile you my iVicnd, and 
my reailrr-i, to be <f»ur(.eou*u and to give 
into thii romewh;it Gti^uing pradice. Ic will 
repay irfelf by many htdc uibaniciea you will 
wiflt Tor and (ind : the (iermanft and Wcflpha- 
lian*} air an obUgin^ i;ur ^ and their excclii of 
that rivihfy h brfiri i\a\\ the <:ontrary extreme* 
Butcivihty iibioad x^ by rio mean^ confined lo 
making, you a jmding bow : and if it werCi 
it ift aiflif/jic tax upon a traveller to endure and 
return it. 

J xccoWtA being mueli pleafcd in Holland 
with a union of two thingf> that rarely meet in 
any couiMty. iJuring my 1 laj/ue vifit, I wan 
ae the Piayhoufe, when the beauty of two 
ladic0| both on traveb excited the attention of 
the audience more than tlie performance. But 

the 



ihe^ iobfctirtty and gloom of the Hague diettie 
Aot clearly afcertaining that beautfi a great 
number of the fpeftators were anxious to fee 
more of the truths and accordingly had arranged 
themfcivcs after the play, in two mighty rows, 
as if by comjt^on confent, to fee the fair 
((rangers pafs from their box to their carriage. 
In itfelf, this fet and determined ftare was 
certainly one of the rudenefTesof curiofityi but 
in order to fmooth away its rough edges» the 
paiTrng meteors no (boner appeared within the 
lines, than, as if by common confent aUb« 
every hat was taken o(F, and every head bowed 
refpeftfuUy to greet them. Even if the curiofity» 
which beauty very naturally excites, did not 
carry, in fome degree, its excufe along with it^ 
it would have been impoifible for that beauty 
to have been offended. In the prefent in(hmce 
it produced, juft as it (hould do, a blu(h of 
courtefy and confcioufnefs, as it pafled along» 
not reft n ting, tliough not inviting, the homage 
which it drew. 

Who is there, my friend, that ever has paft 
but a fingle winter in London, but muft have 
often fcen the heroes of the box-lobby forming 
themfelves into a phalanx, hats on headsj and 
opera ghfki at eyes, to ftare out of counte« 
nance, and out of the houfe, perhaps amidft iii«

1 feci It my duty likewifc to t)repare you for 
a little impofition in the hotels aild private 
lodgings before you enter them> as wcU as for 
the counterbalancing agremens. 

I mu(t lay it down as a firfl: general principle^ 
that a Prufllan and German landlord, if he 
poflibly can, will over-reach you j not fo much, 
I believe from dilhonefty, as from an aln:K)ft:

ftops at the fame places* I yielded to this

if you did^ you would naturally flay at hom$^ 

Thus a fooliih ambition of keeping up a falfc 
reputation begins on the other fide of the 
water, and travels with you to the end both of 
water and land. Taking London as the centre^ 
it has gone in as many directions as there are 
great pod roads, even to the once cheap parts 
oftheBritiih empire, Yorkl^ire, Scotland, and 
Wales. In every inch of thcfe, you feel the 
heavy hand of an Englifh traveller's profufion 
forced into your pocket, Thofc neceOarics.of 
life, which thirty years back might be cpiq-s 
fortably procured for the third of their prefen^. 
purchafe at an Englifh market, foon ixiQU^tfd 
to the half, then they rofe to three parts i and, 
now, unlefs you enter into engagements vcry^ 
advifedly, the difference of Knglifh expendi-> 
turc will fcarccly warrant tlve charge of taking 
fo long a journey. Shall I be anfwcrcd, that the

die cufbom of a country, till, in the end»^ 
fiireigners think they have a prefumptive right 
to cheat you« The fame ipirit that induces 
ift to fpoil the places nearer home, enables us 
to * ruin our refldences and accommodatioui 
abroad. Our profufion traverfes the whole 
continent of Europe j the Alps and Pyrennees 
fink before iti and wherever, as in Weftphalia^ 
firom the natural abundance of a country, or 
the want of trafHck, or diftance from a publick 
ihart, the neceflfaries of life are Jiili to be got 
at half price, they wouldy I am convinceda

mediately after they are done with, and in t^ 
midft of the company^ who have been irfing 
them* At firft^ I fuppofed this was a menial. 
ofRcei impofed by a crofs papa, or over- 
managing mamma ; but when I became a re- 
ftdentiary gleaner> I faw it fo much the faihiorr 
of every &mily» that I inform you of it at c 
general rule, not only in Germany^ but in 
Holland. 

The natives of thefe places not only eat 
fparingly, as having little to eat> but they ear 
lcldom----and drink as often as they can. The 
cuftom of flight breakfafts; vegetable, op 
rather hodge-podge dinners i and yet flighter^' 
fitquently no fuppers, has its beginning itt 
Holland, travels to WeftphaKa, like a flender 
current, narrowing as it goes, with refpeft ta 
quantum, and is at its perfedtion of economy* 
in the empire. The only thing in which they 
yield to profufion, at their own expence, is ia 
the article of tea and cotfee : this they take 
atmoft every hour, but wUbout fugar. The 
women fnuff, and the men fmoke over it. But

All thefe, and more were to be fcen, but the 
infidcs of cottages in. all countries have been i<) 
many thoufand times furniihed and unfurnifhed* 
either by real tour-makers, or thofe who, like 
the Virtuofo in the comedy, only travel in 
books, then publifh their travels through other 
pp$Ws hooksy (all which, you know, may be 
very ^ commodioufly done at home, without 
ftirring out of their elbow-chairs) and, more- 
over, book-cottages are all fo much alike for 
neatncfsj accommodation, arrangement, and fur- 
niture, that I could rather wifh you would upon 
this, as upon a former cccafion, make choice of 
the defcription you like beft, out of the whole 
CQllc^ion of voyages and travels that may be in 

your 



ytour library, and aflure yourfclf, that whatever 
comes neareft to a fimplicity, which does not 
exclude convenience, will give you a juft idet 
of my Weftphalian cot. 

, As the firft day of the Carme waa folemnizuig 
while I was at the village chapeU fo that on 
which I entered this woodland habitation waa 
the laft of that fcftival i and this peafant family 
were then celebrating it. Religion^ therefore^ 
no lefs than hofpitality, and both under guid«^ 
* ance of finccrity, invited me to alfift at the 
felicity. Every fimple delicacy of fruit and 
flower^ was in an inftant placed before me. The 
^Ibourfe was fo provincial, that probably a 
German citizen of Cleves, might have found a 
difficulty to decypher it. But the language of 
bounty, like that of love, is uni verfal : 

«' All headi can reach it, and all hearts conceive.'* 

It is the volume of nature i one of its faireft 
pages was fpread open. Had I run I could 
have read it; and, believe me, my generous 
friend, it exhibited inftrudtion well worth the 
obfervance of thofe who live in prouder dwell- 
ings. I found here no broad, coarfe ridicule 
at my ignorance i none at my intrufion. I was 
a ftranger within the gate, but I received the 
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HfiiteoflMi of » friend. J dill'overeci uq wiih (9 
know fhm wbci^ro I (;af»e, or wluthcr I ws» 
goingi favQ a (horc exiucirei) afluranct, that 
when I (hould find myfelf inclined to dfpart* 
I might be fure of being put into the right 
way. A very old mnn nnd womani a la*- 
bourer^ who wa» the mtiflcian, the youth and 
maiden whom I have before mentlunedi and 
three mope couple of kids and luflTcsj formed 
the afftmbly. Soon i\fttr my cntrHince, every 
body found fomcthlng to do for mc cxpref- 
flve of goo<I*wil). The aged man gave up hb 
ru(h arm chair^ and infifted on my occupying 
k I the matron^ his wife, contributed a cuihioii 
A^om a wkker one that ftood oppoIUci tl\e 
•Ideft daughter^ ftill in a dancing ftcp^— the 
earrvage of the lightrft arricles difputcd by her 
ttttcndiUit youth, in his ilancing mcafiircJi ulfo— 
brought to thr tabic ami Iprcail on it a cloilj, 
>vliitr even asi hir apparent iimocrncy. Another 
prefentcd me with a bowl of new milk, ano-, 
ther with fruits, another lamc bounding 'u\ 
with floweni, moilleneil by the evening dew« 
drop. Bri ad, butter, and llices of hum, were 
;idded to the bancpur, ami when I had nothing 
left to be done for me, my entertainers did not 
iiand, like many, even Hritiih rullicks^ fo taken 
by furpriaej to Ihrc mc out of appetite^ ami

'^h Vride opened mouths, as if tiiey cptsid: 
themfelire)) fwallo^ all that they had fee bt(ot^ 
Hie I but wifhing me good appetite refumed 
their feftivitics. Never was the banquet of ft 
fDMarch more harmonidus-r-feldom fo didn^ 
tetefted ^ but all at once I miffed th^ mufician, 
^sn& CM of the dancers fupplied his place> thi 
old' man nodded time with his head, then hiit 
it ^ith his (tick, and the itiat^on accompanied 
with her foot. Time flew jnfenflbly-^the ftlil 
was in another hemifphere— >*the xhoon ftt— i-th# 
fiars became clouded, and the combining id* 
ItMnce of thefe feveral circumflances forced oii 
tm the confideratidh, then iirft remembered^ 
chat I was a benighted wanderer, feveral leagued 
ftom the town, whence I had ftrayed by itt* 
ffwmer^ble crofs paths, juft as fancy had carriefdr 
me. The good people read my embaraflinertty 
afid chafed it away by frefh dances, fongs, m4 
mufick ; in the midft of which, up roft t^ 
veteran, and with an air of gaUahtry givinig h\i 
hand to the aged dame, who had literally been 
his partner for eight and fifty years, hobbled 
an alamande, with much more agility thaa 
C6tfdd have been expedfed. He then run into a 
daMCy which they call Schkiferny confifting 
fimply in two pcrfons of either fcx, taking hold 
of cacfe other's drefs bchintl^ and moving in 
g circle to flow mufick ; a way-loft man, in w 
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ftormy night upon an heath, would have forgot 
hu condition while this dance was performinfgt 
had he refledted on the occafion of it, which 
was a genuine effufion of hofpitality to man^ 
and gratitude to God. The young folks be- 
came almoft wild with pleafure, and (truck into 
many artlefs gaieties, till they encircled the 
old ones in a kind of fp^nuneous dance whlfch 
gradually contracted the circle, fo that in tfie 
end they had the aged couple clofed witMn 
their arms. Every one prefent formed a p*t 
of the love-knoc, and had (hare of the embrace. 
It was one of the prettieft impromptus of gauety 
wd affedtion I ever beheld \ and I repeat, tijac 
% traveller who had unknown leagues at.mSd- 
night to meafure back without a guide, va^ 
have forgotten his fears. When the froKek 
was over, the good veteran led his ancient dathe 
back to her cKair, with the fame courtefy and 
natural grace he had conduced her from it; 
and as (he fat down, there was a tranfitory 
glow in her cheeks, which excrcifc and (elidty 
had called into them. It was a momentary 
renovation of her youthful days, in which flic 
mud have been extremely handfome ; for time 
that had robbed her of the colourings, had 
committed lefs violent ravage on the propor- 
tions of her beauty. Her hu(hand looked at 
hfr with aflre6tion> and then at the compitny

Thus ended my little 
jubilee, to the infinite cbntcnt of my heart ; and, 
I truft, of your's : At lead, I can wilh you no 
greater good than that each of your future days

The weekly vifitation of the begging 
friars, and Sunday aflemblies, are amongft the 
fhings which fhould be recommended to the 
notice of thofe who go into Weftphalia, being 
both really curious in their kind. 

In regard to the firft, it is an invariable n& 
for one or other of the mendicant brothers & 
make the tour of the town in, or near which| 
his convent is fituated. SanAioned by the 
tuftoffi of his country, he gains admittance into 
every houfe, whether public or private, and 
is " happy to catch you juft at dinner time.** 
He moves round the table with his little box. 
Into which every one puts, or appears to put, 
fomething, but evidently mor? as a thing of 
courfc than charity. He neither fpeaks, nor 
is fpoken to: he glides almoft unheard, and 
unfeen, behind your chair, and having finiJhed 
his collections, which arc probably fcanty 
enough, he bows off as he bowed on, 

The 



The fccond circumftancc, the Sunday even- 
ing card route, is full as Angular, but by no 
means fo filent. It is compofcd of thirty or 
forty (frequently more) of the moft rcfpeft- 
able perfons of the town, who, after the de- 
vfations of the fabbath, which they perfornl 
with great exaftnefs, almoft, indeed, to rigour, 
.aflemble at the belt inn, and pafs the evening 
partly over a pack of cards, and partly over a 
.good fuppcr. The lall time I was at the ciqr 
of Gleves, where I have now in fancy fet you 
down, I was an eye-witnefs to this fupplement 
to the Sunday duties, there being, at that time» 
no Icfs than fevcn tables> well furnifhed with 
preparations for the nofturnal affociation. Tra- 
vellers of any decent appearance arc always 
welcome. There is never any thing like a 
•debauch J and the company feparate about 
twelve. The Angularity of all this confiftg 
only in its oppofition to our modes of doing 
the fame thing in Great Britain j and we may 
truly fay the matter is more elegantly condufted 
in London. Would it not be thought very odd 
for the nobility and gentry of both fexes, and 
of the firft charafter, to meet at a tavern in 
that great city, where, the moment a lady made 
ber appearance, a ftove full of hot coals wa| 
Dlaced under her petticoats^^ and, on the tn«* 
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trwcc of each man of fiUhion> an immenfe 
pipe with a (pitting box i 

How ofceo» in the traverfe of different codb» 
tries^ has a traveller occafion to exclaim^ with 
the poet^ 

^ I fee fuU plably cuftom fornu us all !** 

Aftrfi in truths it requires the ftrongeft power of 
our habits to reconcile us to feme things that 
will rife up in our way as we journey along. 

Amongft odicr prtparaehfiSt with which my 
zeal has armed youj let me not omit to encreae 
that ybu will make up your mind to the Jirfy 
doings of Weftphalian Pruina, and, indeed^ in 
certain caks, a( the whole Germanick empire. 
I have, in a former letter, invited your obttr^ 
vadon to a comparative view of the countriea 
of Holland and Pruffiaj in refpedb of the gra* 
dual relief which the eye receives from the fa- 
tiguing uniformity of the one to the rifing 
diverfities of the othen But this is not the only 
nutter that awaits your attention, O ye readers 
of this hiftory, and ye fcgourners in this land. 
Would ye fee placed before you one of the moft 
ftriking contrails in the world, behold it in the 
general neatnefs of the Hollander, and almoft 
univerfal iilth of the Pruflian and German. 
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It U impoilible for m EnglUhmaa, whofe eyt% 
are, by no mea:nsj unaccuftomcd to the decenciM 
of life, in his own country, to withhold the tri* 
bute of his admiration on the peculiar niceties 
of the towns, within and without, from his firft 
landing in Holland to his taking leave of its 
Seven Provinces. The door-ways, the paflageS) 
the windows, the inner apartments, the kitchen, 
the very lumber-rooms (where, by the bye, 
every ftick, board, and other unoccupied thing, 
is laid in a pidurefque manner, as if by the hand 
of fymmetry) the warehoufcs, where induftry is 
for ever at hard, and very often at dirty work i 
the very out-houfes, which frequently connedk 
with the general Iitdng*room, and in which, 
perhaps, twenty cows are ftallcd on the one fide, 
and as many horfes ftabled on the other, and in 
which all forts of domeftick fowls, nay, where 
not feidom the very pigs are nourifhed; each 
and all of thefe places are kept in fuch order, 
difpofcd in fuch arrangement, and with fuch 
uniform cleanlinefs, that, whether it proceeds 
from the ncccffity of the climate, in regard to 
the influence which its humidity otherwife 
might have upon the health, or whether from a 
principle, or only an habit of neatnefs, it is 
ceruinly a charming cuftom, 

«< More honour^ in die obfcrvancc tiun the breach.*' 

But 
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Bttt the offcnfive reverfe is forced upon fbtf, 
aknoll: immediacely on your quitting the con* 
fines of the Stadtholder. The difgufting coo* 
traft will ftrike you in almofi eviry particukrf 
h thftt if you plrafc to re^pe rufe the lift of tlie 
stcm» above (lHted» taking their oppofitei that 
tt| reading dirty for clean, as you go on, yott 
will have before you a pi£l:ure of Dutch nicety/ 
and Prufllan nalHiiefi, 
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And the remark is to be extended to peifoni 
well as things. Notwithftanding the in*'^ 
ccflant toil, which an unremitting attention n 
fieatncfs in a flat, foggy country, muft occafion^ . 
there is, in the midii of their labours, an atf ' 
of frtfpuii. The common fcrvants, even kr* 
their drudgery, are always to he fecn with cleaiP 
(lockings, which arc always flicwn to the mkidle) 
of the leg, flippers, which, notwithftanding the 
violent motion of the mop and pail, hang on 
the foot as if by niag;ic, and head drcftes which^ . 
are oftencr feen without hat or bonnet, be the 
weather what it may. Whereas, in the neigh** 
bouring countries, tlie hoiifcs arc more mni 
frdpre than the ftables of Ilolhind, and the 
Sunday apparel of the common people, fcmalea 
moie efpecially, is worl'e got up, and worfo 
put on, than the Saturday night working-drefles 
of the Dutch pea&ntry. 

In 
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rin four perufal of this and every othetf 
fimilar account, I niuft once again warn you 
that I confine myfclf principally to the innst 
hotels, and other public placet, to which a 
traveller njuft, of neceflity, firft repair, or to 
thofe private lodgings, which, if he makes any 
ftop, are ufually his fecond movement. Buc 
it may be received as a general rule, that if 
all thefe places are in one country neat, inviting 
and regular, and in another utterly different^ 
it it fiur and candid to draw this inference, that 
dirt it the general charadberillick of the one 
ooutttry, and cleanlinefs, of the other. Certain 
It' it^ I have fecn regularity, elegance, and de- 
licacy, in the circle of Weftphalia ; and I have 
^ witneiTed the revcrfe in Holland : but thefe 
QUI be confidered only as exceptions to the 
leoeral rule. 

; No human being is more aware than yourfelf, 
my dear friend, that there are certain dccenciis in 
civil fociety, which arc always very charming, 
tnd in certain caies, not a little cmbarrafling i 
but without the adroit performance of which 
human nature, in feme of its higheft luxuries, 
no lefs than in fevcral of its lowed necefHtieti 
is but a very dirty piece of bufinefs. Amongft 
thefe decencies is one, concerning whigh an 
EngU/h traveller not yet afiimilated to the man- 
ners

wiftung to retiin, « refpefl: Air the decorums of

In a certain fair diflru'^t thcii^ widun anJ 
but juft within the eirtle of WcHphalia, there 
Ihinds A plcttlkitt and very confuleublr town, 
fmtated on the banks^ of the rower Uhiue, 
y'clept Euu?rick. Itn cKtrcmc beauty excited 
in me a firft fight wifti tu nuke a Hop i4

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fdmfc weeks ; arid^ being arrived juft at that 
perittd of life, when the comfort of a good 
night's reft in a good bed is confidcred as one 
of the neceflaries of life, in however tumultuaiy

— It were needlels then to 
a(k if you can give me a good bed ?— The beft 
and foftcft in the circle — that's all.— Indeed, 
then they need not be better, — No, truly, and 
I have had fuch lodgers to lie upon them ; No 
left than the flower of the nobility of all 
nadons-^Le Comtc de A—, la Comteflc dc 
— •> Madame la Duchcflfe dc C — , the duke 

of 



o( D-^, the earl of E, bilhop F— > baroncfs 
G--*> and a ftring q( die firft tilcsj all the way 
to 2. 

As the man ran through thcfc ilhiftrious ini* 
tiuls, in alphabetical order, I bcg*d to know 
if he was indulging -himiclf in a laugh upon 
that ftale trick of travellers, the alTuming 
fiUfe titles while they were making the grand 
tour,*— and, if fo, the fatire was well enough 
direAed againfl; fuch a pettifogging ambition, 
which, however, was pretty well punilhed al-

As if proud of the 
natural dcfefts that are confidered as humilia- 
ting with us, you will fee them carrying to 
and fro, in open day, and as a fort of page- 
antry of difflayi all the arcana of the bed-

•chamber J whether you are in fickncfji or in 
htaWh it is the ftmc thing ; and I have re- 
mutkcd that the ftrvants who prrfide over 
fhefr (hews (in Kngland they woiilrl bft myfierta^ 
•end Uifpoffd of as if by ntagick ) —the fcrvanta, 
'I fty, generally choofe to rkhibit their -machines 
at break faft, by parting from one room to 
another, not fo much as fiippofing it fnffibU 
your ticlicacy can be diftrcircd about the 
matter. Our fcnfe of propriety on this occa- 
'Ann pafles for mauvaife bonte. May it never 
/be 'exchanged for either confident imjnnlence, 
xft habitual grofllicfs, whieh» fhough lefs cul- 
pable, is not Itfs offrnfive.

A {irayer in which I am 
Ture your own modeft nature, and chaftened 
manners, will heartily join your afFc^Honiite

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TO THE SAME. 

I N our flrft (heaf I coUcfted for you 
A<51eaning of the village^fuperflitions-of Wales* 
I will now offer you thofc of Germany, cfpc- 
cially in the country of Jullcrs, Lc Mark, &c, 
torttcring on Weftphalia. The country people 
of thofe places have the moil foiemn faith in 
forceries and witches, who though in their 
pwper fliape are only a .pack of very c^ 
i!9omen» can afiume any form, either bcftial or 
human ^ but are, it feems, mod fond of appear* 
ing in the charafber of i?ats« Some of this 
witchery* is carried to fuch texcefs, that .man^ 
people in the country of Juliers will on m> 
«mifide ration intermarry with a perion, *m4n> 
nay be rufpe<5led of having a forcerer'^ Uood to 
Ms veins ; nay, the mod advantageous macdm 
have been refufcd, and the attraftions of .love 
icfelf been reiiifted, ii;:ther rthan a daughter 
ihould go to the arms of 'a man who has ev«r 
iiad a witch in his family ; anil :chx! gcneologtoal 
tree was never more cautioufly examined, laifl 
traced by a birth-proud nobk to efcape the 
difgrace of pollution, than it is t^o avoid 'an 
alliance with aforcerer or ^forcereis. ilf 'then 

can 
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CAti be found in the lilltory of twenty gencm* 
lioniiy nnly twigs fitfHcirnt to nitiike up one 
hereditary befWm, or broomftieki on whicU the 
witch by 'Icfccnt might horfe twodi hrr fingers j 
not only the Ihiiddrrinfr pBrcnt, but tiic uomb* 
ling lover, would trinftdcr it rb (Ironi^ a bi»r to 
hitt marriitgei as if his miltrers had b^ivsti t^ken 
in inceft. 

They believe filfo in Ioup*grtrotjR, or men* 
wolves. A gnnlcman of the firrt chardc^tcr hem 
fyr learning and intent ity^ but who^ unhappily 
for his country, is now no more, (Mr. tiaumaiti 
of the Privy Council of Cl'^veii and lir(l paftor 
of the reformed church,) related to me tht 
liory of a man at Cologne who alfumed the 
charifter of a loup-garou| and who lived mtMf 
years by the pillage of whatever in that chtt'- 
ra6Ver he could lay his hands om infomuch 
chat he had anmlfed f^reat wealth, a?) well in 
money as valuable moveables ; but he was at 
lafl afla\ilted and taken, by a countryman who 
fwore he defied the devil and all his works, and 
who had been long marked with general op- 
probium for this daring ili(b(*licf of evil fpiriti. 
This man was cnco\intercd by ihe loup-garou, 
fin the day he was known to have li)ld a quan- 
tity of corn at the Cologne market, and to have 
received the money ^ but fo far was he Horn 

tamely 



wmely yielding up his honed profits to cither . 
man or bcaft, that inftcad of flying with terror 
before the wolf-nnan, or dropping his moncy-» 
bag; he held the faid bag at the extent of 
his arm, which was a powerful one, and felled 
the thief to the earth, with that very gold and 
filvcr which he would have purloined. When 
he fomcwhat recovered the blow, our heroick 
farmer threw him like a flunncd calf over his 
horfe, even in his wolf cloat;hing, and de* 
livered him to the magiftrate, who, after the 
due courfc of law, ordered him to be hung in 
hts loup garmi drefs, in the public marker- 
J>lace of Cologne. It might have been thought 
that this difaller would have opened the 
eyes of fupcrftition j but, alas, eyes hath flic, 
and feeth not ! Neither are her votaries to be 
driven from the ftedfaft faith that was in them 
by the detcftion of a fingle impoftor. On the 
contrary, the Colognians believe, at lead they 
have a tradition at this day, that the real-loiip- 
garou, being angry with the man that was 
hung, got into him, and in order to be re- 
venged, put it into the head of the farmer, 
that he might be taken up as a thief, and come 
to an untimely end ; but that the inftant the 
halter was round the pretender's neck, the 
/pirit of the real wolf-man flipped out of him 
again, and enjoyed his triumph, to think how 
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cleverly he luU brought his cnttmy to the giil- 
lows* 'I'lais the very circumlluiuTs that oughc 
to weaken iuperlHcion give it (trtngch^ 

Their credulity einbracrn alio Itveral other 
iiuagiiiary l)cini?s, particularly of the fairy 
tribe. Their, however, differ from our's in 
fome of ihcir manners and cultomn. They arc 
of the fame fpecics, but inhabitants of a dif- 
ferent country, you know. The mort popular 
of the Ciermany fiirics are fuppofed to be* 
little men and women who inhabit the iron 
and copi)er mines, and are, in general, very 
gracious and obliging. lu)r inftance, they will 
come in the niglit time into houfen^ and when 
a maid fervant happens to be on good terms 
with them, tliat is, when fhr believes in their 
power with all her might, thry will clean her 
plates and diihe.s after an entertainment; put 
her rooms in order, and even give her an idea 
of it in her (ler[), fo that as a fairy was never 
known in this country to fib, though with U8 
they arc Ibmewhat given to lying, flic indulges 
herfelf with a nnp extraordinary ; and is fure to 
find all her work tlone to her hands when Ihc 
comes down. 'J 'hey come alfo into (hop8> 
warehoufes^ &c. with the fame indudrioua and 
good naturcd intention. The taylor rifcs and 
findi the half finiflicd fuit ready to take home i 
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the cobkr his fhoes, &c. Ncvcrthelefs, when 
ill-treated, thcfc powerful little fpirits are 
cruelly vindiclive,^ and will hide, mangle, and 
deftroy every thing before them: inftcad of 
aflifting the artlfan, they will pull his work to 
pieces; inftcad of befriending the poor ma^ 
fervant, they will trepan her with fair promifes, 
that thus cajoled, they may tempt her to lie in^ 
bed that Ihe may get a good fcolding. In fine, 
thofe pcrfons who take any delight in knowing 
that our neighbours are, on the whole, upon a 
level with us, may pleafe thcmfelves with the 
thought, that if foreigners have all the virtues, 
they have likewife all the weakneffes of human 
nature. 

I ftiould not forget under the article fupcr- 
ftition, to mention that in the pretty country of 
Skuytz> fouthward oi Weftphalia : they have 
ail idea that cats are to be reconciled to a new 
refidence only by coercive meafures. In pur- 
fuance of which notion, a widow woman, at 
whofe houfe I lodged, imprifoned a poor cat 
three nights and days in a dark room, to the 
entire deftruftion bf my reft, and almoft to the 
cat's infanity, in order to make her in love 
with her new houfe. Now in England, you 
know, where cats are not a whit more remarkable 

• 

for an amiable dilpofitionj we fhould have: 
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ftroked the poor animal till flic purred appro- 
bation : we fliould liave permitted her to feed 
and fleep the firft night by our fire-fulr, and fo 
have treated her hofpitably, that at the break- 
faft table next morning, flie would have found 
herfclf one of the family, 

* Not that 1 woiild have you fnppofe I am art 
advocnte for the fclin'* race, except on general 
principles of juftice and mercy. A dog is 
often an exampU to his mafter, and a proper 
objeft of his love, honour, imitation, and good 
faith. But a eat I take to be, with very ntre 
exceptions indeed, both a traitor and a fyco« 
phant. She is won to yo\i only by fawning^i 
and if you punifli her on cvcrlb juftacaufc, (he 
either ftrikes immediately, or owes you a 
grudge, the unexecuted malice of which (he 
can hold till an opportunity of vengeance 
occurs, l^ven when you imagine you have 
gained her aflcdions, Ak will drfert you, like 
a faithlcfs lover, and elope from your arms. 

'Perhaps, you may not think this the proper 
moment to introduce an anecdote of one of 
thcfe infidious creatures. You may fufpedt me 
of imitanng the Grimalkin difpofition by fit- 
ting down in malice. Were I about to become 
an accufer it might be fo: but what I have now 

to 
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to mention exhibits no charge^ though i( will 
report an unlucky event. 

In this very town of Clcres, which with iti 
environs will detain us Ibnic time longcri I wa3 
rcfiding with a Pruflian family, during the time 
of the fiiiri which I lliall pafs over, having 
nothing remarkable to dillingui(h it from other 
annual meetings where people alVcmble to ilarc 
at, cheat each other, and divert thcmrdves^ 
and to Ipend the year's iavings in buying thofc 
bargains which would have been probably 
better bought at home* One day after dinner, 
as the defcrt was juft brought on tlie table, the 
travelling German muficians, who commonly 
ply the houfes at thefe times, prefcnted tliom- 
fclves and were fufltrred to play, and jviU as 
they were making their bows for the money 
they received for their harmony, a Bird-catcher 
who had rendered himfclf famous for <\Uicat- 
ing and calling forth the talents of the 
feathered race, made his appearance, and w^is 
Ivell received by our party, which was n\imrr(Mis 
and benevolent. The muficians, who had 
heard of this bird-catcher*s fame, begged pcr- 
milTion to ftay ; and* the mailer of the houfe 
who had a great fliare of good- nature, indnlgcwl 
their curiofity : a curiofity, indeed, which 
every body participated ; for all that we have 
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heard or feen of learned pigs> afles» dogs, and 
horfcs was faid to be cxtinguifticd in the wont- 
derful wifdom, which blazed in the genius of 
this bird-catcher's canary. The canary was 
produced, and the owner harangued him in the 
following manner, placing him upon his fore- 
finger. Bjou (jewel) yoii arc now in the 
prefencc of perfons of great fagacity and 
honour : take heed you do not deceive the ex- 
peftations they have conceived of you from 
the world's report : you have, got laurels ;

him : fomething pathetic. The canary whittled 
as if its little throat was changed to a lute^ 
Faftcr, fays the man. — Slower — very well— • 
bui what a plague is this foot about, and thia 
little head.— No wonder you arc out, Mr* 
Bijou, when you forget your time. That's a 
jewel, — Bravoy iravo, my little man. 

All that he was ordered or reminded of did 
he do to admiration. His head and foot beat 
time — humoured the variations both of tone 
and movement ; and, " the found was a jull 
echo JO the fenfe," according to the ftrifteft 
laws of poetical, and (as it ougbf to be) of 
mufical compofition — Bravo! bravo! re-echoed 
from all parts of the dining-room.-— The 
muficians fwore the canary was a greater 
mailer of mufick than any of their band. And 
do you not Ihew your fenfc of this civility. Sir ? 
cribs the bird-catcher, with an angry air* The 
canary bowed moft rcfpcftully, to the great 
delight of the company. His next achieve- 
ment was going through martial exercife with 
a ftraw gun, after which, my poor bijou, fays 
his owner, thou haft had hard work, and muft be 
ft little weary : a few performances more, and 
thou (halt repofc. Shew the ladies how to 
itiake a curtfey.

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The bird here croffed hh taper legs, and 
funk and rofe with an eafe and gruce that 
would have put half our fubfcrlprion aflembly 
belles to the blutli — That's my fine biixl— and 
now a bow, head and foot cofrefponding. Here 
the ftripHn^s for ten miles round London might 
have blulhed alfo^ Let us finiflu with an horn- 
pipe, my brave little fellow— that's it— -keep 
it up, keep it up. 

The aftivity, glee, fpivit, and accuracy with 
which this laft order was obeycil, wound up* 
the applaufe, (in which all the muficians joined,' 
as well with their inftruments as their, clap- 
pings) to the higheft pitch of admiration/ 
Bijou, himfelf, feemcd to feel the fucred thirflr 
of fame, and fl\ook his little phnnrs, and 
carolled an Jo p^an that founded like the con- 
fcious notes of vidory. 

Thou haft done all my biddings bravely,- 
faid the mafter, carefting his ft*athered fcrvanti 
now then, take a nap, wliile I take thy place. 
Hereupon the canary went into a counterfeit 
flumbcr, fo like tl\e effeft of the poppied god^ 
firft fliutting one eye, then the other, then nod- 
ding, then dropping fo much on one fide, that 
the hands of feveral of the company were 
(Irctchcd out to favc him from Hvlling, and juft

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as thofc hands approached his feathers, fuddcnly 
recovering and dropping as much on the 
other i at length the llctp fecmed to fix him . 
in a ftcady pollure i whereupon the man took 
bim from his finger, and laid him flat upon the 
tabic, where thc^ nian aflgred us he would re- 
main in a good found deep, while he himfelf 
had the honour to do his bcf]: (q fill up the 
interval. Accordingly, after drinking a glafs 
of wine, (in the progrefs of taking off which 
he was interrupted by the canary bird f|)ringing 
fuddcnly up to aflTcrt his right to a'fliare, really- 
putting his little bill into the glafs, and then 
laying himfelf down to fleep again) the owner 
called him a faucy fellow, and began to ihew 
Qflf his own independent powers of entertaining. 
The forte of thcfe lay chiefly in balancing with 
«Hobacco pipe, while he fmoked mt\] another* 
Md feveral of the pofitions \yere fo difficult to 
be preferved, yep rnaintajned with fuch dex- 
terityi that the general attention was fixed upoi> 
him. But while he wa& thus exhibiting, an 
huge black cat, who had been no doubt, on th? 
watch, from foiDe uqoblerved corner fprung 
upon the table, fcized the poor canary in its 
mouth, and ruflied out of the window in 
dcfpite of oppofition. Though the dinir^g- 
l«)6m was emptied in an Inftant, it was ^ vain 
purfuit} the life of the bird was gone, and its 
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n)«i»glc?d body was brought in by thcimfor^

Well may I grieve for thee, poor little thing i 
well may I giit-vc : more than four years haft 
thou fed from my han<l, drank from my lip, and 
(lept in i\\y bofofp. I owe to ther my fupport, 
my health, my ftrfnr»;th, and my happinefu i 
without thc*e what will l)erume of me, Thou 
It wa9 who enfured njy welcome in the 
bell company. It w;u thy p;^nius only 
made me wrkome. iJut thy death Is a juft 
puniOunent for my vanity : had I relird only 
an thy hnppy powrrs, all had hten well^

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As near as the fpirit of his difordcrcd mind 
can be transfuied» liich was the language and 
fcntiment of the forlorn birdcatchrr j whole 
delpainng motion and frantick air no words 
can paint. He took from his pocket a little 
green bag of faded velvet, and drawing from out 
of it fome wool and cotton, that were the wrap- 
ping of whiftles, bird calls, and other inftru- 
ments of his trade, all of which he threv/ on 
the table, " as in fcorn," ai>d making a couch, 
placed the mucilated limbs and ravaged fea-* 
thers of l\is canary upop it, aj)d renewed his 
lamentations, 

Thefc were now much foftened, as is ever 
-the cafe, when the rage of grief yields to its 
tcnderncfii : when it is too much overpowered 
by the efFcd to advert to the caufe. It is nced- 
4efs to obferve to you, that every one of the 
company fympathizcd with him. But none 
more than the band of muficianh who, being 
engaged in a profeiTion that naturally keeps 
fhe ftn^fibilities more or Icfs in exercife, frit the 
iiillrcfs of the poor bird-man with peculiar 
force. It was really a banquet to fee thcfc 
people gathering themfclves into a knor, and 
after whifpering, wiping their eyes, and blow- 
ing their nofcs, depute one from amongft them 
\o be tlic medium of conveying into the pocket 
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of the bird-man, the very contribution they 
Jial jiift before received for their own cfFortii, 
The poor ftUow pcrccivintj them, took from 
tlir pocket tlic little parcel they had rolled 
lip, and brouglit out with it, by an unlucky 
ftcci.lent, another liitlc bag, at the fight of 
V'hich he was extremely agitated j for ic C05- 
tained the caniry feed, the food of the ** dear 
loft coiupanion of his art.*' There is no giving 
!a!VMnj>;r 10 the cfivti of this trifling circum- 
Aancr up.^h the poor fellow ; he threw down 
the contribution rtioney that he brought from 
his pockcc along with it, not with an ungrateful 
but with a drfpcratc liand. IJc opened the 
bag, which was faftcned with red tape, and tak- 
ing out fome of the feed -put it to the very 
bill of the lifelefs bird, exclaiming — No, poor 
bijou, no,— thou can*il not peck any more out 
nf this hand, that has been thy feeding j^lace 
fo many years — thou canMl remember how 
luippy we both were when I bought this bug 
full for ther. Had it been fdlcd with gold 
thou hadHl deferved it. It fliall be filled.-^mA 
with gold, faid the mailer of the houfe, if \ 
pould allbrd it. 

Tlie good man rofc from his fear, whioh 
hftd long been uneafy to him, and gently taking 
|:hc bag, put into it fomc filvcr j laying, a& he 

handec^ 
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handed it to his neareft neighbour, who wiU 
fcfufc to follow my example j it is not a ful> 
fcription for mere charity, it is a tribute to one 
of the rareft things in the whole world ; namely, 
to real feeling, in this fophiftical, pretending, 
parading age. If ever the pafTion of love and 
gratitude was in the heart of man, it is in the 
heart of that unhappy fellow, and whether the 
objed that calls out- fuch feelings be bird, 
beall, fifh, or man, it is alike, virtue and i » 
ought to be r^w^n/^ir— faid his next neighbour, 
putting into the bag his quota. It is fupcr- 
fluous to tell you that after the feed had been 
taken wholly away,, and put very delicately 
out of the poor man's fight, every body mod 
chcarfuUy contributed tp make up a purfe, to 
repair, as much as money could, the birdr 
man's lofs. The laft perfon applied to, was a 
very beautiful German young lady, who as fhe 
placed her bounty into the bag, clofed it imr 
mediately after, and blufhed. As there arc all 
forts of blufhes, (at lead one to every adion 
of our lives, that is worth any charadteriftick 
feeling, fuppofing the adlor can feel at all) 
Sufpicion would have thoifght this young lady^ 
who was fo anxious to conceal her gift, gave 
little or nothing ; but candour who realbns in a 
diflFerent manner, would fuppofe what was 
really the fafc — that it was a blu(h not of 

avarice 
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avarice and deception, but of benevolence 
graced by modcfty, Curiofity, however, caught 
the baf», opened it,- and turned but its contents, 
amongfl which was vi golden ducat ^ that, by its dace 
and brightncfs, had been hoarded. Ah ha, faid 
curiofity, who does this belong to, I wonder f 
Guilt and innocence, avarice and benignity, are 
alike honcft in one point j fincc they all in tlw 
moment of attack, by fomc means or another, 
difcover what they wifli to conceal. There wa^ 
Jiot in the then larfjf; company a finglc perfon, 
•who could not have exclaimed to this young 
lidy, with afiurance of the truth — Thtu iirt its 
woman / There was no denying the faft j it Was 
written on every feature of her enchanting facci 
She ftruggled, however, with the accuiiition 
almoft to tears, but they were fwch tears, as would 
have given luftrc to the fined eyes in die world, 
for they fjavc lullrc to her's, and would have 
added efiuljjence to a ray of tlic fun. 
• Well then, if no bo(1y elfc will own thia 
•lirgleAed ducar, cried the mailer of the houfc, 
who was iind'c to the lady above-mentioned, 
I will : whereupon he took it from tlK heap, 
and exchanged it for two others, whic h enriched 
the col left ion. 

While the bufincfs of the heart was thus 
carrying on, the poor birdman, who was the 
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occafion and objeft of it^ was at firft divided 
bf contrary emotions of pain and pkafure : his 
eye fomctimcs directed to the maflacred canary, 
and fomctimcs to the company : at length 
gencrofity proved the ftronger emotion, and 
grief ebbed away. He had loft a bird, but he 
'had gained the goodwill of many human 
beings. That bird, it is true, was his pride 
and fuppopt, but this was not the crifis any 
longer to be wale its fate. He accepted the 
contribution purfc, by one means or another 
filled like the fack of Benjamin, even to the 
brim, and bowed but fpoke not ; then folding 
^up the corpfe of the canary in its wool and 
cotton Ihroud, departed with one of thofe 
looks, that the moment it is fecn is felt and 
^nderftood, but for which, being tocj powerfid 
for defcription, no language has yet been pro<- 
vided. On going out he beckoned the 
muficians to follow.

On my 
coming down to'^brcakfaft the day afeer, I faw 
the footman departing with the cat who kilUd 
the bird ; not, faid the gentleman, to put her to 
death .for an a6l that was natural to her \ but to 
put her where I know flic will be out of my 
fight \ for I never could look at her again with* 
out being reminded of the mofl: uncomfortable 
part of yeftcrday*s adventure : Poor bijou I I 
'have not a doubt but all we have done atones 
but fcantily for the lofs of fuch a friend. Juft 
as he faid this, the niece, whofe perfon and 
mind I have already particularized, came into 
the breakfaft room : And now, faid the old 
gentleman, to finiih this bufincls : Look ye, 
Henrietta, I gave you this new ducat to lay out 
at the fair in any manner you liked befl: ; and 
though I think the way in which you difpofcd 
of it the very befl: you could luivc cholen (nay 
no more blufliing) I think it never ou|i,ht to go 
out of our family j for do ypu know that I have 
taken it into my old fupcrllicious head that the 
bleflTmg of the Giver of all j^ood will flay with 
us while fuch a ducat remains amongft us. I 
ther(jforc bought it back cheaply with two 

others, 



dthcrs. Age is fupcrftitious, you know» my 
dear. Indulge me then love, and take care of 
It while I live, after which it (hall be your's— 
lUid in the meantime, that you may not lofc 
your fiiiring, in this little purfe are ten others, 
that, though not fo diftinguilhed by what, to 
my old heart, is more precious than the gold 
of Oflhir, may fervc well enough the common 

purpofes of life.

Much of this was fpoken with tender dilH- 
culty, and the gift was received with more: 
but fhe loved the hand which in the firft in- 
ftance had enabled her to be generous too well 
not to reward it. Was not this, indeed, an 
illuftration of the virtue of the man of Rofs, 
who 

" D5d good, yet hlujVd to find it feme.'* 

To apologize to you for this ftory, as I have 
faid on former occafions, would be to infult you 
and myfelf.

TO THK lAMI* 



An D you tf 11 me I am not difappointcA 
1 bavi your chtuiks. Under fuch encourage^* 
mcntfi, I rcfume the pen with alacrity. It is 
inconfiftent with the plan of this correfpondcnce 
to fet down a formal lill of roads or routei, or 
to prefcnt a' tncagre catalogue of cities, towni, 
and villages. When you arc at a centrical 
place, as Clevcs, for inlhnce, you can fcarce 
take an unplcafanc courfe in fuch a Duchyi and 
if you arc difpofed to make the tour of Weft* 
phali:i, on a plun of plcafure, or health, it in 
nearly immaterial whctlier from this its capital^ 
you verge towards the South, or to the Weft, 
the J":ill, or the North ; fo abundant arc the 
beauties on every fide. But, previous to a more 
cxtenlivc cxcurfion, there are in referve for the 
dtliberace traveller a great variety of rural 
beauties, which lie entirely out of the ordinary 
track, and which are, therefore, generally paft, 
not only unfcen, but unheard of. To fome of 
thefe I (hall dircil you, bccaufe they defervc 
your attention, and will, probably, never 
othcrwifc have ic. A ftrangcr no Iboner gains 
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Clcves, than he fcts off for Duflcldorf, Macf- 
toichty Aix la ChapcUe, or Spa ; and all the 
fwcec fide fccncry, and enchanting villager be* 
hind arc left negkfted, bccaufc they do not 
happen to lie in the broad high road of a large 
tQwn : and to drive from one large town to 
another feemsto be one of the grand rcfohiii.>ns 
of modern travel. For this reafon I prclumc 
it iS) that a real lover of the ilill fniall voice of 
nature may refidc in an out-of-thc-w^iy village, 
in any part of the Dutcli, IVufllan, or Gcrmaa 
dominions^ and never lb much as hear it men- 

f 

tionedj even amongll the iradiiium of the place, 
that an Englilh traveller had fojourned therein 
fi>r a finglc day. Hence, (to fpcak only of the 
hundreds of delicioufly-fequcllered fpots, that 
aw fituarcd in the neighbourhood of Arnheim, 
and of Nimeguen, one way, and of Clcvcs and 
Emeric another) you may as well look for the 
Emperor of Morocco as for an elegant fo« 
feigner, or any rclident foreigner at all, except 
here and there a (haggling family, whon^ nc- 
ceflhy hath driven into retreat. But. whether 
oblerved or not by the dull-loving eyes of 
vanity and fafliion, nature goes filently and 
hloomingly on. I would recommend j^4>/i, my 
friend, and all other of her genuine admirers, 
to fcek her in the agreeable country of Kuyh, 
ia the little principality of Boxmeer^. and in 

the 
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the enchanting bdunds of Prufllan Gucldcrkndrf 
All of thcfe, indeed, poffcfs beauties, that to 
be won, muft be woo'd j for they arc fcveJ^ 
leagues out of the common, or, if you plcafCi 
of the faJhionabU track : but then they are in 
the dire<5k road to nature, and their paths are 
peace. 

I performed the whole totir of Prulfian Gut!-* 
dcrland on foot, and I know not the period of 
my life that has been fo truly paftoral. I 
flopped at every towrt and village, and verily 
think I fhould have been welcome at every 
houfe. You are convinced of the general fer-^ 
tility of the foil by the abundant fleeces of the 
fheep ; and of the falubrity of the air by thef 
florid countenances of the people. Though 
the countiy muft, in a general view, be called 
level, it rs furnifhed with great variety. Long, 
meandering green lanes, pleafant interfperfed 
thickets, principally of fir and oak. Arcadian- 
looking cottages, all in the beft repair; vene- 
rable cafllcs, an infinity of towers, fteeples, 
fpires, convents and ancient abbeys 5 meadow- 
grounds, often compared into little verdant 
cnclofurcs, often expanded into fpacious fields; 
the whole fertilized by delicious ftreams, kd 
by their parent flood, the Maile, which, were 
it near my natal banks, would become a rival 

to 



to the Thames — all thefe attrafliag. objcda 
diverfify the view. It muft be owned that t 
league of uniformly dreary heath ground frc* 
quently intervenes; but even this is relieved 
by herds, flocks, and fhepherds i and» by die 
power of contraft, the fterility becomes a not 
uninterefting objed in a traveller's pi£hire. 

For the inhabitants, I Temple not topropole 
them, in addition to my former obfervatioosi 
amon^ the models of imitation for the good 
people of England, in point of pleafanoyi and 
ufeful courtefy. I fhould be worfe than unge<» 
nerous, I fhould be ungrateful, were I to re-i* 
fiile them their merits on this head4 In the 
courfe of one day's rambling^ as if deftiny had 
planned it on pyrpofe to fhew me fome fpeci* 
mens of real urbanity, amongft a fet of perfons 
who had certainly never ftudied it as an art of 
policenefs, but cultivated it as a gift of nature^ 
I was bleft with the happy faculty of lofing my 
way frequendy. As I pafTed along from a litdc 
village called Geyfleren, to another named 
Venrai, a fhepherd, perceiving me long before 
I faw him, came running to afTure me that I 
was out of all tracks, and dien enquiring my 
deftination, attended me on my way, till it was 
too direft for any one, but a man who deviates 
by defign, to mifs. His fheep-*dog quarrelled 
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ffiHi %1ttfc liphnif!, and the fhq)hcfd, cNr- 
tirtkn tb iWiWi Wtti fortie of his dwn gtkfd 
hWAnteh; TicM Win by 'the colinr, tna 'ha- 
faligrifea Mm bn ihe fubjec5t of radenefk to 
IWiri^ni; Surhig ^tch eloqocncc he gfowlid 
fHi rh*f, « erofs cititores gentrtlUy do whJtfn 
forced 'to hear 'good advice. By that hap|iy 
knack of getting into a wrong road with which 
I'arta yftcd, I was obliged to afk for the Hghi 
joft ATimJfttting.

TW direft courfe of this noble river is above five 
hundred miles ; it is generally one quarter, Md^ 
in feme places, half a mile broad, andfrom oitb 
and a half to feven fathoms in depth. It h

feet. But what is there in the whole of this de- 
fcription^ my friend, th|it fills the imagination, pr 
vhrmt the heart, like the philanthrbpy of the 
chaplain 6f the caftle i The fimple ftream of 
good will) that flowed from his bounty to me, 
indicated a Ibul, whofc " genial current" had 
it not betn cheeked by more obftrudions 
than the cataracts of the Danube, or the Rhine, 
wotdd have fertilized and enriched more than 
rtiofc mighty waters. I have purfued the courfe of 
both thefe riVerb, for many a beautiful league.

and, though you fometimea fcem in a country 
where, if one of the villages was emptied of ita 
inhabitants, they would fcarcely fill a boat, 
you will perceive multitudes alinoft every 
half hour during the Summer, pouring in 
Jhoa)s to the (trand. I was much entertained 



In t ramble I made to the prettf village, cf 
Elton^ which is in the neighbourhooit of 
Cieve8> and one of the moft diftinguiflied 
beauties of the Duchy, part Ifamding opoa 
an almoft Cambrian-looking mountain^ andl 
part in a delightful valley. It is fituate tin 
the other fide of the Lower Rhine, on pafling 
which, I found roylelf in the Pont Volant 
^Flying-bridge-boat) with, at leaft, an hundred 
people, the greater part of whom were finging 
hynms, pfalms, and Ave-Mary's, in chorus; 
Never did I behold fuch a coUedion of for«* 
fowful countenances, nor hear fuch a concert 
^folemn cries: and I ihouki have been jufliii 
fied in fuppofmg the whole party to be mad^ 
had 1 not been told they were only pcnitentiaL 
They were Pruflian peafants come from their 
pilgrimage to Kaveler, a village, (where i 
may ufe die word mtitions, in fpeaking of the 
numbers) which yearly receives the homage 
of tKe German people, of all ranks and 
fexes. It is the Mecca of this quarter of the 
globe* The groupc in queftion were juft come 
from a confeffion of their fins, and were 
filled with compunction, or with confciout 
abfolution; and as the firft or lad of thefi$ 
operated, they were funk to the dull witk 
^agie, or treading in air with joy. On their 
Janding, they formed thcmfclvcs into two 
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iMincIf, finging in praccflioni ami .with their 
hnu oflT. 1 obfervcd them til the way from 
I&leon in the vale to Klton on the liiUi and 
never beheld (o moving a curiofityr. Never* 
thelefit a fmall circumftance happened, thac^ 
br a moment, diiconccrtcd the gravity of 
their progielit. In alcending the iteep, out 
Af the penitentK made a fallc flrp, and cam« 
down in To unlucky a way, thut Ucligion her* 
felf miifl: have liniled, a», indeed, (he did, in 
the perfonii of tliolc her fterncfl, and perhapf 
crueft votaricff : for tliere in a certain fpark of 
waggery in human nature tliat csLti no morf 
help the foree of ridicule, on the fighc of a 
ludicrous objeA, than hunger can rcfld ap* 
peafing apiKtitc, when the ineanH arc in iti 
power. And t)u» (all was Judicroui enough^ 
being, indeed, an expofure of what has by 
profcription, and by lubit, been long con* 
fidcrcd as the mod ridiculous part of human 
nature : at lead the one thai has been moil Tub- 
jedl and obnoxious to ridicule. l*he poor 
penitent, indeed, would, I believe^ have laughed 
herftlf, but that (lie looked on her fall as a 
juilgmenr, and (o contented hcrlclf widi doubling 
b«?r Ave<*Marias, and continuing the procc(lion 
with more zeal than ever.

His 
facred head - was ranfomcd at no fmall coft. 
When this plafce was retaken by the Auftrians, 
the vifits of congratulation and condolence 
4rew together an almoft incalculable multitude 
pf fuppliicants, from every quarter of the Ger-

nian Empire* PerhapSi the df votion on that 
occafion mud go into fomc excefTcsi but I 
Icarc you to judge whether the extreme of 
penitence or of pUinder, is the evil moft to bf 
palliated.

The day fucceeding this I ftroUcd fome 
leagues farther into the country, and being 
overtaken by one of thofe pafling fhowers^ 
which in fpring time collcft, drop, and dilpcrfe 
almofl in the fame indant, I took fhelter in n 
road-fide hut, in which I caught the labourer* 
jufl fitting down to dinner. There were. 
thirteen pcrfons, including the maid fervant^ 
who having fet the food on the table, took, 
her chair amongfl them. Their rcpaft con* 
filled of nothing but one very large dilh of po- 
tatoes, for which they returned God, both bcT 
fore and after eating, as much, pofiibly more 
thanks than he receives from many of his 
ticatures, on whom he bcflows the rirheft 
delicacies of his creation. It was truly a 
piAure, and a very beautiful one, drawn by 
the faithful hand of nature, of focial hap{)incf3 
and rclijjious decency for which the pcafantry 
of Germany arc remarkable amidfl the heavy 
dtJties and toils of life. I have only given you 
a fingle fpccimen of an univcrfaj and invariable 
pradice. 

With 
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' With rcfpcft to government, all kings aticf 
high authorities will have, at leaft> an equal 
number of enemies and friends. Of the 
former, the prcfent Pruflian monarch has hisf 
fhare ; and yet, as far, at lead, as the interioi^ 
regulation of his kingdom is concerned, there 
fedms very little juft caufc of complaint.. 
Where a (landing army is enormous and per- 
petual, there muft be proportionate levies on 
ibitie part of the people, to fupport that divlfion 
df the citizens that take up arms in prote^ion 
<rf* the reft. Yet, I know not the part of the 
eilfth, where more liberty of fpeech or aftion 
is' indulged than in the PrufTian territories. 
Political fubjefts are, indeed, forbidden, but 
thlsV as ufual, only gives edge to the defirc of 
doing' what is inhibited : accordingly the 
monarch is cut ttp and carved at every publick 
table in Pruflia, with as much freedom of 
abufe as even a modern patriot could well de- 
fire. The cafe with which the little folks ap- 
pear to live, notwithilanding the exaftfon of 
royal riglits, might be envied by the ^eat folks 
of any nation. Their houfcs, and cottages are 
aftually overltockcd, crouded with furniture j 
and although there is little or no fptting in 
the common puBlick houfcs, each ordinary 
beer-houfe, I am convinced, contains double 
the quantity of pots, glalfts, china, &c/ which

In fliprtt the only miferf-ftruck houfei to b0 
feen in Pntdui or f(cnrniUy fpeaking in cIm 
Oerumn enipire» are thnfc of the nobilily tnd 
grntiy in tUiliiii$ig circumdAnccit In kh«ir 
abodes, indeed^ your generous heart would ilk 
Vttin feek Tor the comforts and accommoiliitiona 
of the p< afanrry. Ijifmantled caftlen, chatcaui 
m decay ^idiuuti qikI nearly empty withil^ 
lawdiy l)edR« time or moth eaten ta[M!ftry^ 
rully dnnoiies, broken pUlars» nnd every figti 
oi hijtih birUi in low circurvnam ep, nre exhiblnd 
lo your aching fight. Yet the liil>our and difi* 
ficulty with which the propnctoiH of thcfe 
frdgments endeavour to concral theie dillreflN 
is wondeitlik To fuch hh have feeling hearn 
it iH even piiiid)lr. '1 hey keep up the (ainitf 
carri^gr, ti\c t«nuily train of di^mcllicks, nnd the 
fMunty livericH^ which arc overloaded with 
ornamcni, and ahnod llarve ihemUlves Co 
feed rlicir vanity. I lence on a ^oing out day, 
tlic iuai';niru'cncc of which is the economy* the 
almoll tiuninc of a niontls a padinir fpet'Utor 
would niiilakc gaiety for happineli$» and gran^ 
diTur as only a i'uperiluity of wealth. But never 
i^g^ikl it mi^re uulv be laiil, that '* all which 
gjliucrs 4s not gold.** All thifi inconvenience 
and indigence ariies from the trurl necellity 
(hey aM Moda to piffervic fh$ tvaj^ of men of 

family 
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fcmily without the means. A Pruflian gentle<* 
man may not, confiftently with anceftral dig- 
nkyt enter into any fort of profitable coit-- 
merce to eke out a flender patrimony $ for 
tradei though it might enrich the pocket, k 
•diowght very much to impoverifh the bloodi 
OR which account thefe martyrs to fitmily ho- 
iKMirs go half naked and more than half unfed. 
And while the proprietors of a few miferahle 
and mortgage-eaten acres are ftarving upon 
their inherited pittance, and are right honour- 
jdily4n want of the neceflaries of life, the pie- 
Mians, who are not forbid to make their blood 
ftill poorer in order to prtfervejts purity, may 
eany on all the gainful arts without any other 
Ms than the chance of being ftarved upon prm« 
vti^s of good-breeding. 

The little Signiory of Boxmeer, about feven 
leagues from Cleves, and five from Nimeguen^ 
has claim to much of your attention. It is 
jRngtdarly fituatcdl it is only a fhort mile 
diftant from a part of Holland. You have but to 
ferry acrofs the Maife, imd you are in Pruflia. 
On the other fide of a fmall hamlet, you are in 
the dominions of the Emperor. To the right 
and left about a league you are in two other 
diftmft Signiories, and in itfelf it is a princi- 
pality fo abfolute^ that Uftand death art in eiie

power of the reining Prince, who is of die 
iUuftrious houfe of Ho]lenzollen> and whole di£« 
politionr makes hU defpotick power a mere 
ihadow of authority i for he is the parent of the 
people, and they enjoy all the privilegea of 
an happy Republick. Yet even in this little 
well governed ilace, there are patriots who have 
been once vifited and plundered by the French t 
yet who are flill wiihing the return of thole 
ravages* How unaccountable I

The Boxmeer farmers cultivate a moll bcuRN 
ful feed they call J^€0H^ which yields two 
crops in the feufon> and the after one is gene<^ 
rally the beit. I'he verdure is more cxquifite 
than any thing I have evei; fccn : it refcmbles ix^ 
figure our wheat when very young, but furpaflc* 
it abundantly in colour. Tlic cows prefer it 
to grafii, and return for it moll excellent 
butter. 

There are two Carmelite Convents in Box* 
meer> one of which is for women. This latter 
I gleanEed: the other has nothing glcun-worthy. 
At the gate of the Convene for the men, I met 
a gentleman with whom I had been fonnerly 
acquainted: he appeared very pcnfive, and 
begged I would defer my vifit to the Convent 
till the nej^t day, and take my coficc at his 
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houfe. I attended him. On our way to his villa^ 
he U)ld me that the objed of his vifit at th» 
Convent was to.converle with the fuperior on 
the fubjedt of his niece^ who was to enter upon 
her noviciate the next day. " You remember 
FanchcttC) perhaps, Sir, the handfome girt 
whom on your former vifit to this village, you 
ufed to call the Boxmeer Bloflbm. . Her fifter 
if you recolledt had buried hrrfe If alive; for you 
know my opinion on the fubie£b--*fonie little 
time before you left us — ami to-morrow fhe 
finifli^ her career, by taking the veil.

ner oui df the %vcrldy and in the praftice of all 
the aufterities of the Carmelite order j and> 
thbugh thefe are not fo rigid as' fome othen^ 
the regulations they prefcribc arc more tham 
ftjfflcient to take out of the check that bloom^' 
which human focicty, nature, and the heart, fo* 
liberally bcftow upon youth: befides whichi* 
rfabel had fomcthing of a conflitutional palcj. 
rorrefyonding, if I may fo exprefs myfelf^ 
to the penfive colour of her mind. Kan- 
chette, on the contrary, although Ihe had 
yielded to a fentimcnt thiii determined her to 
devote herfclf, IkuI too recently taken her leave 
of the world, and of the gay and frcflining 
air it brertihes — (in the country at Icall,)— and 
was, moreover, by difpolition, fo imj)anioned,' 
that the contrail betwixt her and Ilabel was the.

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more ftrikingp^ The eyes of both were «x^ 
loemcly dark i but altl^gugh thole of Ifabel were^ 
from the extinfi;ui(hed complexion of her checks» 
more deepi and perhaps more interefting, 
than Faochette's, they were of a more fub** 
duod and dying luflre : Fanchette's were ^' aa 
^ th( radiaace of the rilen day**, and her nfter'ii 
as the parting beam of a fun^ prematurely 
cloudedi even at ngon» 

On tlieir reaching the altar, the fuperior 0^ 
the men's convent addrcfled the two f&(lers» 
in an exliortation replete with unaflfrdcd elo- 
quence, and to which they gave the moft fixed 
attention. This done, 1 label, who waii to 
take the veil, arofc, and, between two of the 
fitters, came forward to make her profcflion 1 
which, though, in Latin, was delivered with 
the moil admirable articulation, and claHical 
propriety, kneeling before the Priclh Then 
followed tlie prayers appointed for die occa* 
Hon. 

The Pricft having laid the proper dreffrs of 
the order on a table before him, alfortcd them. 
Meantime, the fuperior took off the whicr, or 
noviciate veil, and enrobed Ifabcl in black » 
but over this under vcHmcnt was placed the 
white clodi doak^ and die neck and head drefs 

of 



of ^ black li wn» A abroad belt aod *4h9 beadb 
were then iettled. The Prieil dipp'd 4 bfuih.is 
holy water, with which hd^ fprinkled .the DevOf 
cee*: and during this^ coremony, the mo^ fi^ 
lemn airs were played on the organ, in wi^i^ 
the profefled joined, apparently with her wholf 
fouK She was rcconduAcd to her feat, wheie 
fte remained at her devot&onsj while her fiQw 
underwent the ceremonies of the NoviciaUu 
Thefe differ little from the other, except U)M 
flie was invefted with the white head doi)^ 
inftead of the black, > 

Bur, previous to the alfumpibn of thtliiy 
Ihe delivered a box to the Pricft, froqci whidi 
were taken the richeft ornaments fl^e bad madt 
vfe of while in the world, The holy Fathff 
threw them on the floor with an air c^ dffdaiHi 
and with yet greater indignation Fanehode 
trampled them under her ittt^ as obje^ 
unworthy her future attentiofi. In • (otmMf 
part of the ceremonials, while her fifter was 
putting on the eternal veil, I obfcrvcd that the 
before animated countenance of Fanchette 
became fuddenly pallid j but while ihe way 
renouncing thefe her worldly ornaments, the 
blood fallicd into her oharming face, as if to 
evince a more powerful evidence of her entire 
difavbwal of all the pomps and vanities of

1!fe. Arid now fuccccded fcvcral grand, and 
truly I^irit-ftimng choruflcs, of Pricfts, Nim% 
tad of the congregation. High mafs waj 
Ijcxt performed .in the body of the convent 
l)clow. This pageant, wldi all its prieftly or- 
Ittimencs, tingling of bells, and the feducing 
apparatus of incenfe and of facrifice, are fo 
^11 known, and have been fo well defcribed 
6y Various authors, that I (hall pafs on to 
tnbre htw' and intcrefting objcfts. Amongft 
tfcric! your heart will diftinguifti the vm 
fincere and forrow-ftruck lovers of thefe beau* 
teous viitims. Both were prefcnt j the one in 
Ifi^'Vain Tiope of prevailing on Fanchette, 
N^^rt ^hile at the akar, to change her cruel 
^tefolutibn^ the other to attempt this alfo, or 
%t^rft fo enjoy the afflifting luxury of y&^^ 
'hi^-Ilbb<^ tear herfelf from his hope for ever^ 
*Mt, ius 1 was iftformed, without a faint idea 
^iX the poffibility that the fudden fight of him 
#h6m (he had orice fondly loved, might change 
htfr vow, in thefe the laft moments of her power,

to confccrate it to love, inftead of religion* 
Thefe young men were both of rtfpedable con- 
nexions, -if decent fortunes, and of blamelefi 
charafters : the name of Ifabefs lover was Ber- 
nard, artd that of Fanchctte, Lacrcw* 
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*rhcy had botli placed thcmfclvcs fa as per* 

ftd.ly to fee ; but only one of them to be 

fcen by the beloved objcd. Lacrcw irlicd 

upon lui open attack, nnd| therefore, kept 

conlUnilv in view of the fair citadel. Bernard 

conceived more hope from an anibufcade, and| 

thcrefcue, by way of mafked battery, entrenched 

hiiT^felf behind a pillar on one fide of the 

gallery, from whence he* could miikc a fortie 

at the moment lie judged moll favourable. 

His motive for thus attempting to carry the 

place by liirprile, was llrongi he had been 

extremely ill, and Ifabcl, to whom a report 

had been made of it, had reafon to fuppofe 

berfelf the caufe, particularly as his ficknefs 

increafed from the day, that, in reply to hii 

llronpefl; urgency to fpare his life while yet in 

her power, fhe had rcfu/edy but, confeffeil 

to a confidential friend, that, though (he felt 

more emotion at the account of his dillrefs 

than flie ought to do, (lie could not fufter him 

to work her from her pious purpofe. But 

the perfon who carried this account to hini, 

fonveycvl it, in the ufual way of fecretSy to 

tnotlu r confidential friend, who depofited ir, 

'\y\/otemn irujl aljb^ to a third, who, with the 

like JiHVcd injunllions^ communicated it to 

Bernard himfelf ; and although this report, at 

the time that it indicated fome remains of 

feeling' 
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firrling 'for him, denoted her rcfolution* to 
frchidc htrfclf for ever from his fight, by an 
ift, which', as before obfc'rveil, would put it 
beyond her poN\rcr to make him happy, he 
conceived from ic— what cannot lovers ima- 
gine ? — ^that, fince flie was thus aroufed to' 
fome fenfibility by a defcrtption of his fiilFerings, 
bow would it be called forth at jche unexpcftcd 
f^t of a once beloved and now agonized ob- 
jcft, whom fhc had every reafon to fuppofc in 
his fick chamber, at the diftance of thirty 
leagues ? He refitfed at the fartheft part of the 
country of Juliers, and flie had every reafon 
to imagine he was unable to leave his room. 
And fo indeed, except to accomplifli an at- 
chievement of defperaticfiy he was. 

But thofc who have ever felt the influence of 
the fairefl hope, in the moment almoft of fuch 
defperation, will not wonder that the pooij^ 
Bernard, in oppofition to the advice of his 
medical, and other friends, and even.pf his, 
own weaknefi at other times, now found him- ^ 
fclf ftrong enough to leave an apartment, 
whereif) he had, in a manner, been bed-ridden 
fcvcfral weeks, and to throw himfelf not. only 
into the open air, but into an open poft-wag-^ 
gon, as' they here call the publick ftage, atuj^

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whicbi being without windows, tnd ttncftf# 
lendetf from wind or wcaehcri and very abfbitily 
cenftnifted^ is a difiMfl in iifilf. He gaimd 
the vitfage of the convene} it feemB> late in iht 
evening that preceded the moming» *' big 
with the fate'* of his heart: ytU that heait 
prompted him to take a moonlight view of the 
outfide of the convent, which contained his 
treafure. He appeared not to have fufFered 
from thcfe exertions, or» at leaftt the fuftranee 
and agitation within abforbM every external dif-* 
after for the moment i fo true is the remark of 
our great matter of human nature, that,

And this unhappy lover might juftly excjaim. 
with old Lear in the ilorm,

Her Joyefj indeed, expcAedi as he after-* 
vardfi acknowledged id me and the unck^ that 
(he wouldi . even during the ceremonies of ini« 
tfSoioQy find ibmething in them too formidable 
for the gaiety of her charafter, efpecially if he 
placed himfelf full in her vie>y. In this> how^ 
ever, he was miitaken« His miftrefs had him 
almoft the whole time under her eye, but feldom 
Itfoked towards him, and when fhe did, fhe* 
withdrew herfelf with an hade and refolution that 
confounded and chagrined her admirer. 

The fiflers having gone through the accuf- 
tomed ceremonies, rofe from their kneeU 
tag attitude, and retiring fome paces back, 
tfdk <hKw herielf with a determined eacneft- 
Qciiii kv^ not iji the mockffry of tragic vio* 
Unq^ at fuU length. XQW^ the caipet, and oft 
t])e«r;^«s) andy bad this Ailing XceM been io

• 5 miftreffes 



miftrcfTcs of the Thrarrc for fix wcck^, it 
could hot htivr. been morr aclroirly performed. 
Thus humbled to tlie ground, they imprinted 
on it an audible kift to rxprcfs their lowlinefs 
of fpirit; and to fir^ufy they had renounced th:e 
lofty follirs of thr world, to whofe pomps and 
vaniclrs ihry were henceforth dead : the better 
to carry on whicli idea, two of the nuns, the 
one in her noviciate, the other in her veiled 
ftatr, tollrd the pafTrnj^-bell, even while the 
bodies of the fiflcrs, tluis fynibolically buried 
alivr, were covered with a pall, as if the breath 
of life was really gone from tliem. • ■ 

It was at this intending and awful moment, 
that the lover of Ifal)cl broke from his con- 
cealment, and fliewed to the' aft"oni(hed fpec- 
lators a countenance, in which was painted 
every paffion of the heart in defpair: but he 
did not fpeak. 

The burial-fervice was chanted to the notes 
of the organ, which, ' afTilled by the vocal 
powers of the pricfts, nuns, &c. might be truly 
faid to enter the fpirit, and elevate the foul. 
It was impofliblc for an Englifli auditor; whom 
the Gods have made fomc^hat poetical, hot to 
apply to the occafion the beautifbl defeription 

2 ' ' • . 'Of 
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of Pope $ and for an inftantj not to adopt the 
do£trinc it inculcates : 

•* O grace forenc I O virtue heavenly fair V* &qa 

The whole congregation were indeed extremely 
affcfted at this part of the ceremony. I was 
touched even to tears. As the veiled Idibel 
rofe, her eye fettled for an .inftant on Bernard, 
who had preffed forward by thif time through 
the croud, and flood With his face direftly 
parallel to his miftrefs, who miglit be almolt 
faid to rife from the dead. Confidering cir- 
cumftances, he mud to her appear in nearly 
the fame fituation, and the fenfation might 
have been fomething like what we may fuppofe 
affefted William, when Margaret's gholl ftood 
at his feet. 

And now it was Ifabcl difcovcred that hu- 
man nature was not yet extinft in her, and that 
all the imagination of the Poet of Eloifa was 
converted into truths which fliook her frame, 
and agonized her heart. 

" What means this tumult in a veftal*! veins f 
" Yet, yet I love I" 

Thefe queftioris, and this anfwer, certainly 

fucceeded each other in her bofom in the 

VOL, iir. O lan«« 
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Ungutge of nacurci tliough not exprefied in 
numbers. 

It was plain to ff c— 

«• She had not yet forgot herfelf to flonc*^ 

Bernard was quick-fighted enough in the midft 
of his gricC to perceive thisj and attempted 
to turn it to his advantage. Abelard him« 
felfj could not with more addrefs have ''op* 
pofed himfelf to heaven*', or more dexteroufly 
aflifted '' rebel nature to hold out half her 
heart*'. Though from what followed^ you 
will fee Bernard had not, like the above* 
mentioned lover, the power^ 

*• To teach her •fwai no fin to lore", 
it was manifcft, ncvcrtiiclcfs, 

*« Back through the paths of plcafing Tcnfc (he rttn*\ 

And it ii no lefs certain, for the inftant> that 

*« Not on the croCi her eyes were fix*d** 
but on him. 

Yet though thus aflfailed by the unexpected 
view of| as Jh^ thought, an expiring lover^ 
»nd aiC a time when every principle^ and- 

cver^ 



evety feeling of her foul had furmounted trials, 
which required every aj/ijlance from furround*- 
ing objeds, rather than to find amongft them» 
wherewithiil to diftrefs her, (in, perhaps, the 
only vulnerable part — her pity for the mifery, 
of which fhe might well fuppofc herfclf the 
occafion,)— ^although, I fay, thefe ftrong (vents, 
might, for a (hurt time, 

<« Blot out each bright idea of the ikies" : 

fer from indulging in the oblivious draughts 
of paflion, or reiterating the loofe imagery of 
Eloifa, the tranfitory terror, tendernefs, alarm, 
or fo'rrow, which fhe felt at the fight of poor 
Bernard, at fuch a time, in fuch a place, might 
well claim abfolution, if not afTent, from die 
power who had juft received her vows. 

«* DeTOtion's felf might (leal a thought from heaven» 
'* One human tear might drop, and be forgiven !'* 

She did not long, however, fuffer the once 
dc;ar objcft of her love, to " difpute her heart", 
which, aflfuredly, a life paffed in challity and 
innocence, long before fixe dedicated it to her 
God, had rendered more acceptable than that 
whofe fuppofed efFufions, the poet has fo en- 
chantingly poured forth. 

o a After 
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After ihe lud gazed aboiic half a minute^ 
in which {hort fpace more was painted in the 
face, that at any former period of my life I 
had feen, chough the work of hours, [he clofed 
her fine and humid eyes with a fortitude, which 
might have induced the angels to fanAion 
the momentary and human fympathy, which 
had bathed them with tears ^ but flic was unable 
to reprcfs one gentle ligh, the weight of which 
was felt by my whole heart as it iffued from 
her very lovely lips. Whether it was the figh 
tender, or penitential, the figh of regret for 
the fufFerings of her lover, or of fclf-reproach 
for having allowed it to cfcape,— it was the 
luofl graceful, moft penetrating I have ever 
known. It will heave for ever in my memory, 
and Ifabel's foce was, on her rifing from the 
ground, fo near nic, that 1 ftood within the 
very breath of it. Had 1 not frequently fccn 
that the gayeft minds and manners take, with 
occafion, a more firm and folemn call, than 
thofe from whofe general gravity one expdfs 
the moft fixed and unmoved conduft, I fliould 
have l^ecn fiir[iriicd at the unaltered mein of 
Fanchcttc, who, though more airy, more lately 
an inhabitant «)f the world, and who, 

•« warm in youth, had bid that world rircwcll:** 

her approved lover ftill before her, exhibiting 
himfclf in the moft pity-moving attitudes. 

Fanchette 
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Fanchette relaxed nothing of her attention to 
the bufinefs or duty of the moment. On the 
contrary, her look to Ifabel denoted all the 
admonitory council, which the moral echoes, 
or, as the Poet calls them, more than echoes 

-^^ talked along the walU.'' 

Eloifa could never have heard, or fancy that ^ 
ihc heard, the hollow found from the flirinc 
more diftinftly than I thought I perceived the 
Jmfr of that found in die charming features of 
this lovely girl : " 

«' Come (ifter come, they faid or feem'd to fay 
Thy place is here, fad filler, come away. 
Once like thyfelf, I trembled, wept, and prayed, 
' Love's viflim then, tho' now a fainted maid. 
But all is calm in our eternal fleep. 
Here grief forgets to groan, and love to weep, 
^v'n fi^perftition lofes cv'ry fear, 
for God> not man, abfblvcs our frailties here.*' 

How applicable to the occafion ! Nor was it 
long ere Ifabel, as if thefe verfes had aftually 
been recited, illuftrated thofe which follow 
them in the celebrated cpiftlc of the lovers 
of Paraclete : 

«^ I come, I come, prepare your rofcat bowers,*' &Ct 

Not fo the lovers: — Bernard, after a long 
ftruggle with his heart, exclaimed^ in fad and 

D 3 broken 
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broken accents— "Ah God !— Ah God!*' and 
ran out of the convent 1 nor was it long ere hia 
example was followed by I^crew. 

The ceremonies, thus interrupted, were fpon 
refumed. The fiftcr- votaries were re-condufted 
to their cliairs, where both joined in the 
prayers molt devoutly. 

1 

And now thr holy wafers were Riven, and 
the folcninitiea of flie Catholirk church in the 
iiicramcnt began. 'I'hcfc ended, the fifters rofct 
killed the robes of the prieH, bowed thcm- 
fclvcs before the Crucifix, cmbmced each other, 
Tlien (lie fupcrior, the nuns, noviciatcSi and* 
penfioncrs, all of whom were received with 
fiuiles, that feraphs feemed to have alli(led» 
while u do/ru haiulfoinr /jjirls, refidents for a 
convent echication, llrewed Howers over them, 
ns they Uilvanced to the hiA ceremony, namely, 
that ol' crow/!ifJ](, emblematic k of ihat croxvn of 
j^loryy with which we arc allured the (;ood are to 
be ddlinguilhcd in a world to come. 

By way of fnpplementary matter, it is to bo- 
noted, that the crr'^mf^ny was performcil on the 
birili day of the veiled fifterj a circumftanco 
that ;rave it addiiional folemnity. The reft 
of this awcful day was palt, agreeable to cuftom» 
o> ia 
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^ 10 all mstnn)^r of innocent feftivity. By way of 
teftifying chat fo far from feeling any regret 
for having renounced the worlds the fenfations 
were in unifon with the ceremonies ; and, ill- 
deed, had it not been for the affair of the heart 
in the cafes bf the two lucklefs lovers, I Ihould 
believe that cuftom and example had their 
uTual efTeft, in conjunAion with seal and 
imagination, to make a monaftick life preferable 
to every other, in the eftimatc of the inhabi- 
tants of the convent. What confirms me the 
rather in this is, that the year following, being 
at the felf-fame monaftery, I beheld the felf- 
fame Fanchette, after her twelve probationary 

. months refidence, volunteer the feme fort of 
ceremony, and with the fame apparent fatis- 
faftion i and, though (he had loft fome of thofc 
complexional rofes, which feem to bloom beft 
in the world, (he had gained more of thofc . 
lillies, which never fail to grow in the cheeks 
of a nun, either from feclufion, or fcverity, or 
a mixture of both. There was an air of pecu- 
liar content in Fanchette, at this confihHatm 
of the choice fhe had made in the beginning 
of the former year ; nor was there lefs fatis- 
faftion in the countenance of Ifabcl i in fhort, 
the moft fcrutinizing eye might have affured 
the heart, th^ie two fifters^ in changing their 

^ ^ plan 
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plan of life, had only varied, not dimimniccl, 
their happincfs,

On bidding them, as probably it will prove, 
an cvcrlafting adieu, at this Ircond vilit to their 
convent, I borrowed once more an applicable 
paflagc from our great poet, and I cannot but 
bitjlicvc every line found its echo in the minda 
of the beautiful devotees. Nor do I think, 
fmcc the cj^iflle of Eloifa was written, there 
can have happened fuch an exad illullration of 
its bcfl, and molt interefting fentiments ; fincc, 
in the fiAer nuns, were dcniondrated all the 
fpirit, .the.foftnffs, and the beaury of Abclard*a 
miftrcfs, without any of her cupidity, fcnfiN 
ality, and libertinifin ; and the extpiifite apo^ 
ftrophe wliich follows was the work only of 
fancy in Kloifa, but of feeling in Ifabel ancj 
Fanchcitc.

Since my firft idea of poetical excellence, my 
Icnfes and my heart have attefted the beauty of 
this pafTagCj and, indeed, of the whole poem ; 
but never has it been fo imprefllvc as fmce the 
above-defcribed incidents, 

Amidft the whole, however, of the fafcina- 
tion, I could not but notice a fmall fpice of 
worldly vanity, in certain parts of the cere- 
mony, fugh as one of the por lowly brothers 
being appointed to place the embroidered robes 
pf the High Pricft over the backs of the chairs^ 
to give them a more graceful flow, aa die 
wearer fat down, I obfervcd . alfo, methought, 
fbmething of earthly pageantry lurking in the 
caution with which the female veil, whcthej\ 
white or black, was Jixed before^ and folded^ 
kebindi as well as in the attention to graceful 
pofhire, with which the profeflTcd threw her- 
fclf on the carpet ; for though, as I before: 
faid, it did not partake of the nature of thc^ 
jitrical exhibition, it had the air of having 
t)fsei) df little (ludied^ bccaufc it was impofliblc 

not 



not to fee that fomc care had bf en taken that 
the veftal garment might prefcrve an interefting 
negligence. But when we conflder that the 
fame kind of regard to attitude and poiitioti 
was betrayed by the dying Pompey, wc may 
certainly allow it to two fine young women, 
who gave up, for roer^ the conquers of their 
charms, at a period of life, when vi£lory moft 
iblicited them. And, after all, their attentiom 
to external finery were but the t^fljet of bumM 
vanity — a few remaining fparks, that juft 
Ihewed themfclvcs, and were then extinguifHed 
fef ever. 

The coft of the fcftival is always defrayed 
by the nun, or novice % and the friends, rela- 
tions, and a few chofrn priefls from the neigh^ 
bourini': convent, tomp^jfr the Knrfts. To 
this enting and drinking Trrnc, a little maf- 
citirradf , in which all the ntins are allowed io 
AfTumr borrowed chann^trrs, cnfues. This 
done, (he giiefts retire, fuch 1 mean as arc 
hni of the convent. Tlie religious withdraw 
^ fheir cells, and the next morning rc-com- 
menre thofc duties, which krtow no reccfs 
lhroii,Hiout the fvMvintj; year, till a fimilar 
orcafion produces a Omilar jubilee.

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It ivas a fad and forrowfld day for the uncle 
of tlicfe fillers ; he endured not to remain in 
an houfe dripped of its chief ornaments and 
afibciates, and which had the further dejagre-- 
mnU of (landing, as before noted^ in full view 
of the convent, which he confidcrcd as at once 
the prifon and the tomb of his relations.

Yoii would feel its refemblance to I^ngland, 
even more clofcly than the other parts of Weft- 
phalin — the fame plcafanc pathways, vmean- 
dring through corn-ficKls— the fame foft paftu- 
ragc — modcft rifings — humble and flowery 
hedge -rows — the woods and copfcs filled with 
the fame kind of birds — the river Mcufc no lefs 
fcrtilifingthan the Thames, nor lels beautiful — 
the fame fort of whited cottages, mofs and 
houfcleck growing over the thatch,

If a footpath and river-bank traveller is 
difpofcd, occafionally, to furvey this country, 
he will tilul a ihouliuul beautiful I'cenes, which 
CnnuIs h;id never yet to boall.

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ftrangers ; and whether thefc happen to be of 
^hc vegetable or animal world, ^ tree, a flower^ 
a wood, a meadow, a llrcam, a tiver, a flock, 
an herd, a cottage, or its inhabit;^nts, the gene- 
rous heart expands to greet whatever has de- 
lighted him at home, or entertained him 
abroad. 

In turning over a littk corner in my tra- 
velling writing-cafe, I find a fmall bundle of 
papers, fuperfcribed materials for a /trap letter^ 
which is to confift of various minute gleanings^ 
too infignificant to ftand alone, but which, col- 
Icfted and tied together, may be of fome value* 
After the long ears of corn have been gathered, 
you have feen the patient gleaners return 
from the field, with a few hands-full, not of 
ftem or fubllancc to be bound witli the reft of 
the (heaves, and yet too good to be loft. 

To thefe minutiar, therefore, 1 Ihall con- 
fecrate the remainder of the prefent letter, dc- 
liring you will indulge them with the favorit by 
which you have diftinguiflicd the reft. 

In Holland, Weftplialia, Germany, and 
their dependencies, it is cuftomary for the 
common tradefmcn and fervants to drop their 
febots, flippf rs> or (hoes, at the threfliold of

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the apartment, where their employers, mafters, 
or miftreiTes, are fitting, and pad along, with a 
trembling fort of circumfpedion, as if in fear 
oif leaving a plebeian mark of their footftep|> 
behind them. And at every word you fpeak, 
their hats, whether in the houfe, or the open 
air, are fo painfully doffed, and pinched by 
their veneration, or thfir cuftom, that I have, 
a thoufand times fmilingly put their hats on 
their heads, and requefted they would confidtr 
a good rub of their ihoes at the door- way was ^ 
fuificicnt paiTport to any room wherein, they 
might be introduced to me; but the habit or 
civility is inveterate, and I verily bclievfi. .thfyt 
would pay the fame homage to the empty 
apartments, had they occafion to enter theai» 
in the abfence of their fuppofed . fuperioqrs* I 
repeat that I am no advocate for indifcriminatc 
familiarities, nor for Republican rudenefle^j 
but I love the poor, at lead as well as the richi 
and I feel myfelf, as an individual of a majeftick 
fpecies, humbled in their degradation. I 
would have them fubordinate, becaufe I think 
fociety demands its clafTes, but I cannot endure 
they fhould be fervile : and, after all, it is often 
affeded ^ for fometimes I have, at a fecond. or 
third gleaning of thefe bowing, bare-headed and 
bare-footed gentlemen and ladies, found, heard^ 
or feen them as faucy, proud and vain-gloriousji 

as 
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8s if they knew how to dcf^cnd from their 
heights only to promote their intercfts, in the 
hope of over-reaching you in a miferable fous 
or ftiver. 

In each of the above countries you will be 
6bliged^ as before obferved> to have one man 
to drefs the hair on your head^ my good reader* 
and another^ if peradventure thou art of the 
bearded fex^ to fcrape it from thy face. But 
the laft mentioned perfonage^ whom they call 
fiirgeonj is every where fo infufFerably vain, 
formal, and mal adroity that a penny barber ia 
England does his bufinefs ten times better, and 
twenty times more cxpeditioufly. The Conti- 
nental fliaver, whether Dutch, Wcftphalian, or 
German, is one quarter of an hour bringing his 
inftruments of. furgcry out of his pocket and 
arranging them; another in the apparatus of 
wipeing, whetting, fetting, and proving upon 
his hand, before he puts the razor on your chin ; 
another in the operatian> and at kaft the fourth 
garter in putting his furgical matters up 
jM^aini and all this you muft go through 
patiently or worfe will follow j every refiftance 
cofts you a drop of blood, remonftrance is not 
#ven Hftened to, and a requeft of hade is a 
Miot from your chin, or a gafh in your throat. 
I have had' more reafon to bewail a nervous 
. -: complaint 
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comprint that (hakes my hanJi finre I (!Amc 
into thefe rountrica than even I ccrcainly 
mangle myfclf dclicioufly whenever I attempt ' 
to atchicvc this daily labour myfrlfi but I 
yield t ) the pedantry of thcfc executioners, only 
becaufe I confuler being murdered by the hand 
of another is better than Ihedding my own , 
blood i as it is lets heinous, you know, to fufTcr 
aliaflination than to commit luicide. 

Serioufly, it is a mofl* provoking and chimfy 
operation abroad, and 1 have oftxn wifhed 
myfclf bcardlels, as 1 might once have willied 
the contrary. And as to any conftdcration that 
the head or face, thcfc furgeon barbers have 
in hand, is human, a butdicr, who might chufe 
to fliavc the chops of a bullock, before he 
fl.uij'Jurrcd it, woukl be more gentle. Your 
barl)cr- furgeon pinches you by the nofe with 
as little remorfc as the farrier draws the, nippers 
round the nodrils of an horfc 1 He fqueezes your 
head as if lie was binding up your brains^ after 
a contufion ; and holds back your neck^ as if 
he was going to cut your throat, which, in- 
deed, he generally docs, in proof of his great 
powers of |)harmacy. Jn a word, bleflcd arc 
thofc ladies who happen to have no bcardi, and 
happy thofe ladies or gentlemen, who whea 
they travel can operate upon themrelyea I

In almoft every great road town upon the 
German Continent you will find an Englidi 
ihop» where you may be fupplied with Englifli 
manufiidbure. There is a very excellent one at 
the Hague, kept by Mr. McQueen, which 
may almoft be termed an univirfal warehoufe of 
BriHJh commodities. It is true you pay feme- 
what high for thefe : but you are to confide r 
firft their fuperior excellences fecondly, the 
hazard, lofsi and expence of their importa- 
tion I and, thirdly, it fliould be noted, that as 
the Dutch and German cuftomers buy almoft 
tvtty tYiin^ for life I that is, make an expenfive 
article laft as long as they laft tbemfelves, and 
pay bills about once in ^tcn years, — ^when they 
condefcend to pay at all; for no tradefmaii 
dart fend in his bill undememded — if articles 
were not highly rated, an Englifh trader abroad 
muft Harve. 

It is obfervable, that the inns abroad kept 
by Englifhmen, or people who fpcak our lan- 
guage, are dearer than thofc kept by natives, 
about fifty per cent, and it is remarkable, alfo, 
that *thc Englilh landlords over-reach their 
countrymen more than a ftranger. See you 
avoid them. There are at lead fix Scotch- 
men, and three Irifhmen, to one trader Englifli 
born, difperfed over foreign lands: the firfi

There fubflft$ in (oft\t pjn-ti of Holland a 
curious circumdance refpedUn^ divorces. Ar> 
hulband who is defxroUs to obtain repoHelTion 
of either an^ eloped^ parted^ or wanderings 
wife, is to fend a written Amimomi to her^ 
hiviting her company to bed and board i if flic 
refufesi he is to go in a boat on the river Mtufe, 
to any dithnce he pleales, then he is to caH 
ilie faid wife three Icveral times, and if he 
receives no anfwer, or if (lie docs not appeary* 
he is to come back, as frclh and fair a l>atchclor 
as before he purchaled the wedding rmgi and i<» 
at liberty to choolc anorhcr male, whofc hand 
he nuy accei)t after t\\c publication of the 
banns ;uul marriage ceremony, The trtttli of 
this almoll incrciHble (lory, is too general ta 
be dirputcd by any body l)Ut thofe who cannot 
believe what they have never feen. And yet 
there are numbers of my dear countrymen who 
will fuppofe it a glciining of the author's 
imagination. To wUicIt I lliall only reply, 
that in tl^: fmall town of the Brielle in Holland, 

there 
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there are not lefs than half a dozen couples 
who hare been thus re-married. 

But as a celebrated traveller (Lady W. 
Montague) juftly obfervesi we travellers are in 
very hard circumftances. If we fay nothing 
but what has been faid before us^ we are dull» 
and we have obferved nothing : If we tell any 
thing new we are laughed at as fabulous and 
romandck} not allowing for change of company^ 
or of cuftoms that happen every twenty years 
in tvtry country i or remain fixed for ever» 
thought perhaps^ not before noticed. The 
ceremonies attending viQtings» and burial con« 
dolenccs, deferve mention. In Pi^uillan Weft- 
phalia, a letter Is fenn by the furvivor inform- 
ing the friends of the deceafed that fuch a rela- 
tion has departed this lifoi but it is the 
etiquette ncf /# nply. Your fympathy is taken 
for granted i and thus, the affair is not only 
conveniently (hortened, but a great deal of 
trouble is faved to both parties. 

With refpeft to vifits, it is the eftablifhed 
pun^biUo for new comers to make the firft ad- 
vances to refidents, cxaftly inverting the 
etiquette of England i and the reafon afligned 
for this praftice is, that new fettiers may have 
the privilege of declining company (hould 

f a they 
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they not wifli for Ibcicty, or of extending oi' 
juirowing it iliould ihry ilcfirc acquaintance ; 
your vific being always returned immediately, 
oiid if you do not vifit iri the CQurfo of the flhl 
month, it is prcfmned you prefer foUtiide. 

Perliaps this may he an improvement on the 
plan of England, where every one has free 
liberty to gratify currolity, often a! the cxpence 
qf real courtcfy ; for numbers go orice for a 
wcll-br(:d ftarc, drink their cup of tea, and 
Hiew they have had enough pf you, by never 
cultivating you unlcfs you happen cxa(5lly d> 
fuit their tafte, wliich is often the rcfuU of 
their fingularity, or caprice. Whereas, ini 
thcfc countries, you have leifure for . previous . 
enquiry ; you can fejetft your acquaintance, 
and if it is not of tlu: brll kind the place 
aftbrds, it muft be your own fault. 

Another inconvenience attending your not 
being fortified with the langiiagc of the Country^ 
whether Dutch or German, is the impofitionb 
you are liable to, efpecidlly on leaving a town 
or houfe, where you may have had any running- 
accounts. The people you have dealt with pre- 
tend to underlland you fully wjien you makd 
your bargain; but when you come to colleifb 
your bills, they protell that you iiave miftaken 
tbcnii and this errour is always to their ad- 
vantage.

The birch tree is here 
found in abundance, and Contributes much to 
the beauty of the country, drooping with an 
air of poetical melancholy, almoft with as 
much elegant fadnefs as the weeping willow. 
The natives of Weftphalia tell you, that the 
juice is good to drink, the foliage good to fee, 
and the branches good to burn : they fcem no

Simple curiofit/ ii alike in nil eountriei. 
You remember the account I fcnt you in my 
firik (hcaf of the aftonilhrncnt of an whole 
family of Cambrian ru(lici&»i at the fight of a 
ihining (Icel watch->chain. I found a com* 
panion for thii pidurc of wmHmmnt in the 
furprife of fome Weflphalia cottagers, who 
furvcyed a common bamboo ftick with ai much 
Attention and awci as if it were a wand of 
enchantment i and feeling the knots with i 
treml)ling hand, as if there were magic in every

You will be pleafr d to hear the unher/at re-* 
putation which is rnjoycd by the manufufturea 
of your country. I think I (lightly glnnccd at 
this fubjrv^l before. Whatever ii F.nglifh be- 
comes every wl\cre rtbroad an objeft of iidmi* 
ration. I have witncHed this in various in-

Nor does our country triumph in this handjr^ 
craft fame without the beft-founded pretcn- 
fions) fincc in every article of workmanfhip 
we caft them at a diftance that rather gives the 
fcnfation of dcfpair than energy. Doors, win- 
dows, their ornaments^ their neceflTarieSi their 
comforts, their finifhing, their application* 
their fitnefs, their buildings, their elegance, 
all yield the palm to the fuperior fkill of the 
Britifli artiBcer. And if there is a general 
rule without an exception, I am, from very 
long and diligent fcrutiny, inclined to think 
it lies in the unrivalled excellence of our manu« 
fa(5hircs in the comforts and convcniencies of life* 

You have heard mimbr He fs anecdotes of the 
late IVuflian monarch. A llrongcr idea of his 
jiifaliablc mihtary aml)ition cannot be well 
given, than in his exclaiming ro one of his 
officers while furveyinf^ the profpei^l from his 
chateau at. Clevc s -, ** Very fine, to be fiirc, noble 
woods, pretty jrardens, fair towns, well- filled 
rivers, and all that; but I can never think it a 
fjood prof|)cft while any part of the objedls it 
includes is the property of another Ibvereign I"

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I will juft note to yoii, that amongft the 
pidures of this chateau, is a very fine one of 
Jefus and the virgin, and on the reverfc, a full 
length portrait of the painter himfclf, fufpended 
in the middle of the room to fliew at once the 
genius and the vanity of the man ! 

" Of the German dieatrc I have little to 
cbferve, farther than that it excels in paJjtQn. 
You muft have often noted the defeft of the 
En^fh aftors, I fpeak generally, when not 
immediately in difcourfe or adtion in the 
fcene. They fecm to think that their charafter 
Comes to a paufe at the end of every fpeech, 
and they wait for the cue words to refume it : 
thefc arc no fooner given, than they kindle 
in a moment. They wait the match, and go 
off like a cracker. Then all is dead and inert, 
till the other perfonages have fettled the bufi- 
nefs in hand, whether an afiair of love, hate, 
hope, or dcfpair j nor does the paflive charader 
they are fpeaking to, ever interrupt the pro- 
grefs of thefe paffions, or fhew any fenfibilicy 
thereof, except by ftepping a pace back, or a 
, pace forward ; by a ftamp of the foot, a thump 
of the breaft, or a fmack of the forehead. — But 
on the Theatre AUemande all is life, vigour, 
And ardency : yet rarely overftepping the mo- 
defty of nature \ and the bye play is lb fkil- 
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fully managed, that where the poet himfelf . 
flreps^ the vigilance of the a(5lor guarantee! 
his nap^ without any diminution of his poetical 
fame.

High however, as they eftimate the manut 
fadures of Great Britain, the untravelle4 
PrufHans and Germans appear to have but % 
very confined idea of its extent : for, in the 
firll place, many of them imagine, that it i$ 
rather ncccflity, than choice 5 rather policyi 
than curiofity, which takes fuch numbers out 
of England. 'I'hcy believe the population is 
too ^^rcac for the place j that our little country 
being ovnltocked, the fupcrflux wander about 
the earth in fearch of more room. Almoft every 
perfon tells you he knows an Enghfliman !— * 
that is to fay, in the c ourfc of his life, every 
man has met with one of the Britifh wan« 
dcrcrs, or, fome folitary family refident 
abroad. The Germans immediately prcfume 

this 
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jdiis perfon, or ^niily, muft be known alfo to 
^. If you anfwcr in the negative, they won- 
der, which certainly implies acontraftcd idea 
of Great Britain ^s a territory, however they 
may think of it as a nation..

The Germans bring up their children with 
great tendernefs, but in a manner to prevent 
the effefts of effeminacy, or the ordinary ail- 
ments proceeding therefrom. I have fecn the 
'^ns and daughters of gentlemen run through 
the dews of the morning without flioes, (lock- 
ings, or any under garments, but fhirts and 
Aifts : chacing each other round the court 
yards, gardens, &c. in this ahnoft natural ftate, 
jafter a night of inceffant rain. About noon, 
iwhen there fecms the lefs real neceflity to wrap 
jtfp, they begin to pu^ en, juft in the proportion 
as other children ibrow off; but they all look 
AS healthy as if they were educated in the way 
jof England. The mothers of Great Britain 
:wtI1 Ihudder at this relation ; yet, could" the 
jCuftom be reconciled with decency, which 
furely were eafy, it might deferve adoption. 
Colds and coughs, which are not only b.^'^ dif- 
oi'ders in themfelves, but the parents of v/orfc 
in England, are rarely heard of alonf\ the 
^continent of Germany : And after you have 
turned your back on Holland, the gout begins to 

- ^ lofe 



lofe his excruciating power, till, in adfiincing 
further north, he is, in a meafure, fubduedi 
at leaft, a viftim bound hand and foot by this 
tyrant, who hourly brings fo many of my com-r 
patriots to the rack, is rarely fcen. Muft we 
not impute this general exemption from one 
of the (harped pangs to which our frailty U 
heir, to early expolUre of the body and limb^ 
to ;ill lIic Ikiey influences ? 

I think I have not yet mentioned the mode 
of fervliig at table in Holland, and PrufTia. 
Vegetables are eaten firfl:, and no perfon offers 
to begin till all are helped i meat comes next< 
which is cut into very thin flices in a plate, and 
parting jiound the tdble, every one receives, or 
declines. If a fccond, third, fourth, or fifth 
fort of nitat i:> on the bourd, there are as many 
pluteb-fuil fent round it, — 'I'lic fcrvant watches 
your ^^hils, filling it wiu-n empty : the bread 
is rut ijito cxircdiug thin fliccs^ and no healthy 
;in: (iraiiK, (-xctj)t at parting. 

An i'\i:\m\i Knj^lifli family ftLtled in Holland, 
has lately pivcn a Dutch drum or route, of whichr 
the lady of the houli: has favorrd rnc with a dc- 
fcription : As it is wrll told, and a ruriofiry in 
itfi-lf, \ will here prcfcnj you with a copy; and 
in her own words. 

" Bear 
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,i *^ Dear Mr. Gleaner, 

** At your defirc, I am fitting down to give 
you a defcription of what is called in this 
country, a (ontre vifite. That I might accom- 
modate to the cuftoms of the place, I invited 
the affiftaiice ofl^a good natured Dutch neigh** 
bour, who helped me through all the cere- 
monials : And being no lefs a perfonage than the 
Burgomafter's wife, fhe was wholly competent 
to the bufinefs. I ihall write in way of general 
diredtion, as to what is to be done, &c. &c» 

* 

** Two of the largeft rooms in the houfc are 
always appropriated to the occafion : the better 
if they communicate, as is indeed ufual abroad, 
but that is not material. Card tables are 
to be fct in the four corners of each room ; 
the middle being kept pcrfeftly clear, — the 
place of honor is always determined to be on 
the right hand fide of the pier glafs. From 
each fide of this glafs you are tq place two 
rows of chairs, with a fquare box called a 
ftove, at the foot of each chair; and, if in 
winter, you are to take care thefe ftoves are 
well fupplied with burning turf, or rather 
with the live afhcs of turf; and, if in fummer, 
the fire is to be omitted, as a Dutch woman 
is too much in the habit of canting up her legs 
on thefe abominable little footftools to fit 

comfortably 
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comfortably without thcm^ and in the C(Ad 
weather, ihe could neither ufe her handsj of 
arms, without Imok^-drying her feet.— -By the 
gentlemen's feats you place fpitttng boxes; 
and, as if thefe would not hold enoughi m 
dozen or two of fptttinjg pots are to be fet on 
the fide tables, or to grace the corner of the 
card equipage : feveral flates and pencils are 
alfo to be provided. All the plate you can: 
mufter is to be crouded on the grand (ideboardy 
and at leaft an hundred tobacco pipes, with 
talteful devices wrapped about them, not for- 
getting half a dozen pound boxes of tobacco, 
with a fuitable Icrvice of Hoppers. 

*' Thefe preparations being fettled, you are 
ready to receive the company, who begin to 
appear at your Dutch drum about Jiv^ in the 
afternoon! The reigning burgomaftcr's wife 
enters firft. You arc to receive her at the 
door) after a good run to meet her, (by way of 
tcftifying your joy) witli a dead ftop, and you 
are to take care that your curtfey is at leaft as 
profound as hers ; the better if a little deeper.

ployed in eating and drinking, it does not in 
the leaft prevent the fupper being devoured, as

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•; There are difperfcd over the provinces of 
tlolland, of Prufliaj and of Germany, various 
towns, bourgs, and villages, which araongft 
other privileges poflcfs that of aflfording pro* 
teftion to fugitives for debt ; and there are 
Ibme which offer an afylum even ibr crinoi^s* 
Of thefe Vianne, Cleyes, ^Lod Neuweid, mgy 
be mentioned amongft others^ They arc eitheif 
free towns, or independent feigneuries* The 
former have ufually taken their rife from the 
exigence of the ftate> which has often made 
the Prince a borrower of the people. The 
Emperors frequendy wanting fupplies of money 
to carry on their wars, or for other occafions^ 
Jiave hired large fums of great trading towns, 
wid paid the debt in certain extra grantSj 
privileges, and immunities, making them in- 
dependent of the governors of the provinces 
or diftrifts where thofc towns flood, or in their 
neighbourhood. Accordingly fuch places re- 
main free ; exercifing all kinds of fovereig^i 
power, with the right of enading laws, con- 
ftituting authorities, courts of juftice, and 
coining, as well as of offering a fanftuary to 
Arangers, debtors, &c. 8cc. — I am forry tp in- 
form you, that this latter privilege is not 
feldom made a revenue of the town, or the 
leigneur, or a perquifite of ofKce. But it muft

be owned the -fee Is not largr,— a guinea or 
two makes your perfon facrcd beyond limita- 
tion, provided ncvefthelcls you conform peace- 
ably to the laws of the land where you cfta- 
blifli your refidence, which it is certainly not 
only decent but eafy to do, as they are no way 
rigorous in themfclvcs, an4 the protefted 
places are for the niofl: part fituatcd in a fine 
country, 

Viannc, for inftancc, is built on the banks of 
a fine river, on the confine of the brautlful 
province of Utrecht, nearly half way betwixt 
Rotterdam and Nimegiicn. It remains pof- 
feffed of all rights of Scignlcurfliip independent 
of Holland. It is fuppofcd to be the Fanum 
Diana:, of which Ptolemy makes mention. 

The towns and villages of the Dutchy of 
Clevcs already live in my dcfcription, and 'I 
trull in the reader's memory. And (liould mis- 
fortune find it ncccffary to take refuge in cither 
of thefc, he will jufs his days or years of exile 
amidft the beauty and health of nature. 

With refped to Neuwicd, independent of 
giving

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It has claims on our attention ; being one of the 
moft agreeable towns, and placed in one of the 
moft charming countries of Europe, The ac- 
count of it is fufficiently popular, but the beft 
defcription of it is by the author of the journey, 
or rather voyage of the Rhine, a work I have 
already commended. 

" It is in this town," fays he, " that the writer 
of thefc pages — ^a vidlim of French defpotifm, 
has found refuge, honour, and happincfs i after 
having been defpoiled of 1,400,000 livres, and 
driven from a country that was dear to him. 
It is in this free and facred land he at length is 
permitted to refide in peace with his refcued 
family. And here, alfo it is, that he anhounces 
a virtuous Prince, and a gentle race, to philo- 
fophers, men of letters and of humanity — to 
peaceable citizens, and to ingenious artifts — to 
honeft labourers, and to the worthy of all 
defcriptions, who like him may be expelled 
from the fcencs of rapine and dcfolation." 

The gratitude of this author for the protec- 
tion he received, has not fcduced him into 
cffufions of praife, which exceed the truth. 
The fweet fejour of Neuwcid merits all he has 
faid of it. It. is fituated on the borders of the

QOUntry in agreeable, the inhabitants fociablfj, 
the air wholefomc.

Butcher's meat in 
all its variety, and a no lefs plenty of vegetables, 
fruit, filh, fowl, and game. Lodgings are rea- 
fonable, and elegant. The prinfte of every 
commodity from the famous fairs of Bonnf| 
Coblenf/, Mayencc, and Frantkfort, as well 
ia from Holland, are to be had at Ncuweid^ 
as they come by water to your very door, 
And to crown the whole, the reigning Prince i% 
t man of poHtencfs, urbanity, genius,* peacei 
and benevolence, He is dcfcendcd from one 
of the mod honourable and ancient boufes, and 
what IS better, he is in every fenfc of the tern^ 
an HONEST MAN ! Of the prince, of his familyi 
antl of his palace of Mount- Repofe, two league) 
from Neuweid, a thoullind fine things havo 
been faid by the ingenious writer above-men* 
tioned j but after what I have juft termed 
him, would not all thcfc go to ai) anti-climdx ; 

•' An houcll man'i the nobleft work of God.**

pfaaiia, and through all the Cathglick cQuntHcf^ 
is the frequency of holy-days» feaibb fafts^ aod 



I woiild have every creature adore his Crea^* 
tor, acco^-ding to the cuftoms of hi3 country^ 
and refort to the places of wor0\ip as often as 
his piety inclines. But I cannot fail to regret 
that the church fhould exa£t an obferv^ge of 
mere ceremonies which trench on the duties 
of focial life s being convinced that a p^-> 
formance of thefe is a part of religipn. It i$ 
the refult of reiterated obfcrvation that cnablea 
me to afiure you nearly the half of a fervant'a 
and labourer's time is taken up in the churches^ 
and very frequehdy made the pretext for a 
neglecSt of necefiary bufinefs, and> indced> 
promotes idlenefs. I have always noted that 
the moft church-going people in this country 
are the word: domefticks^ the mofl fupine, and 
the moft fuperllitious. How it happens I know 
not, but religion in this country ieldom works 
the blood into enthufiafm : the being righteous 
overmuch in Germany more commonly pro- 
duces a moody torpid ftupidity. Methodifts 
and other fanatick fectaries are rare, Thcfc 
bodies amongft us produce, you know, ebuUi?- 
Uon% of zeal that ferment to diilradion. It is 



in England a raging madncfs i in the German 
dominions a gloomy melanchuly i and with 
rcfped to focicty, the latter is the evil moil to 
be lamented. The firft is a violent fit, and 
paflfes foon away, and tliough ilic returns of 
the paroxyfm are quick, the intervals admit of 
fome adbivity in fecular aflairs. But the Ger« 
man malady after lending a man from hts 
honeil employments, his mafter and his fumilyj 
two or tliree days in the week without counting 
Sunday, continues him in a kind of religioua 
apathy all the refl: of the year. On the holy-* 
days it is with great difllculty a cook wUl drela 
dinner, or a chambermaid tofs up the beds. 
If you want bread it mull be made and baked 
the day before : to put an hand in the oven 
would be facrilrge ; and to fetch a pail of 
water an ollence laid up amonj^ll others for 
ncxr coufcJlion. The cunfrqiiiencc of all this 
is, that after they have run in ajul out uf the 
church till they arc weary, you will Ice them 
in la/y circles Hand about the llrtets with 
folded arms and gaping mouths, or ileeping 
in their houfes, kitchens, &c. At intervals, 
however, they wake to the recolletJkion of the 
Saint in whole honour the fete is inilituted^ 
aad renew their alpirations. It is common to 
hf^ tl^cm brcuk torch in the midll of any or« 
, i-*|. dinarjr 
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dinary occupation, even during the few days 
their religion fufFers them to work, into an 
hymn or fpiritual fong. I once paft Tome 
months in a houfc where a peafant fervajjt 
to his other bufincfles, added that of a 
barber 5 and under whofe razor, being in a 
fmall country place, I came almofl: every day. 
He had been ufed on my firft employing him, 
only to reap the chins of the rufticks, and any 
thing that could cut ftubble would anfwcr that 
purpofe ; for, befides that it is the general 
practice for the gentry of Germany to Ihavc 
only once a-week, a German chin after it has 
been (haved would turn the edge of a Dutch 
razor. When the man, therefore, came upon a 
fecc that called for daily fcraping, and found 
it had been ufed to gentle ufage, he looked 
upon it as fo arduous an undertaking, that he 
called in all the might of his religion tA 
ftrengthen his arm, and incontinently retired 
into a little chapel adjoining the houfe, both 
before and after the operation j firft forgoing 
through his job with judgment, and then in 
thankfgiving, for having performed it without 
cutting my throat. On thefe occafions ht 
always fung two ftaves of the fame pfalm, and 
with fo much violence of lungs that one woidd 
think he ima^ned heaven would be deaf ixi hit 
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prayers. Indeed I often thought fo too> foft 
iiotwithftanding his bawling^ if my chin and 
throat came otF with no more than half a dozen 
lla(hcsi the blood gulliing at each, I reckoned 
it a mornhig of efcape. But this fellow would 
Ibmctime burd forth into a mufical howl at 
iDcal-ttme, with the meat in his mouth $ and 
yet, having a few acres of ground now and 
ihen to reap and mow> alfo^ if too much fun« 
cr rain» or froil, or fnow, thinned his crop9^ 
he would be as full of growl againO: the good 
God of feafons, as if he were— -a French 
Republican ! 

Fairs^ or what they call Kermiflcs, arc very 
|>roper fupplements to their faih and holy-* 
days ; not that thofc arc more numerous than 
in Kngland, but bccauic it is the cuftom for 
the fcrvants to vifit every kermis, at whatever 
diflancc, where Ihc or they have a friend, or 
relation : and as each kermis lads a week, and 
U i( is thought very hard if the pcrmiflion is 
IK)t given for at leall a couple of days at each, 
f ou may gucfs in what a fituation families arc 
kft betwixt one pradicc and another. If by 
IKcidtnt you call op a fricixl, and llay dinner, 
|he cook is gone to the kermis* or Co the 
|:hu|tQh>. or elfe it is a iall-day, and ihc can do 
. i "H. z nothing, 



rfothing> but drink coSce ei^bt or ten fimes^ 
^d go CO the kirk, 

I 

' Yet a kermis> particularly a village one, is 
itocth feeing. It is an annual afTociation of 
all the fcattered parts of a man's family and 
friends. I attended one in Wellphalia> on a 
principle of that general curiofity which carries 
ine every where. But having no village con- 
rtexions while at Cleves, I wandered about a 
little place in the neighbourhood during ker- 
mis time. The firft joyful groupc which I itw 
jgathercd together arrcfted my ftcp. I flood 
leaning on the gate of a large farm yard, at the 
j&rther end of which I obfcrved a number of 
perfons fitting round a table, and others danc^ 
ing, and alrtioft every body finging. The firft 
glimpfe of a ftranger brings an invitation^ 
efpecially on public occafions. Thil urbanitjr 
lb almoft univerfal in Weftphafia^ I followed 
a courteous introducer who led mt to' th0 
jnaftcr and miftrefs of the houfc. Their tcfti- 
Aionies of welcome came fo fail u|>o«i me, di^l 
bad I ^at and drank of half the different goo9 
things which were fet before me, I mull have 
been kiHed ^itb kindnefs on the fpot. I fooi| 
underftood that I was at the houfe of a farmer^ 
whpfe happy family from great £^nd&ther tb 
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grand-chiIJ> were flmongft the gi^efts : and all 
thcfe difTerent charaAers on the ftage of 
hutiian life, were dancing on w grafs plat 
bciiind the great barn» and all iuch as were or 
had been married, arraved in their bridal 
drcfles. One of the brothers' wives introducctl 
a fuckling of two months to the great-grand* 
^dier, who was enjoying health, in the fight. of 
four and thirty relations, and in the Syth year 
of his age ! It was a /^(tnqnei for a good natured 
IpeAator to fee the joy with which the old 
man danced the little creature on his knee> 
then prefented him to the other parts of hia 
family, according to Icniority, that the yoiing-^ 
ling might have a kermifs kifs from all hb 
kindred. But the pretty mother ! How I wilh 
that you had feen the mother during this 
rranfadion ! — not on account of hrr prettineis, 
but bccaufe the fined blulhes that ever circu- 
lated from the heart into the countenance, and 
tlic foftcft tears that maternal fvMidnefs ever 
brought into tlie face of a lovely young womaitt 
would then have been enjoyed by my friend I 
And it was her fir(l child ! and it had been a 
match of love ; ami ihc babe, accorvUng to its 
parents' wilh was a fon, and according to family 
wiflies alfo, it bore the name of its grcat-grand- 
fire, and was thought, by afieilion— who 
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takes likcneflcs you know in a moment-— to 
inherit the hue of the eyes and feme of the 
features. The attitude, Half bending over it, in 
its ciraiit, as it paflcd from the arms of one 
relation to thofe of another, was a fubjcft for 
painting, and might have been highly finifhcd j 
but the extacy in which, at the end of the cere- 
mony, fhe received, and the kiflcs with which 
fhe covered it, were beyond the reach of human 
jpencil, and required all the powers of nature 
who works in colours " dipt in heaven/* 
After this every body drank health, and many 
more happy family fetes to the old man ; who, 
in return, pledged a bumper of Rhenifli to the 
company. One of the fons affured me that the 
veteran's maladies were flight, and always cured 
by a vifit to one or other of his family. His 
medical fon prefcribed this afFeftionate remedy': 
thus when his own home became a Kttte 
folitary, the good old man went to another: 
and as all the family live within a ftiort diftahcc 
from the ancient manfion of this their fore- 
father, there is a cure within reach for evefy 
iiifordcr : he gets rid of a cold at the houfe of 
one child, of ^ feoer at that of another, of a 
touch of the rheumatifm at a third's, and at a 
fourth's of an head-ach. Upon getting a-little 
more into the private hiftoty of the houfe, 
• • from 



from a.gueft who was my next hand neigjli<« 
boufj and jufl: animated <;nough with wine tO 
become a benevolent hidoriani I found that 
the grand children were worthy of the fire > for 
that all the brothers, of which there were nine, 
had entered into a focial domeftick compa£):, 
the particular articles of which had been coai« 
mirtcd to writing; that in the courfe of aflfairs, 
they were mutually to fcrve each other, either 
with a fum of nwney, or^ any other aOiftancej 
fuited to the nature and ncccflity of the cafei 
And as if Providence intended to try the v-irMNi 
and fincerity of each, all the brothers 'm turn 
wmied md found 9l friend in the good offices of 
each other,— Ah, my friend, we have not got 
all the Hmpliciry, happinefs, and virtue to our^ 
felves : and God forbid we ever ihould have. 
How bleiicd to (hare them, as they an ihared, 
with all the human race ! 

I have recorded various inftances of their 
being difperfed over thefe divifions pf tht 
globe. I have fhewn to you the natural affec* 
tions blooming in Holland, Cambriaj wA 
Wcftphalia. Permit me now to prefent t9 
you one more example, of which I was aii 
witneis io xbe Arft mentioned country, 
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In t trip from the Hague to Rotterdanii and 
from thence to Haarlem^ 1 was juft in time lor 
die after-dinner boat to get a place in the cabits^ 
and to fee an aged mother and her daughter 
give and receive the farewell looks, expreflions, 
and embraces, to and from fome friends and 
relatives. Never did I fee the feelings of the 
heart Jhine with more lucid brightnefs while 
each was in view of the other j nor defcend ia 
more tender tears when thev could behold 
each other no longer. As the boat moved on» 
die groupe on Ihore followed as long as they 
could at the edges of the canal, and the party 
in the cabin thruft their heads out of the door 
to catch the kind looks and fayings, till the 
horfe being hooked to the fchuyt, they could 
no longer keep pace with us. The fucceeding 
moments were paflcd in deep fighs on the part i£ 
the mother, and tears on that of the daughter^ 
nehher of whom took any more notice of me, 
nor of any other perfon in the cabin, than of 
the coAiions they fat on. A perfon in the corner 
fiakl me thefe people would, pcriiaps, never 
fee each other again for fome years, as the 
mother and daughter were going to fctde in 
North Holland. 

1 was prepared to hear him fey North 
America at leaft : but to people tmtravelledy a 
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reparation of fifty miles is an immeafurable 
diftance. Ami the fympathy of divided aflfcc-* 
tion extends the Ipace to infinity I The filence 
was long> and I honoured them for iti had 
tlierc been a cranny in their hearts for the en« 
trance of common place curiofity, or for ton* 
vcrfacion with a tVrangcr, I (hould have deemed 
it a robbery of what was due to their abfenc 
friends. I perceived the daughter to ftrain her 
longing eyes towards the only opening at vhich 
there might be n ptf/lihUity of catching a parting 
glimpfe of her rchitions, and I difcovered at 
the fame timc> that I intercepted her fight— 
•* Would to heaven that Granger did not fit be- 
twixt me and my friends !*• was the fentiment 
written in every line of her face : but as Ihe 
continued to look^ I gave her all the chances 
flie could cxpcft by moving my pofition. No 
fooncr had I done lb than flic exclaimed-—** I fee 
poor Catherine's cloak, and the flcirt of Sally's 
gown, through the Window !** The glow of that 
friendfliip which is fo delicioufly animating in 
the days of our youth, fluflied her cheeks } but 
it was fweetly blended alfo with the graritude^ 
which, at that period of our lives, gives fuch a 
colouring and grace to the complexion \ after 
this flie farther won my regard by fuch a pen- 
five call of the headj and direction of the eyes^ 



ks )>lainly indicated her heart was returning to 
the Hague> with her friends> and fhe took 
little or no notice of any thing, or any body 
elle> during the reft of the voyage. 

I have flightly mentioned to you fomewherc 
the love of ornament amongft the 'Dutch, as 
inconfiftent with the weight, not to fay heavi- 
nefs, of their appearance. I think this over- 
finery is to be difcovcred principally in their 
liveries, which arc often gaudy and rxchy/omc- 
tknes elegant. It is exhibited alfo in their fur- 
niture, barges, chimnies, china^ and mills. 
It even fliews itfclf in certain indcfcribablc 
places, yet, generally fpeaking, all thefc things 
arc fo out of keeping with their o\vn figures 
and fafliions— fuch, for inftance, as their deep 
brown or blue fuits of Dutch homefpun or 
Pruflian, their unyielding features, immenfc 
breeches, prepofterous petticoats, ftupendous 
hip-pads, and meafured pace— that they leem 
as little of a piece as if the faid homcfpua 
jerkins, &c. were to be trimmed with gold 
and fUver foils and fringes. 

As to the waterfaring men (frelh or fait) they 
arc ie-buttoned from top to toe, each button, 
not excepting tliofe of the waiftband, a third

You have always the fear of the pail and fcrub- 
bing brufhes before your eyes« On the grand 
cleaning day, which here is Friday, the maid 
fervants arc to be fccn puddling below, ankle- 
deep, and fpouting above at the windows as if 
they were playing off an engine to extinguilh 
« conflagration ; although the great end pro- 
pofed, is only to walh away the duft that may 
have gathered on the falhcs, in the courfc of 
the week. An Englifh traveller who comes 
fix)m the comfort of a dry room, or whofc 
ftate of health would fufFer from damps, mult 
reconcile to this difagrement as well as he can } 
as he will, from an intention of civility, be 
fliewn into an apartment juft walhed, he had 
better double his defence, by an additional 
pair of focks, or (lockings; for the Dutch 
landlord would deem it rude to take his gueft 
into a room that has not been laid under water 
fince the laft company went out of it, and were 
you to argue againft the thing, he would fct 
you down as a dirty traveller, who ,did not 
know how to behave yourfelf in a clean 
country*

Hut with refpeft ro the modes of dr^ng^ 
it is out r)rmy memory whether 1 have before 
meinionrd a great and general rcfemblince 
betwixt the Welrh and Cierman i)eafantry. At 
Irult eighty out of every huiulretl of the latter 
arr hahiird in the thu'k blue, or deep brown 
of tlic former, and have a number of euftomi 
in conunon, which is the \v(^ to be wondered at> 
when wc confidrr the mixture of the two nationsi 
wluMi tlir Saxons, fometimrH by trcacheryi 
fometimes by inviiation, and Ibmr times by in* 
vafion, became mallrrs or parrnrrs of C*ambriiu 
IJut fo many ages having palled away linee the 
Saxon lir|)i:archy, and even {\\kc the expitlfion 
of rhr (irrmanji, whcthtr frirnds or enemies, 
from die principality of Wales, if was curioiu 
enough for a travrllcr, who had jufl been a rc- 
fideniiary traveller in that country, to find fuch a 

general 



general rcfcmUlancc iu the drcfs, air, habits, 
and even features of a people fo remote, and 
with which, motlernly fpeaking, they had not, 
nor ever could have, the llightcll iiKcrcouric, 

" They who came over out of Germany into 
** Wales,'* fays Caradoc, ** to aid the Britons 
** againll their enemies, tlic Pids aiui Scots, 
** were partly Saxons, Auy^les, and Juches^ 
M fnmi the tirll of which C4mc the people of 
**Kacx, Sullcx, Middleibx, and the Well 
V Saxons j from the Angles, the lull Angles 
f^ and the Mercians, and they that inhabited the 
** North fide of the 1 lumber i from the Juthes, 
** the Kentilh men, and they who fettled in thf; 
*Mnc of Wight." 

Thus the Engliili nation and its appendages, 
like the Englilh language, appear to be a 
compound of every other country, and, par- 
ticularly, of Germany. From fettlcments, 
pmrriages, defcents, iN:c. it is reafonablc that 
there Ihould be prefer vcd fume family culloms 
and lamily features. A likcnefs of counte- 
nance may be traced, indeed, through all 
plaiies of the Empires of Germany and Great 
jBritain : and the former being certainly, taken 
iU ai) whole, a brave, ingenious, and gcnerou?^ 
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nation, I was pleafcd to trace the fimilitudef 
and admit the original alliance. Time has 
worn out the rcfcntmcnts i but whatever brings 
to memory a bond of connexion, and of amity, 
though formed between individuals or countries 
three thoufand years ago, has a charm for the 
heart. Had I but the hem of a garment in 
my poflcfllon, that had been worn by the 
greated foe of my family on the day of re- 
conciliation, or at the moment that he came to 
my anccftor, whom he had injured, to avow, 
and to repent of, the wrong, and to promifc 
future loving-kindnefs,— that fragment of the 
drefs (hould have a place in my wardrobe, and 
be held as a memorial. 

With regard to the ancient Germans, were 
wr to take a comparative view of them, and 
of thf* ancient Britons, we fliould find a fimi- 
litude in the features of their minds as well as 
manners, tfpecially in the errand articles of 
war and rc!i{»,ion. The heroes, fages, and 
priefts of one country, had their counter- 
parts in the other. Had Cambria her Druids, 
Ranis, and Clucfs, that devoted themlelvcs to 
wounds and death, for the fake of God and 
their country, conformably to the Hicrifice, 
the chivalry, and worfhipof the times — the Ger- 
manic k 



manick nations had holy, brave, and wife men 
wh<> correfpondcd to thefe charadters, and 
aflbrd additional evidence of their having bor- 
rowed manners, maxims, and fupcrftitions, 
from one another. 

In order to throw luftre on the parallel, I 
will pick a little . hiftorical gleaning of what 
I remember. We venerate the traditionary 
independence which animated the ancient 
Welch. The ancient Germans cultured the 
fame fpirit. The Roman hiftorian reports 
them to refpeft only thofc duties, which they 
impofcd on themfelves. The nobleft youths 
blulhed not to be numbered among the faithful 
companions of fome renowned chiefs, to whom 
they devoted their arms and fervice. A noble 
emulation prevailed amongft the companions 
to obtain the firft place in the efteem of their 
chief; amongft the chiefs to acquire the greateft 
number of valiant companions. The glory of 
fuch diftinguilhed heroes difFufed itfclf beyond 
the narrow limits of their own tribe. In th^ 
hour of danger it was Ihameful for the chief to 
be furpaffed in valour by his companions; 
Ihameful for the companions not to equal the 
valour of their chief. To furvive his fall in 
battle was indelible infamy. To proteft'his 
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pcrfoni and to aclorn his glory with the trophiei 
of I heir own exploits) were the moft (acred of 
their duties. The chiefs combated for the 
vifloryi tlic companions for the chief. The 
noMcIl wairiours, whenever their native 
coiiniiy was funk in the lazinefs of peacCf 
maintained their numerous bands in fome 
diflnnt fv cnc of adion, lo cxercifc their rcdleft 
fpiiii, and lo acquire renown by voluntary 
duiigcM's. Ciill's, worthy of foldicrs, the war» 
like llccdi the bloody and ever vidoriouslancCt 
were the rewards which the companions 
claimed from the liberality of their chief. The 
rude ]ilrn(:y of his hofpitable board was the 
only pay that he could beflow, or they would 
.'iccept. War, and the free-will oiTcrings of 
bis friends fupplicd this munificence.

nobly, and almoll without a day\s reeels, re- 
pelled the hoides of J'Vanee, when almoll kir

Can 
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Can we difcover, in times paft, a braveri a 
more faithful> or a more perfcvcring body of 
men, than thbfc fubjcfts of Auftria, who arc, 
at this very moment, under command of Beau- 
lieu, Clairfait, and Cobourg ? Each of whom 
might certainly hold a place in the temple o^ 
Viftory as diftinguilhcd as any general that 
Rome had to boaft. Nor could the boldcft of 
the race of Cadwallader be dilhonoured by an 
alliance with the fublime progenitors of thefc 
illuftrious defcendancs. 

' It is painful to obferve that the religious 
ttdX of the old Germans was as wild, favage, 
and fatah as that of the ancient £ritons, and 
that the fanatick minifters of the one anfwcred 
to the Druids of the other. Both were alike 
able to perfuade, that, " by fome ridiculous 
arls of divination, they could difcover the will 
of the fuperior beings; and both taught that 
human facrificcs were the moft precious and 
acceptable offerings to their altars/* 1 he Ger- 
manick, like the Druidical temples, were in 
dark and ancient groves, confecrated by the 
reverence of fucceeding generations* " Their 
" fccret gloom, the imagined refidence of an 
^' invifible power,'* fays Gibbon, " by prefcnt- 
^* ing no diftinft objeft of fear, or worfliip, im- 
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«* pre fifed the mind with t ftill deeper fenfe of 
^ religious horror.*' I am forry to difcovcr a yet 
ftriftcr (imilitude between the Priefts of Ger- 
many^ and the Druids of Wales: the former 
no lefs than the latteri we are informed^ h<d 
been taught by experience the ufe of every 
artifice that could preferve and fortify impref- 
fions fo well fuited to their own intcreft; and 
it has Ijeen finely remarked, that the fame igno- 
rance which renders barbarians incapable of 
conceiving, and of embracing, the ufoful re- 
ftraints of law, expofes the naked and unarmed 
to the blind terrors of fupcrftition. The Ger- 
man priefts, improving this favourable temper 
of their countrymen, even in temporal con* 
terns, which the magiftrate could not venture 
to excrcifc; and the defcfts of civil policy, 
were, fomctimcs, fupplicd by the intcrpofition 
of ccclcfiafl ical authority. 

We find, too, that ancient Germany, like 
ancient Briton, had her bards, whofe genius, 
charafter, and ofiice, were extremely alike in 
one country and in the other. It is not eafily 
to be conceived, fays one of Rome's beft hifto- 
rians, how this Angular order of men, fpeak- 
ing of the German bards, contrived to kindle 
the cnthufiafm of arms and glory in the breafts 
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c( their audience. It was in the hour of battle, 
or in the feaft of vidloryi that they celebrated 
the glory of heroes of ancient days, the an- 
ctftora of thofe warlike chieftains who liftencd 
with tranfport to the animated drains. The 
view of arms, of vi6lory, and of danger, 
heightened the efFcA of the military fongi and 
the paflions which it tended to excite, the defire 
of fame, and the contempt of death, were the ha- 
bitual fentiments of a German mind. 

We may eafily fuppofc, that with the help of 
a glowing imagination, which was not want- 
ing» the audience imputed to the bards of Ger-- 
tnany all the power which pocfy herfelf has, in 
fooic of her noblefl: flights, attributed to the 
bards of Wales.— 

*« Cadwalln'stongue 
That hudi'd the ftormy main, 
Modredt whofe magic fong 
Made huge Plinlimmon bow his cloud capt head.** 

Nor have the Princes of Germany degenerated 
from their anceftry, none of whom have higher 
claims on the love of the people, or the eulogy 
of the modern bards, than the amiable and 
youthful monarch, who now fills the imperial 
throne. Of his warlike atchievemcnts, during 
the prefent campaign, the trump of fame has

The long tf ied virtues of that 
rtoble Ikdy,' the tender confidenee anddomeftick 
lote, in which (he lived with my father, con- 
vihce me, that it never could have been in- 
tended, that fo good awife, {o kind a' parent, 
and fo excellent a woman, could be left in a. 
■ftate'of dependence on her fon. Much more 
likely is it that the fon fhould have been be- 
queathed to the commands, indulgence, and 
management of his mother. Or if it was in- 
• tended that the 'fon fhould receive the whole 
revenues of the empire, it could only be in 
confidence that he would aft as her agent, and 
ftc that her private, her natural, and proper 
rights were paid into her coffers with th^ baft 
care and inconvenience to herfelf. 

*' In the latter cafe, I hope I Ihould be found, 
throughout my reign, a faithful fteward of my 
dear parent and of the people ; and, luppof?ng, 
*for a moment, this cafe a poflible one, I cannot 
be infenfible to the exalted afFe<EHon and efteem 
the late Emperor and King muft have had for me, 

that 
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that he could, after hii deathi confide the 
fortunei of fuch a wife to the truft of hii (on. 
But human nature ii fo fraili and the truft ii to 
flwefuli that I tremble while I poflers it| and 
cannoti indecdi be eaf/i till I have dilburthened 
myfelf of the weight it impofei. To thb 
endi my loving friend(»i minifters and fubjefti, 
I have herein bound myfelf by an inftrument of 
the lad folemnityi to become refponfible in t 
yearly fum fuited to her rank although inferior 
to her defervingfl. And I have^ an nearly ai 
may bei made thin difpoflcion from my private 
fundif and from iburcea the leaft likely to in>- 
fringe onf or to afFeA, the treafurea of the ftate, 
which I hold in truft f//«»,— for the honour of my 
empire, and the profperity of Auftriai yet I con- 
fidcr myfelf .18 called U])on by my ftjbjefli to ex- 
plain, account for, and juftify every expenditure, 
before I make an arrangement in favour of any 
part of my own family: But I feel at the fame 
time, that it is an nd of duty and jtiftice on my 
part, which will be crowned by the fanftion of 
all my people. 

** Here then, madam,'* continued the royal 
youth, dropping on his knee as he dcfcended

4S the deed by which I relieve my/elf from an 
i^fupportabk burthen,— the idea of your ma- 
jefty's becoming the viftim of a fon's weak- 
nefs^ indifcretion, or ingratitude : and you will 
find that I have, by the fame ad, uken the li- 
berty to appoint you the guardian of my youth, 
lit ^1 that can properly be called, if any thing 
can, my private fortunes. I retain in my hand

^kgllinll the open violence of the latter we can 
guard, and force may be oppofed to force j 
but| from the inlidious machinations of the 
ficft» the hour of confidence may be that of 
treachery, and the moment of ajiparcnt endear- 
ment may mingle poifons, wounds, and death 
with embraces. 

Amidll fo much unnatural condud in diu 
ierent parts of the world, it is as rrfrcJJjiHg as 
rare to meet with an inllancc of loyalty, in j^/y 
part of it. Such was the fplendid and fpit ited 
ofier of the little town or rather village of 
Broek in North Holland, whofe beauties and

ibouring town where I made one of my paufes 
of obfcrvancc, I had in a former vifit been at fomc 
pains to form a feat of fredi fods, to difcipline 
the foliage on cither fide, and canopy the 
branches above, chiefly becaufe it was in the 
neighbourhood of two or three nightingales, 
who fang their forrows to each other, and be- 
caufe a llockdove had built in the back ground. 
And it had the farther agriment of a brook, that 
after an hundred fantaflick mazes, amongfb 
the meadows and fields adjacent, took its courfc 
along the underwood, through which I could 
fee it ftream as I fat, and could bcfidcs hear 
it difputc and fi:rugglc with the impediments it 
found in its way. Of thefc it complained fo 
gently, as very well to aflbciate with the notes 
of my dove and nightingales. Although I had 
thrown the arching of my alcove, as far for- 
ward, cave like, as 1 could, with a dcfign to 
exclude too obtrufivc a vifit of the fun, and of 
the world, I could obferve at the openings of 
the oak branches part of a fine field of fpring- 
ing corn, and catch a glimpfe of fome fteeples 
on the one hand, and fcveral farm-houfes and 
cottages on the other: So that the tout-enjcmbky 
you will conceive, afforded to a man of poefy 
and peace all that his heart could defirc. In 
this retreat I had paflcd many a funfctdng, and

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not fcldom a fun-rifing hour. I returned to 
lament the change. All that fide of the grove 
Which fcreencd and fumilhed branches for my 
alcove^ was cut away by a fanguine banditti^ 
who came, fmord in hand^ into thefe environs. 
The hand of wantonnefs had hacked off with 
the fabrc whole nurferics of firs and poplars. 
Moft of the houfcs had been burnt down, and 
the wretched inhabitants plundiered of all their 
little ftorcs. Some were vlcad of wounds, fomc 
of grief, the reft wandered about the world in 
fcarch of the very few, who, with the difpo* 
fition, have the power of benevolence. 

The fields which I left fo full of vernal pro- 
mife were defpoiledi not an handful of grain 
remained for a gleamr^ who was now literally

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cent allufions and impious itiottos yrtrt pen^ 
cilled on the windows, doors, and even on the 
fainted rcliqucs ; and the images of the Re- 
deemer were demolilhed, with every mark of 
mockery and fcorn *• Several tombs were torn 

open, 

• III my Cambrian communications, I forgot to men- 
tion, and, indeed, it will come in better at this place, 
that when I was at Bangor, the Warder of the cathedral 
of that cpifcopal city told me, that one of its ancient 
biihops was flruclc blind by a thunderbolt from heaven, 
for the facrilegious adl of felling the bells. The conder- , 
nation of the Warder, on recounting this as we flood dif- 
couriing under the belfry, could fcarcely have been exceed- 
ed, had the thunderbolt fallen on his own head. What 
wouLlthis honeft fon offxmplicity have concluded, had I been 
then able to inform him, that the French were cutting oW 
the heads, and mangling the limbs, of their biihops, not for 
fellihg the revenues of the church, but for daring to aflift 
at, and adminifter divine worfhip, for attachment to their 
King, for believing in a Saviour of the world, and for not 
turning apoftate to their God : nay, furthermore, that they 
condemned the holy men, mod eminent for talents and 
piety, to the (lake, the cannon, the mufquet, or the guillo* 
tine ; and, lailly, that fo far from fparing the bells on ac- 
count of their fandity, that they convert them into inftru- 
ments of murder — the murder of the beft priefts, the bcfft 
citizens, and the beft men ! And, by way of clofing the 
climax of facrilege, were I to obferve that a number of 
thefe citizens finding themfelves ficken from the vapours 
of the charcoal, and the putrid flench of the dead bodies, 
which they were turning out of the coffins, that the lead 
thereof might be made into bullets and balIsi,-»would not 

the 
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openi and the <* canonifed bpnes/' which had 
been depofited for centuries> were hung round 
the pulpiti and the ruins of the altar-piece I 

The habitations were in the fame difmantled 
ftate \ all the valuables that were portable had 
been carried o'^f in waggons, tumbled into the 
heap of promifcuous plunder, and nothing re- 
mained but the wreck of the fixtures, and the 
mifcrablc proprietors who had efcnprd the pil- 
lagers, mourninp;, or famifhing over them. One 
fwcctly-ruftick abode, that I had, the preceding 
year, diliinguijbed as the dcarcft rcfidcnce of a 
numerousi humble, yet not indigent family i

The father 
was marked down, bv lome of his bafe townf- 
men, as an avowed lover of his country ; and 
had, on a hue exi;»;rnc:e, joinnl fonir of his 
neighbours to make licad againfl a party of

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foragers, who would have driven off the herds 
and flocks. This was fo foul a crime in the 
eyes of the French, that they cut ofF the head of 
tht tree, and mangled fcveral of the branches. 
The very boards and bricks of the rooms were 
torn up. I ran over the houfe with horror. 
I paflfed through three of the apartments, with- 
out meeting one confolatory objeft. I began to 
fear every vcftige of humanity had been de- 
ftrcfyed by thefe its/w^r» exterminators y when, 
cdming to the broken ftair-cafc, I heard a voice 
which had' often welcomed me. I afcended, and 
faW' the wretched remnants of this once-joyful 
family crouded into the only chamber that re- 
mained habitable— two half-grown boys, an 
old woman, and the young daughter who had 
fpoken to me. On comparing their prefcnt 
with their paft ftate, the latter opened on my 
miijd new ideas of human vicifiitude. I inftantly 
called to my remembrance that the laft time I 
had feen thefe very perfons, the firft two ob- 
jcdts were fporting on the green before their 
door, in all the glee of body and of foul. The 
old woman and her hulband were fitting on a 
bench, environed with honey-fuckles that 
twitted, felf-bent, into a natural canopy, and 
the daughter was " leaning, half-raifed," on 
the flowery ground, at tl>c feet of her parents, 

and 
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and laughing at the antkks of her two bra'* 

thers. 

Why fliould I paint to you the dire revcrfc f 
Alas I the reverfe goes almoft out of t;he reach 
even of imaginaiion. It is not eafy to fuppofe 
the ravagcr.H couU^ in fo (hort a fpace of time, 
change every happy circumjiance to its hitter0 
cppofite\ that they could turn, for inftancc, 
plenty into famine, health to difeafei* and a con- 
tented mind to an agonized, broken f|)irit I 
Yet all this had been done by the/ons of liberty^ 
who too truly put their threat in execution, of 
carrying mijery and dmth into every place they 
V in ted. 

As to my poor nighttngnlrn and flockdovc, 
though they had more ciiufc than ever to lament 
that terror, which, in conventional language, is 
the order of the day^ had fcnt them to mourn 
prematurely in other lands :

Nothing! in ftiort^ remained of the various in«- 
nocent and intereiling objects my heart had ap« 
preciated^ but a fragment of the brook! pare 
of which had been dcftroyed in the fury of ex- 
tirpating die thickets and from the broken 
gaps the water had worked its way into an op- 
pof^tc current to the Icft^ where! in forming a 
junftion of founds, it fccmed to lament the ge* 
neral ruin, Buti God knows, the furrounding 
cuhmicies required no aids from iancy. On 
the contrary, in this poor fuiftring little town, 
and its environs, there aAually happened fuch 
horrors as Fancy, when moft difpoied to excite 
terror, her (Irongell attribute, never formed. 
Dreadful beyond imagination was a fad which 
thefe inhuman republicans perpetrated on the 
fucking infant of the haplefs fugiuve loll men<> 
tioned. ' He had information that the enemy 
would be at Krcutznach in a few hours, and 
being told that he would certainly be amongll:

with an aching, yet comforted heart ; but 
hearing the found of the enemy's guns in the 
road they were to take, and fuppofmg the route 
had been changed, he returned to his cottage^ 
and had hope that the plunderers would puriuc 
another plan.'

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the particulars of which> blcmlnl tvith fomt 
MCounc of her cliara^cr, arc as follow. 

Her maiden name was Maria Tcrefa Ij)ui(k 
ef Savoy Carignan. She married Louis Alex^^ 
itnder Jofeph StanidauS) of Bourbori) Prince 
of Lambaltc^ Prcfidcnt of the Council^ and a 
Prince of the Blood. The Frinccfs> who had 
formed her attachment to the Queen of France 
tn the day of royal prof|.>erity, refolved not to 
ibrfake her in the day of dillrcfs. A fcries of 
iovitations from fome of the firfl: familiea ill 
£Agland> who laid a regular fiege for her com- 
fNtfiyi yet at hft obtained it almolt by ftorm, 
Mok her from her friend for a ihorl time. Her 
reception in London, in the bed circles^ and 
tt court) reached her affedlions, and won her 
grttttude, and pointed out a fafe prote£hon 
fitMn the tempeft that began to roll over the 
faoufe of Bourbon : but none of thefe had power 
to hold her from taking her (hare of perili 
and diftrefs at Paris j to which city fl\c returncii 
where a flight fummer friendlhip would have 
trembled to approach. She found the unhappy 
Antoinette, as flie expected to find her, fur- 
rounded by many infults, many dangers, and 
hourly in expedlation of more. And that iuck 
previous knowledge of her auguft friend's fitu- 
ttion W43 the fupcrior magnet that drew her 

from 
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from the admiration of St. James'6, guinot 
be doubted ; fince to be partaker of j fuch 
dangers and infults, (he quitted fuch adniira- 
cion. In a word, (he returned to Paris, while 
every body elfe of charafter, or of no charafteri 
were flying from it by ftratagem, and by every 
means poflible. The fnendfliip of courts has 
been a fruitfulj and a favourite theme of poetical 
and cammon*place writrrs, who echo the afper- 
fions of ignorance from one to another. Let that 
of the Princefs de Lamballe for the Queen of 
France (land on record as a proof that fuch 
cenfures, even if they were admitted to be gene* 
fally truje, have their happy and honourable ex* 
ceptions. And furely no vicious feeling could 
have, at fuch a moment, drawn the one Princefs 
to the other \ fince there is in guilt that fort of 
daftardy which induces us to leave and efcape 
from its accomplice in the fcarchin'j; hour of ca- 
lamity, rather than haftcn to receive our (hare; 
and, were any wanting, I iliould add this as a 
weighty circumllancc in eviilence of the purity 
of th<r principles which united Madame de Lam- 
balle to the Queen, 

But even in her prifon-houlc (lie not only 
pr rformcd the gentle offices of a friend to the 
Queen i^^thc general duties of a friend to the 
indigent were noj forgotten. Poverty and

(brfaw were never fent empty or weeping 
from this amiable Princefs: and her be- 
ncvolcncc was, even more than her beauty, 
the fubjeft of admiration : the people of Paris, 
in a more cfpecial manner, were the ob- 
jcfts of it ; and it was by the hands of that 
very people, in that very city, this iUuftrious 
vifitor was to die; in a manner that would 
have been thought by juftice itfclf, too cruel, 
too fhocking, for the vilell criminal that ever 
difgraced human life, or the laws that pro- 
teft it. 

On the third of that 5?eptember 1792 which 
will fever be enrolled in the hiftory of the world, 
amongft the days that have moft difgraced arid 
ftained it^ this unfortunate and exalted woman, 
who had long been imprifoned in the Hotel dc 
h Force, was difturbcd by the ruffians of the Re- 
publick, while (he was yet on her bed of ftmw^ 
to leave that dreadful place for another. On 
her telling them flic had no fault to find with 
her prefent place of conftncmenty they rudely 
anfwcrcd flie mull be transferred to the prifoiif 
of the Abbey, and that flic nuift go without 
delay; adding that her life depended on her* 
obedience. She then begged of the leader of 
thefc ruffians, who was one of the national 

guard. 
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guardf to il^^p alide with his niyrmldona, "whUt 
ihc Urent^ci, and that Ihe would attend himi 
In a I'rw minutca flje reculled the officer, who 
conducted her thnnigh the dungeon to dio 
light, the lead ray of which that dreadful 
place excluded. Thry reached the prifon* 
tloors, the other fide of which ihey had fcarcc 
gained, when the unhappy Princeft found 
reafon for preferrinp; the darknefs of her fub* 
terraneous cell to long-loft day light, which 
pi'clentcd her with nothing but an

whofe faces, hands, and garments were embrued 
In blood. The nmrderei's were purfuing their 
dcfolations under her eyes. In (hort, it wai 
in the middle of that tremendous day on which 
aHiiHinatioJi was the moll rapacious. Some of 
the titrceft of tlicfe executioners pauled from 
bl(K)il to interrof);ate hrr, to abufe and to 
menace. ** Alas," replied the Princcls, *' I have 
^* nothing to fay : whether I die a few day» 
•' iboner or later, Sirs, is a matter of indifferenco 
<* to me, fince I perceive timt 1 am devoted i 
•' and 1 am prepared for death.'* She was then 
hurried to i\\t tribunal, where the prefident, 
being told ilie refuled to aulWcr quelUons, ex-

mM « fignal for all chat was to ioMom^ and her 
^ecutioncFS did not fuffisr it to efcape* Scarce 
iad flic paffcd the firft ftrcct crc they ftruck 
their auguft vi£lim feveral times on the badk 
pare of the head^ with a fabre> which was 
covered with blood-^*che blood of fi> many 
kings and heroes. Two wretct^s then took 
her arms> and obliged her to wallc over the 
dead bodies^ She fainted at almoil every ftep. 
In this fituation they dripped her> infulted hery 
forced her to ftoop down> embrace, and kife 
the carcafles of the murdered citizens. Shock- 
ing to fay^ they then mangled her beautiful 
bofom> andy refufmg to ihew her the indul- 
gence of a fpcedy rclcafe, (tabbed her firft in 
every part they knew not to be vkal. Unable 
fo bear up any longer, flie funk on the earth»

Thrice happy he, who, in a general difaftei* 
like that which now defolates fo large a por- 
tion of the globe, and from the fpreading mi- 
fcry of which no fecurity can be derived from 
riches, honours, poverty or innocence, happy 
is he who can fay with the man who exempli- 
fied at his death the precepts of his life, — *' In

If this was true, in the days of blood which \\\C 
1 lenriadc has lung, it is more eminently fo at 
this Trnguinary period. 

With rcfpeft to Revolutions in general it 
may be a curious fper ulation to trace their merits 
and rheir profjrefs. 

A reform in governments may be abfolutely 
neceflary, and a revolution has fometimes fct 
out well, as unqueftionably did that of France, 

under 
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tinder the fanftions of rcafon, honour, publick 
good, and the caiifc of religion. Bur, nine 
times out of ten, it degenerates into a mere 
perfonal quarrel, in which publick good, and 
every other generous motive, is forgotten, to 
make way for the gratification of private am- 
bition, avarice, and hatred. The original caufe 
in the abforbing ferment of party is fpecdily 
Iwallowed up. What was principle becomes 
paflion. Or, what at the cohfimencement was a 
brave and daring conteft betwixt the governors, 
for prerogative, and the governed for privilege, 
•—a determined affcrtion of real or fuppofed 
rights on the one hand, and of natural claims on 
the other, at length fettles into a mere party 
madnefs. And the infanity is contagious. 
Every body catches it. Men, women, and 
children rave about it. The time of reafon- 
ing is paft, confequently the time of entering 
into caufes. It is then the bufinefs of the in- 
dividual, whatever be his party to follow where 
that leacis, to defeat or viftory, to life or death. 
In the fcvcrifh paroxyfm of indignation, each 
perfon eafily perfuades himfclf his quarrel is 
juft ; every angry man imagines he has a good 
reafon to be lb 5 and the more we are wan- 
dering from the right, the more violendy and 
invetcrately we infift that the objefts of our

foon turns into a gangrene. Each perfonfcbcf 
pomes odious to one party and honoured'TbjT 
the other, as he gives proof of fteadinefii toliii 
own cnufe. The maflacre is called patrlotifm 
on the one hand, and loyalty on the othei^i and 
very frequently th; objedb fifft in cont9A(imi 
like the fquabble betwixt the two dogs and the 
(hadow, is not worth haying : buti meantime^ 
it is fought for as fiercely as if it were the one 
thing necciTary to our comfort in this war|d| 
and our falvation in the next. In the endi the 
point is given up» and when accounts ait' cool 
enough to be reduced to rules of arithmeeick» it 
ufually turns out, that, in point of damages^ 
each party has fuffcrcd in blood and money 
from tliovifands up to millions; and on the 
credit fide we have nothing to Ihcw for them 
but cyphers. 

On fair calculation, therefore, my friend, 
whatever advantage may be derived to poftcrity, 
little is to be gained by the prcfcnt generation : 
Since, after every ten years war, I mean a civil 
war of courfe, fo much havoqk has bcc;^ done 

to 
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to property in general, and the paflioiis of 
hatred have fo .rankled in the heart, privately 
Ijpcaking, againft friends, neighbours, and fa- 
milies—even in the miferable feptennial fquabblc 
about elections, this is manifeft — chat I qticftion 
much whether there is a being on the face of 
the earth, (except the ftock -jobbers, foreftallers, 
agents, and other vultures in fociety, who 
thrive in times of publick calamity,) can expert 
to be the better for it. The ravages ufually 
drain the beft blood, fortunes, and feelings of 
the country, for, at leaft, half a century ; and 
itippofing there be then a regeneration, with 
fome few benefits that were not before enjoyed, 
we fhall probably have loft many that were 
better before the reform began. Bcfides the 
melancholy confideration that our pofterity will 
look upon the party and perfonal love and hate, 
that has defended to them, as part of their in- 
heritance; our immediate offspring will have 
been educated in all the prejudices of our own 
particular party -, and the next age will lofe 
little or nothing of hereditary attachment to 
one fide, and ill-will to another ; while remoter 
generations will trace the hiftory of their fdl-e- 
fathers, and make what the politicks or falhion 
of the day fct down as rights and wrongs, the 
caufc of new murmurs, new exacflions, new re-r

bellions, new patriotifndSi and, in fine, tho 
fparks that will be found in ftirring up th9 
embers and aflics of the old world, (liall ferve 
a3 a rnatch tQ burn down the new. And^ 
knowing, my friend, what wc know of the dif-r 
contctitcd, repining fpirit of man i knowing that 
even if Qod himf^lf does not difpenfe, his fun«: 
(Line ^nd his fliowcrs, exaftly in proportion to' 
our fancied good, we rebel; have wc not tlie 
experience of Icveral thoufand years that thcfc* 
fires will be kindled up in human fociety till tha . 
coming of that conflagration when 

•' Lightmnj^s with the meteor's bl.izc confplrc, 
«' And dartccl downward fct the globe on fire.** 

Far, however, am I from wilhing to " check 
the genial current of the foul" that afpires to 
liberty. 'Tis the true flatc of nature, the ge- 
nuine fpirit of life, the health, beauty and fup- 
T)ort of fociety. We cannot even extend our 
ideas beyond the fj)here of tliis world, and 
raile thciii to anotlicr witliout fuppofing that 
fcrftu'-l freedom is the balls of immortal felicity. 
A defpotick hraven is a contradicflion in terms; 
indeed the j.^cikm'ous llrijgf.5k\s of human beings 
for liberty, wlicn wanton cruelly no longer dc- 
hafes her caufe, are but aflertions of the divine 
I^art of our nature. Thofe jarring aton)s which 

fluikc 



Ibi^ce a nation^ and which are^ perhaps^ in* 
fcparable from revolutioos, give way to wife, 
wholefome, and humane arrangements; aQ4 
when order is called out of that political chaos^ 
though humanity muft ever Ihudder at the dire 
efFeft of thofe convulfions which have preceded 
fuch arrangements, as tyrants fcldom long 
furvive their vidtims, we muft venerate the 
" end, while we never ccafc to deplore fomc 
of the means by which it has been brought 
^bout/'

There is an inflancc, which is at the flime 
time an example, and a very rare one, of a 
revolution continuing under thofe principles i 
and if ever there was one aft of dire opprcffion 
more infamous than another, it is to be fbuAd 
in the Sjjlm of lyranny, under which an injured 
country has been lonp-, and is flill, labotirinf^. 
Wc talk loudly of Aliaric fl.ivny, of the hard 
Cite of the fable race ,; imd piiyiiv^ Europe, no 
lefs than the Autik^i, Iccms to rnke the alarm 
on its aflVrtinjv r\ibicc^> ; bnt againfl the pro- 
pf rty, liberty and lives (^f thefe poor people, — 
who certainly bare undeniable and everlafting 
rights to their own country, aiul the fruits of 
their own induftry and inlicrirance, while they 
trcfpafs not on the inheritance and induflry of 
other nations — ugainll tluTc often, and ftill 
marked vidlims of <l'J][^otijm tlierc is formed a 

cruel 
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' cruel combination, headed by two of the moft 
. powerful defpots^ both of whom, by the by<?, arc 
amongft the loudeft dcclaimcrs againft the 
French Revolution, and by way of fupporting 
this illujirious inconfifiency ^ one of thcfe powers 
has one grand army in Brabant to aflift in de^ 
ftroying tyrants^ and another grand army elfc- 
where to ^xtertpinate a free and generous 
people ! And his imperious colleague in this 
celebrated hucchaneering^ orders, and joins in, 
.publick prayers, fafts and fcftivals to beg of the 
God of equity to turn the hearts of the French j 
and then, at the tag end of this mockery, 
hitches in, endways, another prayer for the fuc^ 
cefs of her arms againft thefe Unfortunates, 
The firft prayer is hypocritical, and the laft is 
fincere j but the fincerity has, if poffiblc, lefs 
'' relifli of ,falvation'' in it than the hypocrify, in 
the degree that it is a greater turpitude to be

carneft in a vile caufe than fimply to affc^ 
compaffion in a good one. In this matter, how* 
ever, the affedation is intended to give a colour 
to the earneftnefs. When a plunderer wants an 
apology, in a cafe of felf-intereft. Pity, (I mean 
a piteous prayer, which is extremely cheap) 
about the intereft of others — Pity, has a mighty 
convenient mantle to throw over the fhoulders, 
iwid accordingly the plunderer always makes a

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ijpoil of it) amongft the reft of the pillage, tm 
cover himlclf, mid his real defigns. Unluckily^ 
however, in the prcfent buHnefs, the mantle ia 
coo thin : The great peribnage in queftion has, 
in the courfe of a long life and reign^ had lb 
many oceafions to put it on and throw it ofF, juft 
IS it became commodious or troublefome, that 
it is thread-bare in fome plucesi and torn in 
others i and though the fublime wearer is drefied 
in it at this very moment, all the world can^ 
thrwgh it. 

I Ivivc been at fome pains to glifan the great 
perfonuge above mentioned, and have picked up 
fome curious anecdotes } and not a tew on this 
very fubjedl, m bypocrify in Unroolencfi the 
publick and private inllances of which will 
amuile you when we meet ; the whole of which 
clelct^lable {^leaning is caKulateil to prove that 
•• aU -whUb ^lijurs is >wt ^oU\* aiul that when 
a forcijjn trumpeter (whole breaili beh)ngsi to 
the |>owcr who paul for the trumpi*l, or com', 
niaiulcil it to he blown) foumls a Yi>lley — I can 
by no nuans call it a v(iluHtary^^.\ho\\x ma{;^ 
nifuent prclints, jewel boxes, piclure in bril- 
liants, &c. eacli of iiuiuenfe vaUie, it ou<vht to 
be told at the fame tiine> that in certain parts 
of the world diere arc mines of Jparklin^

tfiimpery which the flave digs, and the tyroMi 
gives away^ juft as any would-be-thought ge- 
nerous pcrlbri in our own country might be-* 
ftaw Briftol ftones and pafs them off fen* dia- 
monds ! In doing which there feems to be no 
great danger, as the receiver, conceiving the 
gift a mark of honour, muft ftarve rather than 
difpofe of it. But fome men there are who do 
hot choofe to carry the point of honour quite 
fo far J arid who maintain that the laws of fclf- 
prefervation are ftrongcr arid more binding than* 
thofc of delicacy. On this right of nature, it 
has come to the ears of the writer, that certain 
perfons have, in the laft extremity, farted with 
their fuperb keep-fakes and love-tokens re- 
ceived from the gracioufly imperial hands \Vk 
qucftion, and found like the juggler's trick : *

We know that in fome hands, both abroad and 
at home, this juggling art has

And that vice perfonified in z femak charafter 
was the bcft juggler after all. In a ftory that I 
know, of a fword fet, or Jaid to be fet, with 
brilliants of the firft water, according to court- 
arithmetic 
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arithmetic worth 5000 florins, the cver-honouroct 
receiver wanting Ireadi could, with difficult/f 
get enough to purehafe five and twenty loaves I 
and a fplendid ring from the fame cver-^ 
honoured giver, cftimated at 26ool, fterlingy 
was pronounced by a famous jeweller to have 
cod about 20oh In (hort, the Author haSt 
with very few variations, had dccafion to apply 
every inftanee of Slight in the fable, and thinks 
that the illuftrious juggler above-mentioned 
might exclaim with better pretenfions than 
Gay's trickfter : 

** Who daires with me difpute the prize ?— 
«* In juggling I Juhmitto nom!^*
